Who agree with one Voice in applauding his peculiar 
Taſte of the Happineſs of Life, without the Splendor and 
Eclat of it. Giving us to underſtand at the ſame Time, 
that He was ſo far from being let down in his Claim to 
the higheſt Honours of his Country, by any original 
Meanneſs of his Birth and Extraction; that his Anceſtors, 


both by the Father's and Mother's Side, for many Gene- 


rations paſt, as high as any authentick Records could be 
found, were Perſons of known Rank and Diſtinction. 

I SHALL take another Obſervation yet in my Way, 
before I leave this Great Man. That beſides the perſonal 
Love and Eſteem, His Affability of Temper, extraordi- 
nary Candor and Humanity had gain'd him, amongſt his 
Equals : It was his good Fortune, or rather his Country's, 


that the wiſe and good Prince Auguſtus took early Notice 
of the uncommon Talents he was Maſter of; and his pe- |

culiar Turn to publick Buſineſs. And as the inſepara 

Union of Intereſts, between Prince and People mutually, 
was the known Maxim in Politicks, that Monarch choſe 
to govern by, through his long and happy Reign (O may 
all fach Reigns be long and happy !) ſo he, with his uſual 


Wiſdom and Penetration, ſingled out Mecenas, as the 


proper Perſon to be entruſted with Both : Far from diſſa- 
tisfied with the ſtrong Mixture, obſervable in his Con- 
duct, of Two ſeemingly-oppoſite and inconſiſtent Princi- 


| ples; an inviolable Attachment, on one Hand, to his 


Sovereign; but, on the other, a firm and ſteady Eſpou- 
ſing the Rights of his Fellow Subjects. And rightly judg- 
ing, that ſuch a Man's Services could not fail of having a 


Conſideration of his. having never ſought or courted any 
higher Title; and being ſtil] content to ſhare his Fate 
among them, .in the Degree of an Equeſtrian. What 
Wonder, that ſuch a Prince ſhould commit the chief Ma- 
nagement of his Affairs to ſuch a Miniſter ! And think no 
Marks of his Royal Favour, no honourable Badges of 
Diſtinction, would fit invidiouſly upon him, that were 
conſiſtent with his Order, and a Roman Knight was capa- 
ble of receiving. | 
hpi leſs will it be wonder'd at, that having experi- 
enc'd the Dexterity and Faithfulneſs of this great Politi- 
cian's Counſels, in forming and ſettling the Plan of his 
p new 
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new Government : Having ſeen the Storms that bluſ- 
ter'd at the Beginning of his Reign diſſipated and blown 
over: The Oppoſition of turbulent and factious Spirits, 
that gave him a great deal of Trouble upon his firſt Ac- 
ceſſion, happily at an End; and the very Name of Party 
and Diſaſfection in a manner extinct and forgotten in the 
Republick : But eſpecially finding his Affairs, both at 
Home and Abroad, attended with a Train of Proſperity 
and Succeſs, beyond the moſt ſanguine Expectations: It 
will not be wonder'd at, that he had the Viſdom to know 
he was well ſerv'd, and the Steadine/s to employ this faith- 
ful and able Miniſter, without changing Hands, to his 
dying Day. And it is particularly obſery'd * of this 
reat Prince, that he was ſenſibly touch'd and affected 
c May a like Prince not have the like Occaſion!) at the 
| Loſs of ſo good a Servant. And was fo far from rejoicing 
at his Death, that he look'd upon it as one of the chief 
Diſtreſſes of his Reign; and never gave the leaſt Handle 
for the ſpiteful and malicious Application of that C A PI- 
TAL Remark of the Perfan Tale- teller, that Tux 
HART or THE KINO WAS GLAD WITHIN Him. 

Taz Reader, I dare ſay, is before-hand with me in the 
Drift and Deſign of theſe Obſervations : And has already 
drawn, in his own Mind, the Parallel I intended, between 
this Roman and our Britiſh Mecenas : And cannot but ſee 
a wonderous Reſemblance, in theſe two great Stateſmen, 
to each other: And yet ſuch a Reſemblance, that we have 
no Reaſon to be afraid of the Compariſon. 

Bur it is not for me to aim at drawing ſuch a Picture: 
And I always thought there was good Senſe in that Edi& 
of Alexander's, that none but Apelles ſhould preſume to 
draw His. But yet, though I cannot pretend to take a 
Likeneſs, I may and can Judge whether it is well taken, 
and to the Life; or groſly miſrepreſented. Few or none, 
perhaps, have Art enough to undertake the former, with 
any tolerable Succeſs : But Nature, and the common Uſe 
of our Senſes, will enable almoſt any Man, to paſs a 
Judgment, and a very juſt ene too, upon the latter : 
Though I dare not take upon me to give the World ſuch 
a finiſh'd Piece, as Sir Robert Walpole's Character ought 
to be: Yet I can ſhew, that in ſeveral Inſtances, to my

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own Knowledge, it has been notorionſly mangled and diſ- 
figur*d z eſpecially by the late vile and diſingenuous Prac- 
tice, of flinging Kennel-Dirt at him by Handfuls, and be- 
ſpattering him from the Preſs. * et 

«2 Ts, really ſhocking and abominable; and I have 
wonder'd the bittereſt ot his Enemies could find a Pleaſure 
in it; to ſee one of the greateſt Men any Age or Country 
has produc'd, publickly .expos*d three or four Times a 
N cal, to be hunted and worried by the Populace; in Vio- 
lation of the ſacred Regards due to all  publick-Charatters 
in general, and to every Magiſtrate inveſted with the Au- 
thority of his King and Country. Whilſt the Principals 
in this barbarous Diverſion ſtand ſculking ſomewhere be- 
Hind the Curtain, and dare not ſhew their Faces: And 
what is amazing, though they feel the Scent does not lie, 
and the Dirt they throw, cannot, with. all their Wit and 
Railery, be made to ſtick; yet they perſiſt hallooing the 
Pack on, and aſperſing him with the weakeſt and moſt 
palpable Mal- treatment ; if poſſibly, by leaving no Stone 
unturn d, they may chance to make ſome plauſible Hit 
or other, upon either his political, or private Conduct; 
or even upon his“ PLaix.Hazr, and MaxNRERR or 
AppREss 3 that the People may not ſee thorough 3 and 
may ſerve to leſſen that over-grown Credit of his among 
them ; with which he does ſuch terrible Execution, by 
keeping Things in their preſent State of Tranquillity, and 
defeating the Hopes of ſuch wrong · turn d. Patriots, as ex- 
pect their Ends, in unſettling and embroiling them; and 
want to be fiſhing in troubled Waters. 

Sous of theſe Indignities are ſ very groſs, and have 
given me ſuch particular Offence;. that I cannot forbear, 
though never ſo mal-a-propos, to take particular Notice of 
them: As when they go about to miſtepreſent him, as not

HAT a poor and deſpicable Opinion muſt one have 


of any Man, though in other Reſpects never ſo conſide- 
rable, that can let himſelf down ſo exceeding low, as to fit 
and dip his Pen in Gall, and vent a Pack of ground- 
Jeſs Calumnies to the World; that either carry their on 
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Confutation along with them, or may be eaſily diſprov'd, 
when any Body ſhall think it worth while, only to look 
how the Matters of Fa ſtand, after the moſt poſitive Aſ- 
ſertions about them, in Truth and Reality ? A Man, that 
ſhould behave at this wicked Rate, in common Life, and 
take ſuch Liberties upon ordinary Occaſions, would ha- 
zard to be call'd very hard Names, and make but a 
wretched Figure among his Neighbours. But 22 De- 
famati on, it ſeems, may be rightly calculated for an Hour, 
and levell'd only to ſerve a preſent Turn, without any Re- 
gard to Conſequences, and the Shame and Contempt that 
muſt, in a very little Time, recoil upon the Authors and 
Spreaders of the Calumny. 

IT were an eaſy Matter for any Man, but eaſier, per- 
haps, for me than any Body elſe, as being abundantly 
furniſh'd with Materials out of my own Hiſtory, to ſhew 
the Vanity and Falſhood of theſe ſeveral Miſrepreſenta- 
tions. But that is, in Effect, already done in the follow- 
ing Treatiſe. However, I hope it will not be foreſtalling 
the Market with my Reader; but ſerve rather to raiſe his 
Curioſity, and ſend him thither; if I here give him a ſhort 
Summary, by way of Sample, of ſuch Particulars in 
Point, as he will there meet with more at large, ſupported 
and made out by unexceptionable Vouchers, 


Abſtract of the latter Part of the Book. 


T HE Anceſtors of the Walpole Name and Family, at 
the Times of the Conqueſt, are found to have liv'd 
in very good Repute, at Walpole in Norfolk. About the 
Beginning of the 12th Century, remov'd to Houghton, the 
preſent Seat of the Family. The four firſt we hear of 
there ſucceſſively dignified with the Honour of Knight- 
hood. One of them elected Knight of the Shire for Nor- 
folk, in the Reign of Edward II. and return'd the Year 
following into the Exchequer, among the Knights, that, 
in thoſe early Days, were certify'd to bear antient Arme 
from their Anceſtors. His Son choſe Knight of the Shire 
for the ſame County, in the next Reign: In ſucceeding 
Times, others of this Family knighted for their ſignal 
Services to the Crown. One of them, the Mother's 
Side, honour'd with a double Knighthood, that of Banneret 
and of the Garter; whoſe Arms make Part of thoſe the 

Family 
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Family ſtill bears. Another created Knight of the Bath, 
at the Return of King Charles the Second; whoſe Badge of 
the Order, the preſent Sir Robert obtain'd his Majeſty's 
Leave to wear, when that Honour was conferr'd on him, 
without the Alteration that was made at the late Eſta- 
bliſhment of that Order. From the Times of the Reſto- 
ration, ſome or other of them always in Parliament, and 
always diſtinguiſhing themſelves there; fo that, as far as 
Honours of this kind can be call'd hereditary, the Noble 
and Right Honourable Sir Robert Walpole may be faid to 
have a Family Claim to them. And whenever I run 
over the Liſt of the many great Men this Family has pro- 
duc'd, I am almoſt tempted to look upon it as providen- 
tial to this Nation, that none of them, from the Congueſt 
to the preſent Reign, have had Ambition enough to ob- 
tain themſelves a Peerage, that ſhould deſcend with the 
Inheritance: By which we muſt neceſſarily have wanted a 

very conſiderable Part of thoſe truly Knights Services, this 

Sir Robert has done his King and Country, in many a 

pitch'd Batile in the Houſe of Commons, with ſuch un- 

daunted Proweſs and Sufficiency, as one can hardly for- 

bear fancying, peculiar to himſelf, 

As to the Eſtate in the Family, it cannot be expected I 
ſhould exhibit the Rent-roll, or the Particulars of it. But 
thus much I caa ſay, that it was antiently, and muſt have 
been at all Times, very conſiderable, to anſwer and kee 
up the Port and Figure this Family has maintain'd, for ſo 
many Generations, in the Diſcharge of the chief Civil and 
Military Employ ments of the County; and I find there are 
a great many Lands and Manors, in almoſt all the adjacent 
Towns, that ſtill belong to it. And though all Eſtates, 
eſpecially in numerous Families, as this has always been, 
muſt unavoidably be diſmember*'d, to make Proviſion and 
Fortunes for the younger Children, and be perpetually 
ebbing and flowing in ſubordinate and leſſer Streams; yet 
the main Channel and Bulk of the Inheritance, in all Suc- 
ceſſions of the Heirs at Houghton, has continued full and 
undiminiſh'd z and no Part of the Eſtate appears to have 
been alienated or mortgag'd, by any of them, for any 
conſiderable Value; but does appear to have been gene- 
rally ſo ſettled, at leaſt for this laſt Century, as to make 
ſuch Alienation or Security impoſſible, 

AnpD 
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AnD now, in the laſt Place, as to the perſonal Abilities 
in Queſtion 3 which * a Scribler of the firſt Magnitude (if 
the World be not mightily miſtaken) is pleas'd to ſay, 
WI BELIEVE TO BE EXTREAMLY GREAT; BUT WE 
BELIEVE IT IMPLICITLY, having had no CONSIDERABLE 
PRoors OF THEM; the beſt Anſwer might be, Creditis 
Quirites ? But I ſhall follow the Track I am in, and go 
on with my Abſtract; which ſheweth, 

THAT this Sir Robert Walpole was firſt choſe into the 
Houſe of Commons in the Year 1700, and has fate in all 
Parliaments ſince; was made of the Prince's Council in the 
Admiralty, in 1705; and ſince that Time has run ſuch a 
Raceof Glory, as never was known ; having gone through 
the whole Compaſs of publick Buſineſs in every Part of the 
Adminiſtration ; in the Far-Office, the Navy, and the 
Pay-Offices z, in the Treaſury and the Exchequer; in the 
Privy-Council and the Cabinet; and, to compleat the 
Round, was conſtituted, upon his Majeſty's going Abroad, 
ſole Secretary of State, and one of the Lords Juſtices of the 
Kingdom. 

AnpD will any one now have the Conſcience to hope we 
ſhould believe him; and let him paſs a round Aſſertion 
upon us, for a Proof, that this great Man owes his Cha- 
rater to nothing but his Long Purse, and the s1nGLE 
ExeEDIENT of diſtributing his Money, and, by Dint of 
that only, bribing Mankind into an Opinion of his Me- 
rit? *Tis, ſurely, a much more reaſonable Concluſion, 
that it muſt be impoſſible there ſhould be any Want of 
Abilities in a Perſon * has had the Superintendency in ſo 
many different Offices, and the chief Management in ſuch 
an infinite Variety of Buſineſs z and I add, without any 
one real Inſtance of Mal-adminiftration through the 
Whole: Though his Conduct has never wanted for moſt 
impartial Enquirers into every the moſt minute Circum- 
ſtance, and every collateral Branch of it. For cer- 
tainly it will not, at this Time of Day, be look'd 
upon as a Blot in his Eſcutcheon, or any ways thought a 
Diſcredit to him, that he was ſent to the Toter, in the 
famous Year 1711 ; when the fatal Meaſures then carry- 
ing on, which he could not be prevail'd upon to come 
into, made it as neceſſary for thoſe in Power, that were

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reſolv'd at all Adventures to puſh them thorough, to get 
rid of him at any rate, out of the Houſe, as it has ſince 
prov'd for his Majeſty's Service to have him continually in 
it, To ſuch Extremes were they driven, and fo hard put 
to it, to remove the Weight and Influence of the brave 
Stand he made, againſt what was then going on ; though 
they could not but know, that the true Reaſon of that ex- 
traordinary Step could no more be conceal'd from the 
World, than the Corruption aſſign'd for it could be made 
appear, though never ſo lamely, either within Doors or 
without; ſince it muſt be, it muſt ; right or wrong, 
Chriſtiani ad Leones. To return therefore, I ſay, it can- 
not but be impoſſible ſach a Perſon's Abilities ſhould not 
be, without the Sneer, EXTREAMLY GREAT ; or that 
there can be ſuchOccaſion for an 1MÞL1c1T Faith to be- 
lieve, the World has had, not only conſiderable Proofs, 
bur infallible Demonſtrations of them, And I am verily 
perſuaded, this moſt ingenious Writer is the firſt that ever 
did, and the laſt that ever will, diſcover his own Weak- 
neſs, by making a Queſtion of either one or the other. 
His Maze/ty, at leaſt, has been graciouſly pleas'd to ma- 
nifeſt his Royal Approbation in both Reſpects; by con- 
ferring on him, as a Reward for his Services, not only the 
moſt Honourable Order of the Bath, but alſo the moſt 
Noble Order of the Garter. 

Anp I can't but think it worth obſerving, that as the 
former of theſe Orders happen'd to be extinct at the Death 
of Sir Edward Walpole, and that Set of Knights, which 
were created at the ſame Time with him; ſo it had its 
Revival, with greater Magnificence, and many additional 
Privileges, at the Inſtalment of his Grandſon. 

But ſome abler Hi- 
ſtorian will, no doubt, ſooner or later, oblige the World, 
by informing us particularly, with what univerſal and juſt 
Applauſe this conſummate Stateſman has acquitted himſelf, 

in all and every of theſe high Poſts and Employments. 
War a maſterly Command he has ſhewn, of fine and 
noble Sentiment, in opening, conducting, or clofing the 
moſt important Debates in Parliament: What a ſurpri- 
Zing and unpremeditated Turn of Thought in his Re- 
plies ! With what a natural and eaſy Flow of the moſt 
pertinent and expreſſive Language, together with a win- 
ning Addreſs and ſweet Delivery, he never fails of enga- 
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ing the Attention of the Houſe : What an inimitable 
Perfoicoiry (the Characteriſtick of this great Orator) in 
clearing up the moſt abſtruſe and difficult Points to. the 
Apprehenſion and Capacity of his Hearers, ſhines out, 
and diſplays itſelf through all his Speeches in the Senate. 
Tux Superiority of his Genius, above what can be 
imagined, in the Regulation of the Treaſury and Finan- 
ces; his incredible Adroitneſs in all Sorts of political Cal- 
culation, through the whole Extent of the Revenue; the 
Certainty and Clearneſs of his Notions, about the Natare 
and Delicacy of publick Credit; and his ſingular Saga- 
city in contriving the Methods of ſettling it, maugre the 
infamous Oppoſition and Counter-Schemes of both little 
and great Dealers in the Alley, upon the Foot of its pre- 


ſent Stability, 


His Aſſiduity and Application, Readineſs and Diſ- 
patch, Uncorruptneſs and Integrity, in every other parti- 


- cular. Charge and Office under his Direction; and, in a 
Word, that general Fund of Knowledge and rience 


he has collected and treafur'd up, out of them all toge- 
ther : Theſe are ſome of the peculiar Excellencies, that 
will appear, in the Hand of ſuch an Hiſtorian, to have 
united their reſpective Influences towards perfecting the 
Character of this truly INxcouPARABLE PxRSOx. hat 
the preſent Age need not to be told, and future Ages will 
hardly be made believe; it being very poſſible, that what 
is now univerſally acknowledg*d to be but Juſtice, and 
really his Due, will then rather be judg'd to have been 
Fla ttery, and thought impoſſible. 

Isar univerſally acknowledg'd, as making little or 
no Account of the Few, who, either out of perſonal Pique

This Sir George Nevill, Lord Bergavenny, being with his Fa-

His Son Greville, born 26 Je 1648, was made a Knight of 
the Bath, at the Coronation of King Charles the Second, and ha- 
ving married Diana, Daughter to William Ruſſel, Earl of Bedford, 
died * at Landon on the 23d of Juhy, 1668, leaving Iſſue William, 
his only Child, who dying in France unmarried, 23 Aug. 1683, 
this Branch of the Family became extinct. 

I ſhall therefore return to Richard Verney, of Belton, in the 
County of Rutland, before-mentioned. Of which Richard, Sir 
Willam Dugadale gives this Character, when he was not 30 
Years of Age. :, That he was a Perſon happily pe with a moſt 
ingenious Inclination, from whom he receiurd muc 
Hing the Map of the Hundred of Kineton in Warwickſhire, as alſo 
in Delineation of ber Monuments for adorning that Work. And 
James Wright, Eſq; in his Antiquities of the County of Rut- 
land, p. 22, in treating of Belton, ſays, It was the Seat of Ri- 
chard Verney, Eſq; a true Lover of Antiquities, and a worthy 
Mzcenas. In 1682, he was Sheriff of the County of Rutland, 
and the next Year, ſucceeding his Nephew William Verney, Eſq; 
in his Eſtate in J/arwickſire, was, in the firſt Year of King 
James the Second, return'd one of the Knights for that County, 
to the Parliament then call'd. And was knighted on the 1ft of 
April 1685, on his preſenting an Addreſs to his Majeſty from the 
ſaid County. He was alſo choſe one of the Knights for Mar- 
wickſhire in the firſt Parliament call'd by King William and 
Queen Mary; and being a Deſcendant, through the Heireſs of 
Greville, from Ralert Willoughly Baron of Brook, as before is 
mention'd, he laid Claim to that Title, which was allow'd him 
in Parliament 13 Feb. 1695, the 8th of William III, and ac- 
cordingly on the 25th of that Month, having had Summons to 
the Houſe of Peers, took Place as the ancient Barons of Brook. 
He liv'd to a very great Age, being born on the 28th of January

The ſaid Sir John Willoughby ſerved under King Edward the 
Third in his Wars with France, from the 29th Year of his Reign 
to the 43d, and was in the famous Battle of Poitiers, where the 
King of France was taken Priſoner. And having been ſummon'd 
to Parliament from 24 Edward III. departed this Life * in 
Edward III. being then ſeized of the Manor of Eresby with its 
Members, viz. Spillesby, Grebby, Ingoldmells, Flzxburgh, Fonelby, Frisk- 
ney, Biſbopthorp, Askeby, Kirkeby ſuper Bayne, Taterſall and Thorpe ; 
all which he held of the Biſhop of Durham, by the Service of one 
Knight's Fee, and of being Bailiff to the Biſhop for the Time be- 
int, for all his Lands in the County of Linccln of his Fee, wiz. to 
hold his Court, &c. alſo, by the Service of being Steward to him 
and his Succeſſors, and to carry the Meſſes of Meat to the Table 
on the Day of their Conſecration; as alſo at Chriſimas and Whit- 
funtide ; or his eldeſt Son, if he was a Knight, or ſome other fit- 
ting Knight thereunto deputed by Letters Patent. He likewiſe 
died ſeized of the Manors of Willoughby, Oreby, Scrivelby, Stik- 
ford, and 37 other Manors, all in the County of Lincoln, leaving 


(by Cecilie his Wife) Robert his Son and Heir, then 23 Years of 
e. T | 
Which Cecilie“ was Daughter of Robert Lord, Earl of Suffolk, 


and of Margaret his Wife, ſole Daughter and Heir of Sir Fob 
Norwich, Kt. and by the Death of I illiam Ufford, Earl of Suf- 
a her Brother, ſhe was one of his Coheirs, and brought to this 

amily the Lordſhip of Barbican in London, and the Lordſhips of 
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Uperd, Parham, and Orford, &c. in Suffalk ; being alſo Heir to 
the Families of Norwich, Valens, Glanvil, and Blond, 

The ſaid Robert, her Son and Heir, being retain'd by Indenture 
in 47 Edward III. to ſerve with 30 Men at Arms, and 30 Ar- 
chers, arrived ? with the Duke of Lancaſter at Calais, and was in 
that Expedition i then made into Flanders. In the 5th of Richard 
II. on the Death of William de Ufford, Earl of Suffolk, he was 
found to be one of his Coheirs; and, in the gth of Richard II, 
accompanied John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter, into Spam, for 
the Recovery of Caſtile, being, the Year following *, retain'd to 
ferve the King in Defence of the Realm. He had Summons to 
Parliament, from the 40th of Edward III. to the 19th of Richard 
II. incluſive, and died “ on the gth of Augu/t the Year following, 
leaving Iſſue by Alice his Wife, Daughter of Sir Walter Skipwith, 
Kt. William his Son and Heir, Robert, Themas (Anceſtor to the 
Lord I/uloghby of Brock) Fohn, and Bryan; and a Daughter, 
Catharine, Wite of Wilkam Lord Alley. 

Which 7/illiam was J one of thoſe Peers in the Parliament of 
the 22d of Richard II. when that King made a formal Reſigna- 
tion of his Dignity. In the 2d of Henry IV. he was retained * 
to attend the King in his Expedition then made into Scotland : 
And had Summons* to Parliament from the 20th of Richard II. 
to the 13th of Henry IV. and died that Year, leaving Iſſue, by 
his firſt Wife, Lucy *, Daughter to Roger, Lord Strange of Mus- 
in, Robert his Son and Heir; alſo another Son, Thomas, An- 
ceſtor to the Lord M illaungliy of Parham, of whom hereafter, be- 
ing firſt to treat of Robert; 

Which Robert, in the 12th of Henry IV. obtain'd © from that 
King a Confirmation of King Henry the Second's Charter, made 
to Hugh, the Son of Pinchon (his Anceſtor) ſome Time Steward 
to the Biſhop of Durham, of all thoſe Lands which the ſaid 
Pinchon held of him, vis, Eresby, with its Members. And, being 
of an active and heroick Spirit, was one of the greateſt Worthies 
of the Age. In 3 Henry V. he attended that warlike Prince 
when he © took Hareflew ; and became victorious in that memo- 
table Battle of re The Year following he was * retained 
again for thoſe Wars ; and in the Interim, upon the Death of 
Jalel, Widow of William de Ufford, Earl of Suffolk, had Li 
c of the Caſtle and Town of Orford, with the r of Aral 
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and a conſiderable Portion of other Lands. In 5 Henry V. he* 
was in another Expedition made into France, and was one of the 
chief Commanders * at the Siege of Caen in Normandy, obtaining, 
in Conſideration of his ſignal Services, a Grant of 3c01. per An- 
num. In 6 Henry V. he continued ſtill in thoſe Wars, and ' was 
at the Siege of Roan. 80 likewiſe in * 7 Hemy V. Ing Henry V. 
he ® obtain'd Leave to travel. And in 1 Henry VI. was again, by 
Indenture, retain'd to ſerve the King in his Wars of France; and, 
with Thomas de Poinings, employ'd ? to conduct a Supply of Forces 
to Jobn Duke of Bedford, the King's Uncle, then Regent of 
France, whom the next Year he accompanied d at the Taking of 
Yorie ; and in the great Battle of Vernoil, where the Englih ob- 
tain'd a ſignal Victory. In 3 Henry VI. he was ſent with Sir 
Fobn Fal/taffe, to prevent the Surprize of Alenſon by the French 3 
and defeated the Party under Charles de Villers, ſent to that Pur- 
poſe. Soon after which, he was, with the Earls of Salisbury and 
Warwick, at the Siege of Maumt in Campaigne, which was then 
taken, with other Towns and Caftles, to the Number of 36. In 
7 Henry, VI. he accompanied the great Cardinal Beaufort in his 
Journey to Bohemia. And in the 10th of Henry VI. beſieg d 
and took the Caſtle of St. Szlerine ; at what Time it appears , 
that Fohn, Duke of Bedford, gave him the Titles of Earl of Van» 
doſme and Beaumont, Lord Willoughby of Monblay and Beaumeſguil. 
he next Year, he was * ſent to recover St. Valeries, which, after 
a ſhort Siege, was ſurrender'd ; and about the ſame Time gave 
Battle to the French in Burgundy, where being victorious, he“ 
took Loviers in his Return. And, on the Inſurrection of the 
Normans, march'd with the Earl of Arundel, and vanquiſh'd 
them, having then the Command of 6000 Archers and 1309 
Horſe In 12 Henry VI. on the Death of Juan, Dutcheſs of 
Hark, Widow of Sir Henry Bromeflete, being then in the Wars 
of France, he had Livery of the Lands ſhe held in Dower from 
William, Lord Willoughby, his Father, whoſe ſecond Wife ſhe 
had been. And the next Year, augmenting his Retinue, te 
join'd © with the Lords Talbet and Scales, in taking the Towns of 
St. Dennis and Pontoiſe. After the Death of the Duke of Bedford, 
the Dukes of Somerſet and York, being made Generals of the Eu- 
5 Army, and the French recovering Strength *, he was ſent to 
aris for the Defence of that City (by the Aſſiſtance of the 
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Duke of Burgundy, then beſieged) and, wanting Supplies, was 
obliged to ſurrender it, after it had been 15 Years in the Hands of 
the Engliſh, and thence marched to Roan, In 20 Hen. VI. he 
gave Battle © to the French near Amiens, and, being victorious, re- 
turn'd with great Booty to Roan; in which Year he was * made 
Maſter of the King's Hart-Hounds, and s ſent by Richard, Duke 
of Lori, then Regent of France, into Anjou, where he made great 
Spoil. This Robert, Lord Willoughty, whoſe Name · is recorded 
amongſt the greateſt Soldiers of that Time, took to Wife * 
Maud, Couſin and Coheir to Ralph Lord Cromwell ; and, having 
been ſummon'd to Parliament, from 12 Henry IV. to 29 Henry 
VI. * died the Year following, leaving Iſſue by her an only 
Daughter and Heir, Joan, Wife of Sir Richard Wells, Kt. 

The principal Branch of this Noble Family being thus extinct 
in the male Line, I now return to Sir Thomas Willoughby of Parham, 
Kt. 2d Son of , illiam, Lord Iiloughty of Eresby, by Lucy, Daugh- 
ter of Roger, Lord Strange of Knocking, in Com. Salop, as I have 
already obſervd. Which Sir Thomas was with King Henry V. at 
the Battle of Agincourt', and left Iſſue, by Jean his Wiſe, 
Daughter and Heir to Sir Richard Fitz- Alan, Kt. (Son of Fohn 
Fitz- Alan, Lord Maltravers, ſecond Son of Richard Fitz- Alan, 
third Earl of Arundel) Sir Robert Willaughly, Kt. who ® died 30 
Maii, 5 Eduard IV. leaving by Cecilia his Wife, Daughter of Leo, 
Lord Nells and eldeſt Siſter and Coheir of Richard Lord Wells, 
two Sons, Sir Robert Willoughly, and Sir Chriſtopher Willoughby. - 

Sir Robert enjoyed the Inheritance but a ſhort Time, dying in 
N within Age, leaving Chriftopher his Brother and 

eir 14 Years old. 

Which Chriſtopher, in 14 Edward IV. making Proof of his 
Age, had Livery ® of his Lands; and was ? made one of the 
Knights of the Bath, at the Coronation of King Richard III. By 
his Laſt Will 4, bearing Date 1 Nov. 1498, 14 Henry VII. (the 
Probate whereof is on 13 Julii following) he order'd his Body to 
be buried in the Church of the Nuns, at Gampſey in Com. 4 
before the high Altar, where his Father lay interred; bequeathing 
to the Prioreſs there 20 l. alſo 10 Marks for making another 
Tomb for Robert, late Lord J/illoughby (his Uncle) at Metyng- 
bam; and to William Willoughby, his eldeſt Son, or to him who, 
after his Death, ſhould be his Heir, half his Plate and Jewels, 
He married * Margery, Daughter of Sir H/illiam Fennens, of 
Knothhal! in Com. Suff by whom he left Iſſue five Sons, il. 
liam before-mention'd, Chriftopher (Father of ¶ aliam, who was 
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created Lord Willmghly of Parham) Fohn, George, and Thomas 
(Anceſtor to the preſent Lord Middleton.) Alfo three Daughters, 
Derothy, Wife of Jom Nevile, Lord Latymer ; Catherine, Wife of 
Sir Fohn Heydon, of Baconſthorp in Com.

William, the eldeſt Son, had the Title of Lord J/illoughty, in 
14 Henry VII. on the Failure of Iſſue Male of Jam Lord 
Wells*, and became poſſeſs'd of the Manors of Grimsby and 
2 together with the greateſt Part of the Eſtate of the 
ſaid Lord Welli, who had conſiderable Poſſeſſions, anciently be- 
longing to the Family of J/illoughty, by the Marriage of Jenn, 
Daughter and Heir of Robert, Lord J/illoughby, with Sir Richard 
Wells, Kt. as before-mention'd. 

The ſaid William, Lord Millauglly, was made one of the 
Enights of the Bath, at the Coronation of King Henry VIIL 
and in 3 Henry VIII. a War being then defign'd with France, 
on the Behalf of Ferdinand, King of Arragon ", accompanied Tho- 
mas Grey, Marquis of Dorſet, ral of the Exgliſß Army, in 
order to invade Guyen, Alſo, in 5 Henry VIII. being with the 
King at the Siege of Teurnay, he was one “appointed, on the 
Surrender thereof, to take Poſſeſſion of it, having been join'd 
* with Charles Brandon, Viſcount Life, in Defence of the 
Ordinance. He ? departed this Life in 17 Henry VII, and was 
buried at Metingham in Suffolk, leaving Iſſue bv the Lady Mary 
Salines, his Wife, (a Spamard, who had been Mid of Honour to 
Queen Catharine, firſt Wife of King Henry VIII.) one fole 
Daughter his Heir, nam'd Catharine, whoſe Wardſhip * in 20 
Henry VIII. Charles Brandon, then Duke of Suffolk, obtain'd. 
Which Catharine, making Proof of her Age, in 26 Henry VIII. 
had Livery * of the Lands of her Inheritance, and afterwards be- 
came the 4th Wife of that great Duke, whom ſhe ſurviv'd, and 
was ſecondly married to Richard Bertie, Eſq; Anceſtor to the 
preſent Duke of Ancafter, as I have already ſhewn, 

I am now, therefore, to treat of Chri/topher, next Brother to 
the faid Milliam, Lord Willoughby. 

Which Chriftopher was © knighted in 5 Henry VIII. for his Va- 
Jour at the Sieges of Teroven and Tournay 3 and by * Elizabeth his 
Wife, Siſter and Heir of Gilbert, Lord Talbeis, of Kime in Com, 
Line, had Iſſue William his Son and Heir, and three Daugh- 
ters z Dorothy, Wife of Ralph of the County of Somer- 
ſet, Eſq; Elizabeth, married to Sir Jabn Breuſe of Wenham in 
Suffolk; and Anne, wedded to Robert Hail, of Gratford in Com, 
Leiceft.

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His only Son J/illiam Willoughty, was knighted by King Henry 
VIII. who further deſigned him the Honour of a Baron of this 
Realm; but, that Monarch dying before his Creation, he was ad- 
vanced to the Title of Lord Willughby of Parham, againſt the 
Coronation of King Edward VI. viz. 20 Feb. 1 Edward VI. And 
having diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the Wars in the Reign of King 
Henry VIII. he was in 4 Edward VI. made! Lieutenant of Calais, 
and the Marches adjacent, where he reſided during the Remainder 
of that Reign ; and on a Feud between him and Sir Andrew Dud- 
ley, Captain of Guiſnes, Son of the Duke of Northumberland, Sir 
Andrew was ſent for in the laſt Year of that King, to prevent any 
Miſchief that might enſue. 

In the Reign of Queen Mary, he was removed from the Go-

The faid 
Roger North died, Ann. 1509, 1 Henry VIII. and was ſucceeded 
by Edward his only Son and Heir, 

Which Edward North was born about the Year 1496, 
(12 Henry VII.) and was trained up in the Study of the Laws, 
in which he made fo fair a Progreſs, that he came to be of 
Council for the City of London. 

In 22 Henry VIII. he 4, with Sir Brian Tuke, Kt. were con- 
ſtituted Clerks of the Parliament, an Office of much more Re- 
ſpe than now it is, being afterwards enjoyed by Sir Milliam Pa- 
get, then Secretary of State, and ſo it came to Sir Jahn Ma 
and others. About the fame Time he married his firſt Wife, 
who, having had two Husbands, brought him ſuch an Increaſe, 
— not long after, he purchaſed his Manor of Kirtlmg. In 1536, 

Henry VIII. * he became one of the King's Serjeants at Law, 

1 5 filed by the King in a Grant then made to him. And 

king 6 — of his Office of Clerk of the Parliament, in 32 
Henry VIII. was made Treaſurer * of the Court of Augmentations, 
an Office newly erected on the Diſſolution of Monaſteries. In 
33 Henry VIII. he was a 2 and elected one of the Re- 
preſentatives for the County of Cambridge ; and in 36 Henry VIII. 
was Chancellor of the of Augmentations, jointly | with 
Sir Richard Rich, and, within a few Months following, ſole Chan- 
cellor of that Court, by Reſignation of the ſaid Sir Richard Rich. 
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Which Office he enjoyed alone above four Years, and might have 


made a greater Addition to his Fortune than what he left, had he 
not been a Perſon of very great Integrity. In 37 Henry VIII. he 
was in Commiſſion * with the Biſhop of H:/min/ter, the Biſhop of 
Wircefter, and the Biſhop of Chichefter, to ſee that the Dean 
and Chapter of the ſeveral Cathedral Churches of Canterbury, Ro- 
cheſter, N aſtminſter, Wincheſter, Sc. then lately founded and erect- 
ed, diſtribute, annually each, a certain Sum of Money in Alms 
among poor Houſholders, and for the Repair of the Highways, 
| Which by their ſeveral Statutes and Ordinances they were obliged 
to perform, He was now made a Privy-Counſellor, and had 
frequent Grants of Land from the King, as a Teſtimony of his 
Favour, and of the good Services done him. But, as it was uſual 
in this King to throw down thoſe he had raiſed, he was watchful 


not to offend him. However, one Morning there came a Meſ- 


ſenger from the King to him, to command his immediate Repair 
to Court. He then reſided at the Charter-houſe, and one of his 
Servants, an Attendant in his Bed-chamber, when the Meſſage 
was delivered, obſerved his Maſter to tremble at it; but he made 
the utmoſt Haſte to wait on the King, and took with him his ſaid 
Servant, He found the King walking, and, on his Admittance, 
he continued doing fo with great Earneſtneſs, looking at him with 
an angry Eye, which was received with a very till and ſober 
Carriage. At laſt the King broke out in theſe Words: Me are 
mformed you have cheated us of certam Lands in Middleſex, And 
receiving no other than a plain and humble Negation; the King, 
after ſome little Pauſe, replied, How was it then, did we give 
thoſe Lands to you ? Whereunto Sir Edward anſwered, Ie, Sir, 
your Majefly was pleaſed ſo to de. The King on this, after a 
ſmall Pauſe, put on a milder Countenance, and, calling him to a 
Cupboard, conferred privately with him a long Time, whereby 
his faid Servant (as Dudley, the 2d Lord North, was informed) ſaw 
the King could not ſpare his Maſter's Service as yet ; but whe- 
ther the Cauſe lay in the King's Occaſions, or in his humble Beha- 
viour and Anſwers, muſt be left to the Judicious to determine, 
Ever after this he was in high Eſteem with King Zenry the VIIlth, 
and among divers of the Nobility and others whom he moſt truſt- 
ed (being upon his Death-bed) he * was conſtituted one of his 
Executors, as alſo appointed to be of Council to his Son and Suc- 
— King Edward the VIth, and had a Legacy in his Will of 
00 1. 

On King Edward's Acceſſion to the Crown, he was again 
elected one of the Knights of the Shire for the County of Cam- 
bridge, in the Parliament then called, in which an Act being paſ- 
ſed for the Alteration of Religion, and a Communion- Book print- 
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ed in Engliſh, he was one of the Privy-Council who ſigned the 
Letters miſſive, dated 13 March, to be * ſent to the ſeveral Bi- 
ſhops in England for the Uſe of it, to commence at Eafter fol- 
lowing. He continued of the Privy-Council all King Edward's 
Reign, and was ? choſen again Knight of the Shire for Cambridge, 
in the ſecond and laſt Parliament called by that King, being ſpe- 
cially * recommended by his Letters to the Sheriff of that Coun- 

. When by the Duke of Northumberlazd's Practices the Lady 

ane Grey was proclaimed Queen, he was one of the Council 
who ſigned that Letter ſent to the Lady Mary, after Queen, 
wherein they acknowledge the Lady Jane to be their lawful So- 
vereign. But this was no Hindrance to Queen Mary's Favour, 
having otherwiſe manifeſted himſelf a faithful Subject, fo that, on 
her Acceſſion , he was of her Privy-Council, and in the iſt 
Year of her Reign, in Conſideration of his great Merits and A- 
bilities, he was advanced to the Dignity of a Baron of this Realm 
by * Summons to Parliament, and took his Place in the Houſe of 
Peers on the 7th of April. The Year following, he * waited on 
the Prince of Spain on his Landing at Southampton, and accompa- 
nied him to Winchefter, where, on the 25th of June, his Mar- 
riage with the Queen was compleated. 

After which, in 1 Elizabeth, 18 Dec. he was ® conſtituted one 
of the Lords Commiſſioners to conſider and allow of the Chims 
which thoſe ſhould make, who were to perform any Service by 
Tenure, on the Day of that Queen's Coronation ; and + was con- 
ſtituted Lord Lieutenant of Cambridgoſbire, and the Iſle of EH; 
which was confirmed to him by another Patent in the 2d Year of 
her Reign. And by his“ Teſtament, bearing Date 20 Mar, 6 
Elizabeth, bequeathing his Body to be buried at K:riling (now 
called Carthlage) in Com. Cantab. gave to his Son and Heir Sir 
Roger North, Knight, his Parliament Robes, beſeeching God to 
bleſs him, and give him his Grace truly and faithfully to ſerve the 
Queen, and this Realm, and to beware of Pride and prodighl 
Expences. He was f ſo fearful of both his Sons Unthriftineſs, 
that he entailed his Eſtate, to prevent Alienations, as ſtrongly 
as the Law of thoſe Times would bear, with a Remainder to his 
Kindred of Walter ingham. | 

He married to his firſt Wife * Alice, Daughter to Oliver Squire, 
of Southby near Portſmouth in Com. Sauthamp. Widow of Edward 

„of Londen, Son to an Alderman of that City, and alſo 
the Relic of Brigadine, of Southampton, with whom he 
had a conſiderable Fortune, and died, leaving Iſſue by him two 
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Daughters and two Sons, Sir Roger North, Kt. and Sir Tho. North, 
Kt. who married firſt Elizabeth, Daughter to — Colvill; and, ſhe 
dying without Iſſue, he married, ay; the Widow of — Bridg- 
water, Doctor of the Civil Law, whom he had Iſſue Ed- 
ward North, who married Elizabeth, Daughter of Thomas Wren, 
of Hadnam, in the Iſle of Ely, His Lordſhip's two Daughters 
were Chriſtian, married to William, Earl of Warcefter, and Ma- 
ry, to Henry, Lord Scrap of Bolton. He had to his ſeeond Wife 
Margaret, Daughter to Richard Butler, of Londen, Widow of Sir 
David Broke, Kt. Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer, who 
furvived him, and had Sepulture in the Chancel of St. Lawrence 
Fewry, Lenden, where on her Tomb is this Epitaph.

The faid Edward, Lord North *, departing this Life, at his 
Houſe called the Charter-houſe, in the Suburbs of Londen, on 
the laſt of Dec. Anno 1564 (/ Eliz, ) was buried in a Vault under 
the Chancel at Carthlage, on the South Side, which he had cauſed 
to be made for that Purpoſe, where is this Memorial on a Monu- 
ment of black Marble.

« what inclined to Corpulency, and of a reddiſh Hair, As to his 
Character, it can only appear from what has been ſaid of him; 
and his Letters ſhew he rather affected. the Delivery of a full 
„and clear Senſe, than any Curioſity of Stile or Expreſſion, 
„The Bravery of his Mind may beft be judged of, by his De- 
„light to live in an Equipage rather above than under his Con- 
« dition and Degree; and by his Magnificence in Buildings, 
& which were very noble for Materials and Workmanſhip, as 
c may appear by the two Houſes he ſet up at Kirtling and Chur- 
„ ter-houſe, His Piety, Charity, and Love of Learning, is evi- 
« dent from his beſtowing the Parſonage of Burwell on the U- 
« niverſity of Cambridge; as alſo the Vicaridge of Burwell, And 
to Peter-bouſe, the ancienteſt College of that Univerſity, as a 
« Token of his Gratitude for what he gathered there in the Wa 
of Learning, the Parſonage of Ellington : He provided Cha 
“ in ſuch Houſes he built, which ſhews a Deſire in him of an 
« Aſſiduity in the Service of God by himſelf and Family; which 
Care of providing peculiar Places for Divine Service, within 
« Families, was too much neglected in the following Age, as 
may be witneſſed by many great and ſtately Houſes then built. 
« He alſo built a Chapel for the Interment of his Poſterity, ad- 
joining to the South Part of the Chancel in Xirtling Church; 
for tho' the main Superſtition was expired, yet Burials in thoſe 
« — were attended with the Performance of much religious 
« Duty.” | 

Which Roger, Lord North, ſucceeding him in his Honour, had 
Summons * to Parliament in 8 Elizabeth, and took his Place there 
accordingly. He had been elected, in 2 and 3 Phil. and Mary, 
one of the Knights of the Shire for the County of Cambridge 
and having, on Queen Elizabeth's Acceſſion to the Throne, re- 
ceived the Honour of Knighthood, was again * elected one of the 
Knights for that County in her firſt Parliament; as alſo in her 
ſecond Parliament, which met at /z&minfler in the 5th Year of 
her Reign. In 9 Elizabeth, he © accompanied the Earl of Suſſex 
with the Order of the Garter, to Maximilian the Emperor, then 
at Vienna. And, in 15 Elizabeth *, was one of the Peers who then 
fate on the Trial of Thomas, Duke of Norfolk. In 21 Elizabeth, 
the Queen being on her Progreſs, honoured him with a Viſit at 
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his Seat in Cambridgeſhire, where ſhe was entertained (as Hollin/hed 
relates ©) not in the leaſt behind any of the beſt, for a frank 
Houſe, a noble Heart, and a well-ordered Entertainment. In 
28 Elizabeth, having accompanied the Earl of Leicefler, General 
of the Forces ſent to the Aſſiſtance of the States, he * was for his 
Valour made a Knight Banneret, and gained great Reputation in 
the Wars in the Netherlands And having been Ambaſſador Ex- 
traordinary from Queen Elizabeth, to Charles the IXth, King of 
France, he was ſworn of the Privy-Council to the „and 
i conſtituted Treaſurer of the Houſhold in 39 Eliaabeth, on the 
Death of Sir Francis Knolles, Knight of the Garter, His Laſt 
Will bears Date on 20 Octaber, in 40 Elizabeth, wherein he 
bequeathed his Body to Sepulture in the Church of Kirtling, 
| where he was buried on the 22d of December following, and 2 
Monument erected to his Memory with this Inſcription,

Hertf. by whom he had Iſſue four Sons, Dudley, 
who ſucceeded him, L and Robert who died in his Liſe- 
time, and John; alſo two Daughters, Dorothy, married to Rich- 
ard, Lord Dacres of the South, and Elizabeth, who died unmar- 
ried.

Charles, his Son and Heir, 
Sir Francis North, Kt. Lord Guilford, 2d Son, Anceſtor to the 
preſent Lord Nerth and Guilford; 3 Sir Dudley Nerth, who died 
314 December, 1691, having married Anne, Daughter of Sir Robert 
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Cann, of the City of Briftol, Bart. and Widow of Sir Robert 
Gunning, of Cald- Aſhton near the ſaid City, by whom he left 
Tue two Sons, Dudley North, of Glemham, in Com. Suff. Eſq;

The 5th Son was Montague, and the 6th Ro- 
ger, now living, who married Daughter of Sir Robert 
Geers, of Stoke, near Windſor, by whom he had Iſſue two Sons 
and five Daughters.

His two Sons were, William, late Lord North and Grey, born 
12 December 1673, and Charles, who died in Flanders, during 
the _ of Lifle, unmarried, His Daughters likewiſe died un-

Which William, late Lord North and Grey, in the Reign of 
Queen Arme, was Lord Lieutenant of the County of Cambridge, 
Governor of Portſmouth, Lieutenant-General ot her Majeſty's 
Forces, and one of her Privy-Council, He ſerv'd under the Duke of 
Marlborough, thro' the whole Courſe of the laſt War, and, at 
the Battle of Huchſlet, had his Right Hand ſhot off. His Lord- 
ſhip married Mary- Margaretta, Daughter of Monſ. Ellneet, Re- 
ceiver- General to the States of Holland, and the other Provinces, 
but had no Iſſue by ber; and, departing this Life at Madrid, 31 
OZ. 17 3H the Title of Lord Grey of Rolle/ton became extinct 5 
and the Title of Lord North devoly'd on Francis, Lord Guilford, 
Son and Heir of Francis, Lord Guilford, Son and Heir of Francs,

Which laſt Francis was created Lord Guilford, An. 1683. Ap- 
plying himſelf to the Study of the Laws in the Middle Temple, he, 
became ſo eminent for his great Learning and Knowledge there- 
in, that King Charles the Second conferr'd the Honour of Knight» 
hood on him *, the 23d of May, 1671, and, on the ſame Day, he 
was ſworn into the Office of Sollicitor-General to his Maj, 
In 1673, he was conſtituted Attorney-Czeneral, ſucceeding Sir 
Heneage Finch, on his being made Lord Keeper. In 1674, at 
the Beginning of Hilany- Term, his Majeity, in Conſideration 
of his faithful Services, appointed him to ſucceed Sir a 
22 late Lord Chief - Juſtice of the Long o Common» a 

eupon he rd in the High Court of Chancery ; and being 
3 performing all Fibmalities, belonging to that De- 
tree, the Lord Keeper of the Great Seal came into the Court of Cam- 
men-Pleas, and declar'd the King's Pleaſure to him, in an eloquent 
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Speech. Upon which, Sir Francis North, landing in the Middle of 


Bar of the ſaid Court, made his Acknowledgements of the King's 
great 2 — return d his humble Thanks to his 745 ; and — 
immediately conducted from thence, lettdam the two ancienteſt Ser- 
Jeants, into the ſaid Court, where the Lord Keeper delivered unto him 
his Patent of the ſaid Office : And 
Allegiance and 2 and the Oath of Chief. Fuſtice of that 
Court, the Lord Keeper put on his ſquare Cap, and he took his Seat 
of Chief- Fuſtice, and afterwards entertained the Lord Keeper, and 
divers of the Nobility, and all the Fudges and Serjeants, at Dinner, 
at Serjeants-Inn in Chancery-Lane. 

In the Year 1679, when his Majeſty diſſolv'd his Privy-Coun- 
cil, declaring he would lay afide the Uſe he had hitherto made of 
1 ſingle Miniſtry, and his Reſolution to chuſe a new Privy-Coun- 
cil, whoſe known Abilities, Intereſt, and Efteem in the Nation 
ſhould render them without all Suſpicion, of either miſtaking, or be- 
traying the true Intereſt of the Kingdam, the Lord Chief- Juſtice 
North * was in that Right Honourable Liſt. 

On the Death of the Earl of Nottingham, his Majeſty v, 


on Dec. 20th, 1682, committed the Cuſtody of the Great 


Seal to him, with the Title of Lord Keeper of the Great Seal 
of England; and, two Days after, his Lordſhip was ſworn at 
the Council-Board, and took his Place as Lord Keeper, Like- 
wiſe on Sept. 26th, 1683, his Majeſty *, as a Mark of the 
gracious Eſteem he had for the great and faithful Services, which 
the — * Honourable Sir Francis North, Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal of England, had render'd the Crown, created him a 
Baron of this Kingdom, by the Name and Stile of Lord Gui/- 
ford, Baron of Guilford in the County of Surry. 

On the Acceſſion of King James to the Throne, his Lordſhip 
was continued Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, and, on his Coro-

His Lordſhip had Iſſue, by her, three Sons, Francis, his Suc- 
ceſſor; Charles, who ſerved in ſeveral Parliaments for Banbury, 
and died unmarried ; and Pope, who died an Infant: Alſo two 
a Hitt, of the Coronation, p. 8. 
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Daughters, Arne, who died unmarried, and Frances, who died 
an Infant, 

His eldeſt Son, Francis Lord Guilford, born on the 14th of 
December, 1673, had Mis Education in Trmity-College in Oxford, 
and, being about to leave the Univerſity, was created Maiter of 
Arts, on the 11th of December, 1690. On 25 Feb. 1694-5, his 
Lordſhip married Elizabeth, third Daughter of Full Grevil, Lord 
Brook, Who died in Child-bed, in November, 1699, leaving no 


ue. 

His Lordſhip had, for his ſecond Lady, Alice, ſecond Daugh- 
ter and Coheir of Sir Jahn Brownlow, of Belton in the County 
of Lincoln, Bart. by whom he had Iſſue three Sons, Francis, the 
preſent Lord 6.45 Brownlow, and Peregrine, who died 
Infants ; as alſo a Daughter Alice, who died unmarried, 

In the firſt Year of Queen Anne, his Lordſhip was conſti- 
tuted Lord- Lieutenant of the County of Ei and Town of 
Celchefter, and Cuftos Rotulorum thereof, and, on the 7th of Juby, 
17125, one of the Lords Commiſſioners for Trade and the Plan- 
tations. Alſo, in Fuly, 1714 *, was conſtituted Firſt Lord Com- 
miſſioner for Trade and the Plantations, and was one of her Ma- 
jeſty's moſt Honourable Privy-Council ; and, departing this Life 
on the 17th of Octaber, 1729, was buried at I Faxton, to whom 
ſucceeded his eldeſt Son, Fruncis, now Lord North and Guilford, 
born the 13th of April, 1704, who was choſen a Member for the 
Borough of Bankury in the County of Oxford, in the firſt Parlia- 
ment call'd by our preſent Sovereign ; and, after ſucceeding his 
Father, was, in Oclaber 1730, appointed one of the Gentlemen 
of the Bed-chamber to his Royal Highneſs the Prince of Males. 

His Lordſhip married, on the x6th of June, 1728, the Lady 
Lucy, Daughter of George, late Earl of Halifax, by whom he 
had Iſſue one Son, named Frederick, born the 13th of April, 1732, 
now living, and a Daughter Luc, born April, 1734, who died 
an Infant.

having been called to the Degree of Serjeant at Law, was, four 
a Ex Collect.

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Years after (5 Nov. 10 Richard II.) conſtituted * one of the Ba- 
rons of the Exchequer, But, the Year following, he, among the 
reſt of the Judges (the major Part being terrified into a Compliance 
the Menaces of the Duke of Ireland, the King's Favourite, and 
his Faction) & delivered it as his Opinion, in a Council aſſembled 
by the King at Nottingham for that Purpoſe, that the Actions of 
the laſt Parliament were traiterous and illegal: And thereupon, 
the Duke of Glouceſter, and ſeveral of the prime Nobility, who 
had been the Promoters of thoſe Proceedings, were intended to be 
call'd in Queſtion for the ſame; but they, ſtanding upon their 
Defence, rais'd an Army, and, defeating the Duke of Ireland, 
obliged the King to aſſemble a new Parliament, which, on the 
firſt Day of their Meeting, arreſted all the Judges then ſitting in 
Weſtmin/ter- fall, except Sir William Stiptuith, and ſent them to 
the Tower, The Judges alledged nothing in Excuſe, but their 
Fears of the Duke of reland, who threatened their Ruin; ſo 
that they were condemned to be executed as Traitors, and to for-

The (aid Robert Cary was ſo noted for his Valour, Fortitude, and 
Skill in Arms, that an Arragomian Knight ®,who in divers Countries 
had perform'd yy worthy Enterprizes, viſiting England, and 
challenging any Man of bis Rank to make Trial of his Skill in 
Arms, he accepted of the Challenge, and,overthrowing him in the 
Combat in Smithfield, he was knighted by that King, and re- 
ſtored to Part of his Inheritance; alſo, in Memory of the Com- 
bat, aſſum'd the Arms of the ſaid- Arragmian Knight, viz. Three 
Roſes on a Bend. He married Margaret, Daughter of Sir Phi- 
lip Courtney of Powderham in Com.

Devon, had Iflue Thomas who 
married Margaret, Daughter and Coheir to Sir Robert Spencer, of 
Spencer-Combe in Com, Devon, by Elanor, Siſter and Coheir to 
Henry Beaufort, Duke of Somerſet, and had Iſſue Sir Jahn = 
of Plaſhey, made a Knight of the Carpet, 22 Feb. 1 Edward VI. 
who, by Joyce his Wife, Daughter of — Denny, Eſq; and 
Siſter to Sir Authiny Denny, had Iflue Sir Edward Cary. Kt. of 


Bertbumſtæad in Com. Hertford, Maſter of the Jewel-Office to 


King James I. and dying 16 Fuly, 1618, had Iflue Sir Henry 
Cary, Viſcount Falkland, who had Hue the renown'd Lucius 
Viſcount Falkland, Principal Secretary of State to King Charles 
I. a good Counſellor, a — Stateſman, and a compleat 
Scholar. He was ſlain at Newbury Fight, 20 Sept. 1643, by a 
grazing Ball; dying admir'd by his Enemies and nted by his 
Friends, to the King's great Grief, who well underſtood his ex- 
celling Parts. My Lord Clarendon gives him this Character: 
He was wonderfully beloved by all who knew him, as a 
«© Man of excellent Parts, of a Wit fo ſharp, and a Nature ſo 
& ſincere, that nothing could be more lovely. 

William Cary, ſecond Son of Thomas and Margaret Spencer, 
was highly in Fayour with King Henry VIII. to whom he was 
an Eſquire of the Body, and one of the Gentlemen of the Privy- 
Chamber, and having married the Lady Mary, Daughter and 
Coheir to Thomas Bullen, Earl of Wilks and Ormond, Son of Sir 
IWilliam Bullen, Kt. by Margaret his Wife, Daughter and Co- 
heir to Thomas Butler, Earl of Ormond, left Iſſue Henry his Heir, 
and Catharine, married to Sir Francis Knolles, Knight of the Gar- 
ter, 
This William Cary was Brother-in-Law to the Lady Anne Bul- 
kn, the ſecond Wife of King Henry the VHIth, and Mother of 
Queen Elizabeth; but he died, before he faw his Sifter's Advance- 
ment, of the Sweating-Sickneſs, which raged throughout the 
Realm, May 1528, 20 Henry VIII. being then of the Bed- 
chamber to the King. £ 

His only Son, Cary, Eſq; being ſo nearly allied to 
Queen Elizabeth, as her Siſter's Son, was advanced by her to the 
* Pint of Baron of Hunſdon in Hertfordſhire,” on 13 Jan. in 
the firſt Year of her. Reign, who alſo beſtowed: on him the faid 
Houſe, with 4000 l. a Year, according to the Valuation in that 
Age; which was rather Reſtitution than Liberality in her Ma- 
jefly, he having ſpent as great an Eſtate, left him by his Father, 
in her Relief and Service, during her Perſecution under Queen 
I Herb, Hiſt, of H. VIII. p. ig. m Pat, 1 Elis. p. 4 m. 13. 
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In 5 Elizabeth, he was ſent with the Order of the Garter 
to the King of France, then at Lyans; and, in 10 Elizabeth, was 
made Governor of the Town and Caſtle ef Berwick. In 12 
£ liz. he accompanied the Earl of Suſſex, to ſuppreſs the Inſur- 
rection of the Earls of Northumberland and W/imorland ; and ſoon 
after, when Leonard Dacres, * ſecond Son of WWilkam, Lord 
Dacres of Gillefland, had form'd a Deſign of reſcuing the Queen 
of Scots from her Impriſonment, ſeizing on Naworth and Grai- 

flack Caſtles, and raiſing a Body of 3000 Men; the Lord Hunſ- 
don, with the Garriſon Troops of Berwick, march'd againſt them, 
and, after an obſtinate Fight, quell'd that Rebellion, and retook 
the Caſtles. For his Services on this Occaſion, the Queen re- 
turn'd to him this memorable Letter of Thanks,

In 13 Elizabeth, he accompanied the Earl of Suſſex (Lieute- 
nant-General of the North) in making divers Inroads into Scot- 
land. Alſo about two Years after (being till Governor of Ber- 
wick) * having, by Promiſe of Money to ſome of the Scots, got 
the Earl of Northumberland into his Hands, he ſent him to York, 
where he was ſhortly after beheaded, In 25 Elzabeth, Francis, 
Duke of Alanſon, Heir apparent of France, having been in 
in England as a Suitor to the Queen, he accompanied him to 
Sandwich with 150 in his Train, and embarqu'd with him for 
Fluſhing, where the Prince of Orange and divers of the States 
met them: And from thence to Antwerp, where he was preſent 
at the Solemnity of that Duke's being created Duke of Anjou, 
and Prince of the Low- Countries, c. 
In 1584, 27 Elizabeth, on an Inſurrection in Scotland, ſeve- 
ral of the Scots fled into England, and Walſmgham, favouring 
them, ſent his Letters to the Lord Flunſdon, Warden of the Eaſt 
Marches, to admit them into Lindisfarne, or the Fn: which 
he refus d to do, being, as Camden writes, of all Men the greateſt 
Friend to the King of Scots, Whereupon a Diſpute aroſe between 
them, which was determin'd againſt the Secretary, the Lord 
Hunſdom alledging, that the Iſle, being a Place fo ftr ngly forti- 
fied, ought not to be put into the Poſſeſſion of thoſe Scots, who 
might poſſibly prove Enemies. But, the Queen thinking it for her 
Service to countenance thoſe Fugitives, his Lordſhip was com- 
miſſionꝰd “ by her to hold a Conference on the Borders with the 
Earl of Arran, then in high Truft and Favour with the King of 
Scatland, to endeavour that they might not be proſcrib'd in the 
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Parliament of Scothend, nor the King's Mind alienated from the 
Friendſhip of the Engliþ. 

He was before this of the Privy-Council to the Queen, who, 
being ſo nearly related to him, repoſed a great Confidence in him, 
and on the Death of Edward Clinton, Earl of Lincoln, her Maje- 
5 * conferred on him his Place of Lord Chamberlain of her 

ouſhold, viz. on! the 4th of Juby, 1585, (29 Eliz.) Alſo, the 
ſame Year *, conſtituted him General Warden of the Marches 
towards Scotland. , 

He was * one of the Commiſſioners for the Trial of the Queen of 
Scots, but did not fit in Judgment on that Princefs, being ſo much 
in her Favour, that in a Letter ſhe wrote to the Queen in 1582, 
making ſome Complaints, ſhe thus expreſſes herſelf ® : For tho 
Cary (I think) would undertake nothing unbeſeeming himſelf and his 
Honour ; yet can I promiſe myſelf no Good of Huntington, by reaſan 
of his bad Behaviour towards me. And in 30 Elizabeth, on put- 
ting that Queen to Death in England, he was © ſent unto King 
James her Son, to pacify him therein. 

In 1588, the memorable Year of the Spaniſb Invaſion, he had 
1 the C of her Majeſty's Perſon in the Camp of Tilbury, and 
the Forces under his Command conſiſted of 1912 Horſe, and 

4050 Foot. In 34 Elizabeth, he was commiſſioned © with the 
Lord Treaſurer Burleigh, and the Lord Admiral, to manage the 
Contract with the French King, for ſending over Forces to his 
Aid into Britanny. And the ſame Year, on the Death of the Lord 
Chancellor Hatton, the Great Seal * was lodged in the Hands of 
the Lord Treaſurer, the Lord Hunſdon, the Lord Cobham; and 
the Lord Buckhurft, till the Delivery of it to Sir Fohn Puckering, 
with the Title of Lord Keeper. In 35 Elizabeth, on the Charge 
laid to Sir Thomas Perrot, Deputy of Ireland, he was & one of the 
Commiſſioners aſſigned to conſider thereof. He was elected“ a 
Knight of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter on the 24th of 
_—_ and inſtalled on the 16th of May, 1561, in the 4th Year 


Queen Elzabeth. And was alſo Captain of the Band of Penſio- 


ners. He was three times in Election (as Fuller, in his Mar- 
„ thies of England, writes) to be Earl of Wilire, a Title, 
« which in ſome Sort belonged unto him, in the Right of Mary 
his Mother, but ſtill ſome intervening Accident retarded it. 
« When he lay on his Death-Bed, the Queen gave him a graci- 
« ous Viſit, cauſing his Patent for the ſaid Earldom to be drawn, 
“ his Robes to be made, and both to be laid down upon his Bed; 
but this Lord (who could diſſemble neither well nor ſick) re- 
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« plied, Madam, ſeeing you counted me not worthy of this Honour 
&* whilft J was living, I count myſelf unworthy of it now 1 am 


« ching. | 

Sir 4 Robert Naunton, 2 Privy-Counſellor, ' in his Fragmenta Ne- 
galia, gives him this Character. My Lord of Hun/don was 
of the Queen's neareſt Kindred ; and on the Deceaſe of Suſſex, 
* both he and his Son took the Place of Lord Chamberlain ;; he 
«« was a faſt Man to his Prince, and firm to his Friends and Ser- 
« vants; and though he might ſpeak big, and therein would be 
born out, yet was he not the more dreadful, but leſs harmful, 
« and far from the Practice of my Lord of Leice/ler's Inſtructions, 
« for he was down-right ; and I have heard thoſe that both knew 
* him well, and had Intereſt in him, ſay merrily of him, that 
«© his Latin and his Diſſimulation were both alike ; and that his 
« Cuſtom of Swearing, and Obſcenity in Speaking, made him 
«< ſeem a worſe. Chriſtian. than he was, and a better Knight of

- George Carey, the eldeſt Son of Henry, Lord Hunſdom, was 
trained up to the Publick Service from his Youth, In 13 Eliæs- 
beth, he was in that Expedition into Scot/and, and, for his Valour, 
was then“ knighted by the Earl of Suſſer the General. After 
which, Sir William Drury being, diſpatched to take the Caſtle of 
Dunbreton', and the Lord Fleming, the Governor, dealing diſ- 
honourably with Sir William, Sir George Carey ſent him a Chal- 
lenge to fight him, when, where, or how he dared ; concluding 
in theſe Words: Otherwiſe I will baſfal your good Name, ſound with 
the Trumpet your Diſhomour, and paint your Pifture with the Hoels 
upward, and bear it in defpite of your ſelf. In the meane Time I 
attend your Anſwer. From Glaſcow the 22d of Maie 1570. | 
Whereupon the Lord Fleming refuſing the Challenge, and 
ſending him an unhandſome Letter, he replied to him, end- 
« Finallie, whereas you let me wit, that you have Gentle- 
men of honour, ſervant ſouldiers unto you, that maie be my 
<« fellowes, which ſhould defend the Chalenge that touched ſo 
* neere your ſelfe, as with honor you ſhould not have refuſed it: 
« Firſt I thinke ſcorne to be anie waies inferior to you, though 
but a ſouldier, too honourable a Name for you, being better 
« in Birth, and unftein'd with Reproch as you have beene. Se- 
& condlie, I have more, and as good Gentlemen under 
„Conduct, as your ſelfe have under your Charge, which tha 
« anſwer as many as you can bring, if with Number ye mean to 
„ combat, and will put them to that which dare not doo 
« your ſelfe, But aſſure you my quarrell remain, except 
the Proofe of your own Perſon againſt mine maie end it: and 
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<«« when ſhall dare come out of your Crowes-Neft, I will 
< be redie to ride an hundred Scottyh Miles to meet with you 
« in anie indifferent Place, And untill that time, I ſhall ac- 
„ count devoid of Honeſtie and Honor, unworthie to march 
<« upon Ground, or keepe Companie with Men, From Hamil- 
« ton the 29 of Mate 1570.

Souls College, and afterwards became 
Principal of Peckwaters-Inn ; and in 24 Henry VIII. “ arrived to 
the Degree of a Doctor of Laws, and grew ſo eminent therein, 
that he was employed by that King in divers Affairs of Conſe- 
quence, eſpecially © in what tended to the Diſſolution of Religious 
Houſes then in Agitation; being in the 27th of that Reign, 
with ſome others, put into Commiſſion by Cromwell, the Gene- 
ral-Viſitor, to repair to all the Monaſteries throughout England, 
and to enquire.into Government and Behaviour of the Votaries of 
both Sexes, whereby to pick up ſufficient Matter to ground an 


Accuſation; and that grand Work being afterwards fully accom- * 


pliſhed, according to the King's Mind, his Majeſty, as a Reward 
for the good Service of the ſaid //7/liam therein, granted to him 
and Gertrude his Wife, in Fee, the Priory of Clattereote, in the 
County of Oxford, in the 3oth Year of his Reign; and, the Year

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ployments, his great Learning and Abilities being obſerved by the 

King, he was, in the 35th Year of his Reign, firſt ſworn of the 
Privy-Council, and ſoon after (the ſame Year) conſtituted * one 
of the Principal Secretaries of State. 

In 36 H. VIII. the King declaring his Intentions of invading 
the French Dominions for the Recovery of his Right to the Crown 
of France, he. appoints this William (then a Knight, and one of 
the Principal Secretaries of State) one of the Council, to be aiding 
and affiſting to Queen Catharine his Conſort, in the Adminiſtra- 
tion, during his Abſence. And, being ſo aggrandiz'd, he, in 37 
Henry VIII. obtained ſpecial Licenſe * to retain twenty Men, 
beſides his own menial Servants, and to give them Liveries, 
Badges or Cognizances. And in 38 Henry VIII. the King then 
lying on his Death-bed ', and appointing ſuch as ſhould be of the 
Council to Edward his Son and Succeſſor, in Matters of great 
Conſequence, he was nominated one of thoſe who were appointed 
Aſſiſtants to them. 

Nor had he leſs Eſteem from King Edward VI. who continue 
ed him in his Office of Principal Secretary of State. And, in the 
third Year of his Reign, he was ® conſtituted Treaſurer of the 
Court of Firſt-Fruits for Life : And in 4 Edward VI. one of 
the Commiſſioners to treat of Peace with the French at Guiſnes. 
He was alſo in that Reign commiſffion'd * with the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, and others, in Confidence of their ſound Knowledge, 
zealous Faith, Innocency of Life and Behaviour, and Readineſs 
to diſpatch Affairs, to puniſh and correct all Rectors, Vicars, and 
other Eccleſiaſticks, as well as Laymen, of what Condition ſo- 
ever, who ſhall defpiſe or evil ſpeak of the Book called, The Book 
of the Common- Prayer, and Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, and 
other Rites and Ceremonies of the Church, after the Uſe of the Church 
of England, with Power to impriſon the Guilty, and load them 
with Irons, if neceſſary, or admit them to Bail. And was alfo 
in ſeveral other Commiſſions for Eccleſiaſtical Affairs. 

Nevertheleſs, he was ſo much in the Favour of Queen Mary 
on her Coming to the Crown, that ſhe alſo ? made him her Prin- 
cipal Secretary of State, and * Chancellor of the Garter, in the 
firſt Year of her Reign, with the the Fee of an hundred Marks 
per Annum But then diſcerning, that the Reſtauration of the

« Feeding for ſtx Kine, Winter and Summer, and a Chaplain 
© to ſay them Service daily. 

The Jearned Camden, in his Brittannia, in Eſſex, ſaith, that 
be was @ Man of approved Wiſdom and exquifite Learning, and nat | 
fo'much memorable for thoſe honourable Places and Offices of State 
which he bare, and for his oftentimes being ſent in Embaſſage to foreign 
Princes, as for that, being bred and brought up in good Learning, he 
well deſerved of Learning in the Univerſity of Oxford, and was both 
pitiful and bounteous to his poor Neighbours about him, and of Inger- 
ſton, where he lies buried. 

By bis laſt Will and Teſtament ”, and the Preamble thereof, 
it appears that he died a Proteſtant, He orders his Body to be bu» 
ried' in the new Iſle of the Church of Hrgerfton, if it ſhould 
fortune him to die within 50 Miles thereof, or otherwiſe to 4 
be committed to the Earth in ſuch Place, Order, and Sort, as 1 
his Executors think moſt convenient.

* him by Queen Mary of good Memory, To his Son and Heir 
John Petre, his other Jewels, Plate, &c. but if he died with- 


* out Iſſue before he arrived to 22 Years of Age, to be divided 


« in four Parts, one Part to his Wife, if living; another among 
« his Daughters, and their Children then living, as alſo his 
« Wife's Part, if not living. And the 3d and 4th Parts among 
<« the Poor, and in Deeds of Charity, in ſuch Sort as to his Ex- 
« ecutors and Superviſors of his Will, or the Survivor of them, 
« ſhall ſeem beſt.”

« He conſtitutes his Wife's Son in Law, Richard Baker, Eſq;

« Gerrard, Alderman of London, and Edu Tirrel, Eſq; Over- 
« ſeers.” Dated 12 Ap. 1571, 13 Elix. and proved 29 Fan. 1572. 

He was buried at Jnger/ton, according to his Deſire, where a 
Monument is erected to his Memory. He left Iflue, | by Gertrude 
his firſt Wife, Daughter to Sir John Tirrel, of Marty in Com. 
Her, Kt. two Daughters, Elizabeth, wedded to John ens, 
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of Willington in the County of Bedford, Eſq; and Dorothy, mar- 
ried to Nicholas Wadham, of Merrifield in Com Somerſ. Eſq; who 
having no Iſſue, they were the Founders of Fadbam College in 
Qzford, he beginning, ſhe finiſhing, and both richly endowing 
it, whereby it is become as rich as moſt, and more uniform than 
many in England.

Which Jahn was knighted * in 18 Elizabeth, and choſe Knight 
of the Shire for the County of Eſſex ? in two Parliaments, call'd 
in 27 and 28 Elizabeth, He was advanced to the Dignity of a 
Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Petre of Writthe in 
Com. Eſſex, by Letters Patent, bearing Date 21 Julii, 1 Fac, I. 
and died on 11 Of. 11 Jac. I. He had to Wife Mary, Daugh- 
ter of Sir Edward Walgrave, Kt. by whom he had Iſſue four 
Daughters, Mary, Elizabeth, Margaret, and Anne, who died 
Infants ; and four Sons, Hilliam his Succeſſor, John, ſecond Son, 
who © was ſeated at 3 and died 2 Fan.

Kt. and, depart- 
ing this Life at Thorndan in Com. Eſſex, 5 Mali, Ann 1627 
(13 Car. I.) was buried in the old Vault at Irger/ior in Com. 
Ex, with his Father and Grandfather. 4 

To whom ſucceeded Robert, his eldeſt Son, who married Mary, 
Daughter to Anthony Viſcount Montagu, and by her had Iflue 
three Sons, William, Fohn, and Thomas; and two Daughters, 
Mary, married to Edward, Son and Heir to William Lord Stour- 
ton; and Dorothy, to Jahn Thimelby, of Irnbam in Com. Linc, 
Eſq; and dying on the 23d of October, 1637, was buried at In- 
ger/ton; to whom ſucceeded William, his eldeſt Son. 

Which William, Lord Petre, firſt married Elizabeth, Daugh- 
ter of John Earl Rivers, by whom he had no Iſſue ; and fecond- 
ly, Bridget, Daughter of John Pinchean, of WWrittle in Com.

XIV. W HEN the General Survey of England was taken by 

Order of William the Conqueror, Walter Firz-Other 
was Keeper of Hindfor-Ca/tle, Warden of the Foreſts in Berk- 
Hire, and Owner of ſeveral Lordſhips in Com. Midde. Hants, 
and Bucks*, all which Other is ſaid to have held in the Time of 
Edward the Conſeſſor. William, the eldeſt Son of that Walter, 
aſſum'd the Sirname of //imdſor, from his Father's Office, and 
was Anceſtor to the Lords Windfor : And from Gerald, the ſecond 
Son, the Geralzds and many others are lineally deſcended. - 


Which Gerald ſometimes is ſirnam'd de I ĩndſor, and at other 


Times Fitz-Walter, by which Name Camden calls him, from 
that Grant to him of I. of Malesford in Com. Berks. He 
was alſo Governor of Pembroke-Caftle, which he fortify'd, and 
valiantly defended, on an Aſſault made by the ; and, ha- 
ving ſlain Oen, Son of Cadogan ap Bletiyn, Chief Lord of Car- 
diganſhire, was appointed Preſident of the County of Pembrols. 
He had Iſſue by Nya, Daughter of Rees, Son of Theodore, the 
famous Prince of South-MWales, three Sons, viz. Wilkam, Mau- 
rice, and David, who was conſecrated (by the Name of [David

Maurice Fitz-Gerald, the ſecond Son, was with Richard Strong- 
bow, Earl of Pembroke, Anm 1170, at the Conqueſt of ſreland, 


a Doomſday Lib, de Und. Com. b. Ja Britt. Com. Burks, 
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as he had been with Robert Fitz-Stephen, when he landed and took 
IWzxford ©, two Years before, And here was the firſt Colony of 

the Engliſh ſettled in Ireland; and Maurice, ſettling there, was 
the Progenitor of ſeveral Families which have flouriſh'd in that Na- 
tion, and particularly the Earls of Kildare, who are Premier Earls 
of that Kingdom. ; 

William Fitz-Gerald, the eldeſt Son, in Right of his Mother, 
held Karriv, or Carrio-Caſtle in Carmarthenſhire ; and, in 12 
Henry II. held, in England, two Knights Fees in the Coun- 
ty of Bucks , as alſo the Manor of Sperſbolt in Com. Berks. 
He, and Oase his Son, gave the Village of Redbard, diſtant a Mile 
from Carew-Caftle, to the Knights Templars. He died, Ann 
1193, and left Iſſue, 1. Odo, who had Carriu-Caſtle, from whom 
the Carews deſcend. 2. Raymund Craſſus, a Partaker in the Con- 
queſt of Ireland, and had a natural Son, Maurice, from whom 
the Lords Fitz- Maurice, of Kerry in Ireland, derive their De- 
ſcent. Other Sons of the ſaid William were, Silveflet, Henry, 
and William © ; which laſt was Juſtice in Eyre in the County of 
Cheſter, and had Iſſue a Son ¶illiam. 

hich William married Emme, eldeſt Daughter and Coheir of 
Sir Richard Kingſey, of Kingſley in Com. Cheſter, Kt. and of 
Jean his Wife, Daughter and Coheir of Alexander de Stanton, 
whoſe Mother, Annabella, was Daughter and Heir of Randolph 
Silveſter, 18 Edward I. (1289.) This William, in 16 Edward I. 
was one of the Jury on the Death of Sir Hamon Maſſy of Dun- 
ham-Maſſy, and had Iſſue two Sons, Milliam and John. 

William married Maud, Daughter of Hen. de Glaſehouſe, and did 
Homage to Edward Earl of Cheſter (afterward King Edward Il.) 
for his Lands in Cheſhire ; and, dying at Eton-Hall in that Coun- 
ty, 1351, 26 Edward III. left two Sons, 1. William, and 2. 
Thomas, who held Crewod, and Lands in Kingſley, Crouton, and 
Bradley, in the County of Chefter, by the Gift of his Father, in 
33 Edward III. From him did deſcend the Gerards of Crew in 
Cheſhire, who ended in an Heireſs, married to Edward Mor- 
ru, of Speake in the County of Lancaſter, Eſq; 

William, the elder Brother, was * thirty Years old at his Father's 
Death ; and, by Marriage with the Daughter and Heir of Peter 
de Bryn, of Brynhill in the County of Lancaſter, became poſſeſs'd 
of that Eſtate, which he left to his Son, Sir Peter Gerard of 
Bryn, who died in 4 Richard II. 1380, leaving Themas, his el- 
deft Son, Heir to the Eſtate at Bryn: To Peter, his ſecond Son, 
he left Kingſley ; and Fobn, his third Son, by his Marriage with 
Helen, only Daughter and Heir of Richard de luce (the in-

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Which Robert was advanced to the Dignity of * Viſcount A/- 
cot, and Earl of Caernarvm ; and, being a valiant Loyaliſt, took 
up Arms in Defence of King Charles the Firſt, and was one of 
thoſe Lords, Arno 1642, who ſubſcribed that Declaration of the 
'King's, wherein he publiſhed, That he had no Intention of ma- 
king War upon his Parliament, or ſaw any Reaſon for believing 
he had any fuch Deſigns : But that all his Endeavours tended to 
the firm and conſtant Settlement of the true Proteſtant Religion, 
the juſt Privileges of Parliament, the Liberty of the Subject, and 
the Law, Peace, and Proſperity of this Kingdom.

Which Sir James Byron, Kt. married Elizabeth, Daughter of 
Sir William Bernake ", whom he left a Widow before the 24th 
Year of King Edward the IIId, as appears by an Agreement 
dated at Cadeney, made between Fohn Colepeper and Elizabeth his 
Wife, of the one Part, and Ehzabeth, late Wife of Sir James 
Byron, Kt. on the other Part; whereby the ſaid Jahn med 
to the ſaid Elizabeth all the Lands, &c. which accrued to her 
as her Dower, in the Manors of Clayton and Boterworth, in the

This Sir James left Iſſue two Sons, Sir Fehn Byron and Sir

Sir John, the eldeſt, ſerved in the Wars of France, under King 
Edward the IIId *, and was knighted for his Valour at the Siege 
of Calais; but died without Iſſue, and was ſucceeded in his Eſtate 
by his Brother, Sir Richard Byron ®, before the 4th Year of King 
Richard the Id; when Thomas de Pynchebec med to him the 
Manor of Arme/tm in the Pariſh of Polebrook in the County of 
Northampton, and all other Lands, &c. Rents and Services, of 
which he was enfeof d by Sir John Byron, Kt. Brother to the ſaid

Which Sir Richard Byron married Jaan, 2d Daughter of il 
liam de Colewick, of Colewick in Com. Nott. and Siſter and Heir of 


Thomas de Colewick *%, who was two Years old at the Death of his 


Father, in 35 E. III. By this Match, a conſiderable Eſtate came 
into the Family, the ſaid William Coletwick having married Jaan, 
Daughter and Heir of Jahn Peche, and of his Wife Alice, Daugh- 
ter and Heir of Sir William Hayward, Kt. by Jaan his Wiſe, 
Daughter and Heir of Sir Saier de Hunting field, of South-Stoke. 
Sir Richard died in the 21ſt Year of King Richard the IId, 
leaving an only Son John le Byron, and Jan his Widow ſurvi-

Kt. and 
had Iſſue two Sons, Jahn, and Nicholas Byron, and a Daughter 
Alice, Wife of Henry, Son and Heir of. Sit Robert Sutton, of Aram 
in Com.

His eldeſt Son Sir John Byron, Kt. taking Part with Henry, 
Earl of Richmond, was ſoon after his Landing at Milforu- Haven

Derb. Eſq; and Dorothy, to Edmund Pierpoint, of Holm- Pierpoint 
in Com. Nott. Eſq;. 

His only Son Sir Jahn 8 for he was knighted by King 
Henry the Eighth) had a Grant *, May 28, 32 Henry VIII. of 
the Priory of Newſtede, with the Manor of Papikvick, and Rec- 
tory of the ſame, and all the Cloſes about the Priory, and Com- 
mons in Ravenſhede and Kygel! in the Foreſt, and all in Newſted:, 
Paplewyk, and Lindby, which has ever ſince been the principal 
Seat of this Noble Family, having before reſided at Clayton, He 
was © Steward of Mancheſter and Rachdale, as alſo Lieutenant of 
the Foreſt of Sherwood. By his 1ſt Wife J/abell, the Daughter 
of — Lemington, he had no Iſſue; but by his ſecond, Eli- 
zabeth, Daughter of William Caſterden, and Rel 12 of George Halgh, 
of Halgh in Com. Pal. Lanc. Eſq; he had Iſſue four Sons, Nichs- 
las, who died without Iſſue, as did alſo John his ſecond Son; and 
Anthony his third Son, who married Margaret, Daughter of N:- 
cholas Beaumont, of Celeorton in Com, Leiceſt. Eſq. 
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But his 4th Son, Sir John Byron, who was * knighted by Queen 
Elizabeth, Anno 1579, having married Margaret, Daughter of 
Wilkam Fitz-Williams, Lord Deputy of Ireland, had Iſſue two 
Sons, Sir Jahn and Sir Nicholas Byron; as alſo five Daughters, 
viz. Alice, married to Sir Jahn ys 4 of Ordſal in Com. Pal, 
Lane, Kt. Margaret, Wife to Gilbert Armſirong, of Thorp in Com, 
Nett. Eſq; Anne, to John Atherton, of Horneby-Caſtle and Skelton 
in Com. Ebor. Eſq; Margery, wedded to Sir Thomas Hutchinſon, 
of Olthorp in Com. Nat. Kt. and Mary, who died unmarried, 

His ſecond Son, Sir Nicholas Byron, diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the 
Wars of the Low Countries ; as alſo in the Time of the Rebellion a- 
gainſt King Charles I. at the Battle of Edgehill, and as Col. General 
of Cheſhire and Shropſhire, and Governor of Cheſter, being (as my 
Lord Clarendon writes ©) a Perſon of great Affatulity and Dexterity, 
as well as martial Knowledge, which gave great Life to the Deſigns of 
the n there ; and, with the Encouragement of ſome Gentlemen 
of North Wales, in a ſhort Time raiſed ſuch a Power of N and 
Foot, as made often Stirmiſbes with the Enemy ; ſometimes with nota- 
ble Advantage, never with any fignal Loſs. He married Sophia, 
Daughter of Charles Lambert, of Nimiguen, Governor of Breda, 
and had Iſſue Charles and Hilkam, who both died Iſſueleſs. 

His eldeſt Brother, Sir Jabn Byron, was made one of the 
Knights of the Bath at the Coronation of K ng James the Firſt ; 
and having married Anne, Daughter of Sir Richard Maolincux, Bart. 
and Sifter of Richard, Lord Viſcount Malinux, by her he had 
eleven Sons, and a Daughter Mary, married to Sir Thomas Lucas, 
Father by her of Charles, and Thomas, who were both Lords Luca 
of Shenfield in Eſſex. | 

His Sons were, 1ſt, John, created Lord Byron. 
2d, Sir Richard, who ſucceeded his Brother, and was Lord 


Byron. 
— Thomas, who died unmarried, as did I illiam, 4th Son, 
drowned at Sea coming from Ireland. 
5th, Sir Robert Byron, a Colonel of Foot in the Civil Wars in 
the Service of King Charles the Firſt, who died unmarried. 
6th, Gilbert, who alſo died unmarried. 


7th, Sir Philip Byron, who, after many ſignal Services in York 


Storm made by the Parliament Army on York. He never went 
out with his Regiment, but he would tell them, That never brave 
Men came to any thing, that reſolved not either to Conquer or Periſh. 

The other Sons were, Thomas, George, Charles, and Francs, 
who all died unmarried, except Thomas, who was knighted, and, 
as my Lord Clarendon * writes, was a Gentleman of great Cou- 


ſhire , was killed at the Head of his Regiment, in that general 
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rage, and of very good Conduct. He commanded the Prince of 


Wales's Regiment under the Earl of Northampton, in that Fight 
near Stafford, where the Earl was killed, and, charging with 


good Execution on the Enemy, received a Shot in the Thigh, 


whereby he was not able to keep the Field. He married Catla- 
rine, Daughter of Henry Braine, Eſq; by whom he had two Sons, 
Thomas and Jahn, who died Infants. 

I now return to John the eldeſt Son, created Lord Byron. In 
the 21ſt Year of King James the Firſt, he was returned to Par- 
liament for the Town of Nottingham *, as alſo in the firſt Parlia- 
ment called by King Charles the Firſt, at whoſe Coronation he 
was made one of the Knights of the Bath. In the 3d Year of 
King Charles the Firſt, he was choſen one of the Knights for the 
County of Nottingham, and being “ one of the Gentlemen of the 
Bed- chamber to his Majeſty, and, giving Proofs of his Courage 
and Fidelity, was made Lieutenant of the Tower, in the Year 
1641, in the Room of Sir Thomas Lunsford, who was removed 
on a Complaint of the Houſe of Commons, But, in thoſe turbu- 
lent Times, this Change gave the Commons no Satisfaction, 
who, deſiring a Creature of their on, uſed all their Arts to re- 
move Sir Fohn Byron. On which Pretence, as my Lord Claren- 
dm writes, There was a Petition brought and delivered to the 
<« Houſes, in the Names of ſeveral Merchants, who uſed to trade 
© to the Mint; in which they deſired that there might be ſuch 
* a Perſon made Lieutenant of the Tower, as they could confide 
in (an Expreſſion that grew from that Time to be much uſed) 
« without which no Man would venture Bullion into the Mint, 
« and, by Conſequence, no Merchant would bring it into the 
Kingdom. Whereas, in truth, there was no — eo in 
« the Kingdom of a better Reputation amongſt all Sorts of Men, 
< and there had been more Bullion brought into the Mint in the 
© ſhort Time of his being Lieutenant, than had been in many 
« Months before; and amongſt thoſe Perſons which ſo ſolemnly 
delivered that Petition, and had all ſubſcribed it, there were 
« very few who had ever ſent any Silver into the Mint, How- 
ever, the Houſe entertained the Complaint as very reaſonable, 
being put into great Apprehenſions by the Obſervation that was 
« made, that he took great Store of Proviſions into the Tower, 
<« as if he made Proviſion for a greater Garriſon. Whereupon 
« they ſent for a Conference with the Lords, with whom they 
< preyailed to join with them in a Deſire to the King, that he 
< would remove Sir Jahn Byron from being Lieutenant of the 
< Tower, which the King at that Time refuſed to do.“ And 
ſhortly after, when the King removed to Hampton-Court, the 
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Commons reſuming the Conſideration of the Lieutenant of the 
Totuer ; and, on new Information that much Proviſion was ſent 
in thither every Day, they ſent for Sir Jahn Byron, who appear- 
ed at their Bar, and gave ſo full Anſwer to all the Queſtions 
they afked of him, that they could not but diſmiſs him. How- 
ever, they ſent again to the King to remove him, and to put a 
fitter Man into the Place, and recommended Sir John Conters 
to him, as a Man in whom they could confide; and, becauſe they 
did not ſpeedily receive ſuch an Anſwer as they liked, they ap- 
pointed their Major-General Skippon to place ſuch Guards about 
the Tower, as might prevent the carrying in more Proviſion of 
Victual thither, than would ſerve for one Day's Conſumption ; 
notwithſtanding which, the King would not conſent to their 
Deſire. But at length, on the 20th of January, 1641, the * 
King ſending a Meſſage to the Parliament, adviſing them to di- 
| geſt into one Body all the Grievances of the Kingdom, and to ſend 
them to him, promiſing his favourable to thoſe Means which 
ſhould be found moſt effeftual for Redreſs, wherein he would not only 
equal, but exceed the moſt indulgent Princes. They took the Op- 
portunity again to renew their Requeſt, deſiring, that for @ 
Ground of their Confidence, and Removal of Fealoufies, that they 
might themſelves to give his Majeſty Satisfaction in the Methed 
he propoſed, his Majeſty would preſently put the Tower of London in- 
to the Hands of ſuch a Perſon as both Houſes ſhould recommend 10 


him; in which the Lords differed with them; as well “ for 


that the Diſpoſal of the Cuſtody thereof was the King's pecu- 
« liar Right and Prerogative, as likewiſe, that his Majeſty had 
4 committed the Charge thereof to Sir Fobn Byron, a Perfon of 
&« a very ancient Family, an honourable, Extraction, and good 
Fortune, and as unblemiſhed a Reputation, as any Gentleman 
« in England,” The Commons, much troubled that the Lords 
ſhould again take the Courage to diſſent from them in any 
Thing, reſolved to preſs the King upon their own Score, 
and to get the Recommendation of ſo great an Officer to them- 
ſelves. And therefore, on the 26th of January, they ſent a Pe- 
tition to him, in the Name of the Knights, Citizens, and Bur- 
geſſes of the Commons Houſe aſſembled in Parliament. 


Nevertheleſs, his Majeſty did not then conſent to the Removal 


of this loyal Perſon, telling them in Anſwer thereto, * That * 
&* he hoped his gracious Meſſage would have produced ſome ſuch 
© Overture, as by offering what was fit on their Parts to do, 
« and by aſking what was proper for him to grant, might have 
© begot a mutual Confidence in each other. Concerning the 
% Tower of London, that he did not expect, having preferred a 
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« Perſon of a known Fortune, and unqueſtionable Reputation, 
to that Truſt, that he ſhould have been preſſed to remove him 
* without any particular Charge objected againſt him; how- 
«© ever, that if, upon due Examination, any Particular ſhould 


<« be preſented to him, _— it might appear he was miſtaken 


in his good Opinion of that Gentleman, and that he was unfit 
for the Truſt committed to him, he would make no Scruple 
of diſcharging him; otherwiſe, he was obliged, in Juſtice to 
<* himſelf, to preſerve his own Work, leſt his Favour and good 
Opinion might prove a Diſadvantage and Misfortune to his 
«© Servants, without any other Accuſation; of which, he hoped 
«© his Houſe of Commons would be fo tender, as of a Buſineſs, 
* wherein his Honour was much concerned, as, if they found 
« no material Exceptions againſt that Perſon, they would ra- 
ther endeavour to ſatisfy and reform the Fears of other Men, 
« than, by complying with them, preſs his Majeſty to any 
„Thing which did ſo much reflect upon his Honour and 
« Juſtice,” But when the Lords (many of whom had with- 
drawn themſelves, out of a juſt Indignation, to ſee their Honour 
and their Liberties ſacrificed) had been awed by the Tumults of 
the Rabble to paſs the Bill for Lu the Militia and Forts in ſuch 
Hands as the Commomtuealth might confide in The King was again 
preſſed to confer the Cuſtody of the Tower on Sir John Comers, 
whom they had recommended. With which, as (Lord Claren- 
*© dom relates ) being furpriſed, and deſired likewiſe by Sir Jahn 
© Byron to free him from the Agony and Vexation of that Place, 
«© which\had expoſed his Perſon and Reputation to the Rage 
© and Fury of the People, and compelled him to ſubmit to ſuch 
<©© Reproaches, as a generous Spirit could not brook without much 
„ Regret ; for he had, upon frivolous Surmiſes, been ſent for as a 
«© Delinquent, and been brought upon his Knees at the Bar of 
both Houſes ; his Majeſty conſented to that Alteration, and 
„made Sir John Conters, Lieutenant of the Tower. 

Sir John Byron had ſerved in the Low-Country Wars , and 
the States-General committed to him the Care of their Ordnance, 
and Ammunition, ſo that he was a very uſeful Officer to his Ma- 
jeſty on the breaking out of the Rebellion, when he repaired 
with a good Body of Men with Arms and Ammunition to the 
Standard at Nottingham, and brought a large Sum of Money to 
the King for his Supply at Shrewsbury. 

From Nattinghamhire, he paſſed with ſome Troops to counte- 
nance the Commiſſion of Array in other Counties, and particu- 
larly in Oxfordfbire, to ſecure the Univerſity from the Rebels, 
when aſſaulted by the Forces from Northampton, and betray d by 
the Town of Bracklzy. He was on that Occaſion obliged to march 
to their Relief with ſuch Expedition, that he loſt his an and 
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Cabinet, which falling into the Cuſtody of Mr. Clark of Craugh- 
ton, he wrote to him to reſtore them, concluding, I hich if you 


d, Thhall gp it to his 2 as an acceptable Service; if nat, 
I ſhall find a Time, with Advantage, to repay myſelf 


aſſure your ſe 
27 your 5 ate; and conſider, that as Rebellion is a Weed of 


an hafly Growth, fo it will decay as ſuddenly ; and that there will be 
a Time fir the King's loyal Suljects to repair their Loſſes ſuſtained 
Rebels and Traytors, Upon the ſending of which Letter to the 
arliament, and their proclaiming him and his Adherents Tray- 
tors for their Allegiance to their Sovereign, he marched to or- 
ceſter, wherein he had not been many Hours, before a ſtrong Par- 
ty of Horſe and Dragoons, ſent by the Earl of Z/ex, under the 
mmand of Nathaniel Fines, Son to the Lord Say, came to 
ſurprize the Town, which was open enough in many Places, 
though in ſome it had an old decay'd Wall; and, at the moſt 
uſual and frequented Entrances into the City, weak and rotten 
Gates. However, finding them ſhut againſt them, and not that 
quick Appearance of a Party within the Town the Commander 
promiſed himſelf, he retired in great Diſorder, But, Prince Ru- 
coming up the fame Day, a Rencounter enſued, wherein 
the Enemy were vanquiſhed, which was principally owing to the 
Courage of Sir John Byron, and the reſt of the Officers, who 
charged them Sword in Hand, moſt of the Soldiers being in that 
City wearied with a long March. 

He afterwards * commanded the Body of Reſerve at the Battle 
of Edgehill ; and the Victory of Roundway-Down, wherein Sir 
William Waller was routed, was chiefly owing to the Bravery 
and Conduct of Sir Jahn Byron, who at the Head of his Regiment 
charged Sir Arthur Haſlerig's Cuiraſſiers, and after a ſharp Con- 
fit, in which Sir Arthur received many Wounds, that impene- 
trable Regiment (as Lord Clarendon * writes) was routed, and 
in a full Career chaced on their other Horſe, which in half an 
Hour were ſo totally diſperſed, that there was not one of them to 
be ſeen on that large ſpacious Down ; every Man ſhifting for him- 
ſelf with greater Danger by the Precipices of that Hill, than he 
could have undergone by oppoſing his Purſuer, | 

On the 1ſt of November, 1642, he * was, with other Loyaliſts, 
created Doctor of the Civil Law at Oxford ; and in the firſt New- 
berry Fight, 19 Sept. 1643, which was diſputed with great Fierce- 
neſs and Courage, he warily and valiantly led on the King's 
Horſe, which were ſo far too hard for the Troops on the other 
Side, that they routed them in moſt Places, till they had left the 
greateſt Part of their Foot, without any Guard at all of Horſe, 

The Lord Byron having given ſuch Prooſs of his Courage and 
Military Conduct, and being otherways a Perſon of great Abili- 
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ties, and his ſix valiant Brothers alſo, at that Time following his 
loyal Example, he was, in * Conſideration thereof, advanced to 
the Degree and Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title 
of Lord Byron of Rochdale in Com. Lanc, with Limitation of that 
Honour, in Default of Iſſue Male of his own, Body lawfully be- 
gotten, to every of his Brothers, and the Iſſi Male of their re- 
ſpective Bodies, viz. Richard, William, , Robert, Gilbert, 
and Philip, by Letters Patent, bearing Date at Oxford, 24 Of. 
1643, 19 Car. T. He was afterwards made Field-Marſhal-Ge- 
neral V of all his Majeſty's Forces in the Counties of Worcefter, Sa- 
lap, Cheſhire, and North-Wales ; as alſo, on his Uncle Sir Nichs- 
iar Byron, Governor of Chefter *, being taken Priſoner, he was 
Governor of Cheſter, In which Station he was appointed to take 
Care for the Reception and Accommodation of ſome Regiments 
of Foot, that, on the Ceſſation of Arms in Ireland, were to land 
there. And the Lord Clarendon * gives a particular Account of 
their Succeſſes ; and of the Lord Byror's being at length forced to 
retire into Chefter. 

Nevertheleſs, the Lord Byron was not diſcouraged ; but, by his 
> honourable and obliging Deportment, ſoon got together a Body 
of 5000 Men, and forced Sir Thomas Middleton to retreat from 
Montgomery Caſtle, whereunto laying Siege, and the Parliament 
Forces under Sir Will;am Fairfax marching to raiſe it, a Fight en- 
ſued in October 1644 ©, wherein the Lord Byron routed their Horſe, 
and both Parties came to Puſh of Pike ; but, after a hot Engage- 
ment, the Parliament Forces rallying, he was obliged to retire. 

<< The next Year the King's Cauſe declining, he was beſieged 
& in Cheſter, wherein he made a brave Defence, and, by his ju- 
< dicious Management, kept both Town and Garriſon, con- 
* tented with Cats and Dogs, and thoſe failing, but with one 
% Meal in three Days, while there was any Hope of Relief.” He 
ce refuſed nine Summons, and did not in” 4 the tenth, till his 
«© Meſſenger returned with Aſſurance that there was no Hopes of 
„ any Succour. And then he yielded on the moſt honourable 
« Terms for himſelf, and the whole Garriſon, that were given 
« in England, except thoſe he afterwards gained at Carnarvon, 
& having endured a long and gallant Siege, the Benefit whereof 
© he enjoy'd,” and retired beyond the Seas,” Whilſt he was be- 
ſieged in Chefler, ſeveral Attempts were made for his Relief, as 
FPhithck, in his Memorials, relates. In September 1645, the 
King, with about 5000 Horſe and Foot ©, advanced to relieve 
Cheſter, but his Forces being entirely routed by Major-General 
Pentz, and others, the King, with 300 Horſe, with ſome Dif- 
ficulty got into Chefter, and from thence retired into Wales. In 
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Oober 1645, the Garriſon of Cheſter made divers reſolute Sallies 
on the Beſiegers , and, the Lord Byron's Brother having got toge- 
ther 400 Horſe about Hall-Caſtle, on Notice thereof, Colonel 
Fones drew out a Party of Horſe from before the Leaguer, and 
fell on him in the Field, but on the firſt Onſet was worſted ; 
yet, after a ſharp Diſpute, took him Priſoner, On 27 December, 
1645, there was * a Treaty for the Surrender of Cheſter ; but the 
Lord Byron ſtood on ſuch high Terms, as were not agreed to, 
On the 9th of December, Colonel Booth, with the Lancaſhire 
Forces that took Lathom- Houſe, was ordered to join the Forces 
before Cheſter. On the 18th of December, a Party of 1500 from 
Oxford, and the Garriſons thereabouts, marched out with a De- 
ſign to relieve Cheſter, but were forced to retire, the Parliament 
Forces having broke down Auen- Bridge, and other Bridges they 
were to paſs, On the 8th of January, the Commons at A- 
minfler * received Advice, that the Inhabitants of Cheſter urged 
the Governor to ſurrender, being in great Want of Victuals, 
which he promiſed to do, if Relief came not within a Week. 
On the 21ſt of January, Sir William Brereton ' ſent another 
Summons to the Mayor of Chefter, and the Lord Byron, Gover- 
nor, to which t returned no Anſwer in five Days; upon 
which Sir William Brereton ſent another Letter to them, requi- 
ring an Anſwer the ſame Day, which they did, and offered to 
come to a Treaty, if the King did not relieve them within 12 
Days, and deſired a Paſs to ſend to him, but it was denied. On 
the 29th of Fanuary, a Treaty begun about the Surrender there- 
of, but nothing concluded. And the Lord Byron's Letter to the 
King at Oxford was intercepted, ** That, if they had not Relief 
" 1 laſt of January, then of Neceſfity they muſt ſurrender 
« Cheſter.” On the 5th of February, Letters came to the Speaker 
from Sir William Brereton *, That his Care of preſerving Cheſ- 
ter, the moſt conſiderable City in thoſe Parts, from Ruin, in- 
« vited him to entertain a Treaty, which was continued ten 
Days, and delay'd by the Enemy, hoping for Relief, for 
* which there were ſtrong Preparations by Conjunction of Afbley, 
* Vaughan, and the Mich and Jriſb Forces, and thoſe 1ri/h new- 
* ly landed. That he ſent forth a ſtrong Party under Colonel 
«* Mitton, who prevented their Conjunction, and then thoſe in 
« Cheſter, hopeleſs of Relief, came to a Treaty. They deſired 
« farther Time for the Treaty to be continued, but Sir M illiam 
* Brereton refuſed it, and thereupon they came to an Agreement 
* on both Parts, to ſurrender the City to the Parliament upon 
Articles; in it they had all the Arms, Ammunition, Ord- 
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* nance and Proviſions, the County-Palatine Seal, Swords, and 
„ all the Records, Sc. 

On the roth of March, 1645, there was a Debate between 
the two Houſes, concerning the Lord Byron, whom the Lords 
thought fit not to except from Pardon. In April 1645 5, he 
commanded in Conway in Wales, and, in June 1646, was be- 
ſieged in Caernarvon Caſtle; but the King being in the Hands of 
the Scots, and the Parliament having brought all Places to their 
Devotion, he ſurrendered on honourable Terms. 

He was afterwards appointed, by King Charles the Firſt, Go- 
vernor to his Royal Highneſs the Duke of York %, and being at 
Paris, when his Majeſty was under Confinement, he was ſent on 
Importunities from Scotland to get as many to declare in Eng. 
land in ſeveral Places, as might diſtract the Army, and keep it 
from an entire Engagement againſt them; alſo, to diſpoſe his 
old Friends about Cheſter and North-Males, to appear as ſoon as 
might be. Thereupon, with the Help of Colonel Robinſon, he 
preſently poſſeſſed himſelf of the Iſland of Angleſey, and diſpoſed 
all North-Males to be ready to declare as ſoon as the Scots ſhould 
enter the Kingdom. And though there were Riſings in ſeveral 
Counties, yet, on the Defeat of the Scots Army under Duke Ha- 
milton, they all proved unfortunate. The Lord Byron had again 
the good Luck to efcape from the Hands of the Rebels, and re- 
paired to Paris, to his Charge, as Governor of the Duke of 
York ; but, during his Abſence *, Sir Edward Herbert, and Sir 
George Ratcliff, had ſo far inſinuated themſelves into the Duke's 
Favour, that he reſolved on a Journey from Paris to Bruſſels, 
to viſit the Duke of Lorrain, without the Advice of his Go- 
vernor, or the Queen his Mother, But, at the Requeſt of the 
Queen, the Lord Byron waited on him, as he did afterwards, 
when the Duke viſited his Siſter at the Hague, and from thence 
returned with him to Paris. He afterwards * accompanied that 
Prince, when he made the Campaign under the Marfhal Tu- 
renne, and, returning to Paris, died there in the Year 1652, 
whereby (as the Earl of Clarendon * relates) the Duke was depri- 
ved of a very good Servant. He firſt took to Wife Cecile, 
Daughter of Thomas, Lord De la War, who dying A. D. 1638, 
he afterward married Eleanor, Daughter of Robert Needham, Lord 
Viſcount Kilmurrey in Ireland; but, leaving no Iflue by either of 
them, was ſucceeded in his Honour by Richard, his next Brother 
and Heir, 

Which Richard Lord Byron, was knighted by King Chari: 
the Firſt, and was one of thoſe © valiant Colonels at the Fight of 
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Edgehill, who on the iſt of November, 1642, was created Maſter 
of Arts at Oxford, He was Governor “of Appleby Caſtle in the 


County of Weſtmorland; and Lid, who wrote the Lives * of 


the Loyaliſts in the Reign of King Charles the Firſt, ſays, he 
deſerves to be chronicled for his Government of Newark, and 
many Surprizes of the Enemy about it. He married two Wives; 
firſt, Elizabeth, Daughter of George Roſſel, of Ratcliff on Trent in 
Com. Nott. Eſq; and Widow of Nicholas Strelley, of Strelley in the 
fame County, Eſq; by whom he had Iſſue Milliam, his Son and 
Heir, Richard, who died an Infant, Elizabeth, Anne and Cecilia, 
and Catharie, married to Sir William Stanhope, of Linky in Com. 
Mett. Kt. and died without Iſſue; ſecondly, Elizabeth, youngeſt 
Daughter of Sir George Booth, of Dunham-Maſſey in Com. Ceſt. 
Aunt of George, Lord De la Mare; but by her had no Iſſue. 
And, departing this Life in the Year 1679, was ſucceeded by Mil- 
liam his eldeſt Son. 

Which William, Lord Byron, married Elizabeth, Daughter to 
John, Lord Viſcount Chaworth in Ireland, which Lady died in 
December 1683, by whom he had Iſſue five Sons, Iſt, William 3 
2d, Richard ; zd, Jom; 4th, William Lord Byron, and 5th, 
Erneſtus; but all died young, except Wilham, the late Lord: 
Alſo five Daughters, Elizabeth, ſince deceaſed, Catharine, marri- 
ed to Sir Arthur Cole, Lord Ranelagh of the Kingdom of Ireland, 
Henrietta- Maria died young, — living unmarried, and Anne 
died young, To his ſecond Wife, this William, Lord Byron, 
married Elizabeth, Daughter of Sir Fobn Stonehouſe, of Radley in 
Com. Berks, but by her had no Iſſue, dying on the 13th of Vo- 
vember, in the Year 1695, and was buried at Zucknal-Torkard, 
in the County of Nottingham. | 

William, Lord Byron, his only ſurviving Son and Heir, born the 
4th of January, 1669, was one of the Gentlemen of the Bed- 
chamber to George Prince of Denmark, and married to his firſt 
Wife the Lady Mary, Daughter of Fobn, Earl of Bridgewater, 
and Siſter to Scro9p, the preſent Duke of Bridgewater ; which 
Lady died of the Small-pox on Sunday the 11th of April, 1703, 
having been married but eleven Weeks, and was buried at Hut- 
nal-Torkard, His Lordſhip married ſecondly, on 19 December, 
1706, the Lady Frances Milliamyna, third Daughter of Hilliam 
Bentick, Earl of Portland, by whom he had Iſſue three Sons.

Which Marmaduke Langdale, knighted by King Charles the 
Firſt at }/Þitehall, 5 February 1627, is by Lleyd, who wrote Me- 
moirs of the Loyaliſts to King Charles the Firſt, characterized to 
have added to his honourable Deſcent moſt Scbolar- lite Accompliſhments, 
and good Husbandry, having bought the Eflate of Sir William Con- 
ſtable, before the Mar, fer 26009 l. and was efteemed a ſerious and 
a wiſe Man, and therefore able to do his Country Service, when he 
find for the Liberty of the Subject, as he did in the firſt Years of King 
Charles the Fir/t ; and did his Majefly as great Service, when he 
faw it neceſſary to ſupport bis Government, 

In 1642, being Sheriff of the County of York, he brought the 
major Part thereof to petition his * to accept of their Aſſiſt- 
ſtance ; and all the Clergy of the North to vindicate his Maje/ty's 
Cauſe by their Subſcriptions, as the Laity had done by their Contribu- 
tions, And, as the Preamble to his Patent (when he was created 
Lord Langdale) ſets forth *, being a Perſon of an antient Family 
m that County, when he diſcerned that King Charles was, by the 
dangerous Tumults of ſeditious People, then predominant, driven 
from his Parliament fitting at Weſtminſter, and for his better 
Safeguard forced to go to York ; be freely repaired unto him : And 
ſhortly after, having at his own proper Charge raiſed three Companies 
Fast, and a Troop of 70 Horſe, brought them thither for his Ser- 
vice; with which y + encountered a flrong Party of thaſe rebellious In- 
vaders the Scots, at Corbridge in Northumberland, ond put them to 
fight. r 

Next e, being Cummander in Chief of thiſe Troops which the King 
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fent from Oxford again/t that great Rebel of Lincolnſhire Colone! 
Roſſeter, he gave him the Foil. Thence, marching again the Lord 
Fairfax, and putting him to the Rout, be relieved Pontfract Caftle, 
at that Time beſieged by a numerous Body of the Northern Rebels. And, 
efter all this, firmly adhering to that good King, until Neceſſity prompt- 
e bis Majeſty to caſt himſelf on his Native Subjects, the Scots, ſo 
that he could not ſerve him further in this Realm, he betook himſelf to 
foreign Parts, till he diſcerned a fitter Opportunity. And then coura- 
geoufly attempting the ſtrong Gariſon of Berwick on T wede, and that 
— { fortified City of Carliſle, he reduced them both to his Majefty's 
bedrence, 

After which , having raiſed new Forces for his Service, he did 
great Things, and attempted greater: But ſom after, through the 
Power fulneſs of the Enemy, the King's Intereſt ſinking more and more, 
bis Armies being totally ſcattered, he became their Priſoner. Whence 
making his ¶ ſcape with no little Difficulty, he again got beyond Sea ; 
there, with moft exemplary Loyalty, attending King Charles the Se- 
cond, in his moſt low and deſperate Comdition. In Conſideration there- 
fore of theſe his great Actings and Sufferings, he was, by Letters Pa- 
tent, bearing Date at Bruges in Flanders, on the 4th Day of Febru- 
ary, in the 1oth Year of his Majeſty's Reign (about two Years prece- 
ding his happy Reſtoration) advanced to the Degree and Dignity of a 
Baron of this Ream, by the =_— Lord Langdale of Holme i» 
Spaldyngmore, and to the Heirs Mali of his Body. 

His further memorable Actions I relate from good Au- 
thorities. 

In the Year 1642, he forc'd Hotham to retreat to Hull, and, 
beſieging that Town, his Care and Vigilance were ſo eminent, 
that, in a Sally from the Place, they met with ſo warm a Recep- 
tion, that moſt of the Foot were taken Priſoners, and few of 
their Horſe eſcaped. He was alſo very prudent in ſettling the 
Contributions and Quarters of the Country in the eaſieſt Method, 
faying, That he durſt anger the Parliament, but he durſt not diſpleaſe 
his Countrymen, In 1643, he had the Command of the Horſe 
under the Earl of Newcaſtle ; and falling on the Scots Horſe near 
Newcaſtle on Tyne, in their Quarters, totally routed them, and kil- 
led and took Priſoners 1500 Men: Whereupon he was one of 
thoſe whom the Parliament excepted from Pardon in their Treaty 
with the King at Urbridge. 

He furniſh'd his Majeſty with oo Northern Horſe at three 
ſeveral Times ; and preſerving all the Horſe that were left, after 
the fatal Fight at Marſton-Moor, rolled with them till they be- 
came a conſiderable Brigade, relieving the adjacent Gariſons as 
he march'd to Hereford. It is remarked by I bitlact in his Me- 
morials, that Sir Marmadule Langdale, in 1644, was wounded 
in a Fight at Malpaſs in Cheſhire ; and that the ſame Year he rou- 
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ted the Parliament Forces in Northamptonſhire, and carried Pro- 
viſions into Newark. Alſo in 1645, that be reliev'd Sir John 
Winter's Houſe, beſieg'd by Colonel Maſſey, and was hurt in the 
Arm. 

Llayd, in his Memoirs, writes, that the moſt famous Action 
in thoſe Wars, was his marching with 2000 Horſe from Oxford, 
through all the Enemies Quarters and Army, to relieve Pomfret, 
ordering his March fo prudently, under the Enemies Colours, 
that he was there before they were aware of him; vanquiſhing Co- 
lonel Roſſerer and the Beſiegers, at Melton- Moubray, though twice 
in Number to his tired Forces, And return'd again to Oxford, 
after diſputing nine Paſſes, and being in 12 Skirmiſhes, routing 
firſt and laſt in that famous Expedition gooo Men. A little be- 
fore the Engagement at Naſeby, he declared for breaking into the 
aſſociated Counties, and ſo through them to the North, to chace 
away the Scots; but when that Battle was reſoly'd on, and he 
was deſired to lead the Left Wing of Horſe, he ſaid, the Averſe- 
neſs of his Men from fighting except in their own Country, and 
the tired Condition of the whole Army, would ruin his Maj — 
ty, as accordingly it did. 

He afterwards march'd into the North by the King's Com- 
mand, and having gone by many of the Enemy's Gariſons, he 
got to Ferrybrige, and ſoon after ſurpriz'd 400 of the Parlia- 
ment Party at Sherburn with their Arms, whom he kill'd and 
made Priſoners, and ſhatter'd Colonel Mren's Regiment of Horſe. 
But ſoon after he and his Forces, endeavouring to join with the 
Marquis of Aontraſi, were fallen on at Carlifle Sands (in No- 
vember 1645) where, after a ſharp Diſpute, he was routed, and 
obliged to fly into the „ of Man, hom whence he tranſported 
himſelf into Holland, And, when the King was in the Hands of 
the Uſurpers, this gallant Man came privately to wait on him at 

Curt; and of his further Proceedings the Lord Cla- 
renden gives this Account. The Scots Lords who had been in 
« England, and frequented Hamptan-Caurt, whilſt the King was 
there, to make themſelves the more gracious, had treated all 
the King's Party with all manner of Careſſes, and more parti- 
* cularly had much applied themſelves to thoſe Gentlemen of the 
North who had moſt eminently ſerved the King, and who had 
« good Fortunes there to ſupport their Intereſt. Of this kind 
* there were two notable Men, Sir Marmaduke Langdale, 
« and Sir Philip * — both Men of large and plentiful 
« Eſtates, the one in Yorifrre, the other in Cumberland and 
* Weſtmorland ; who having been in the Time of Peace eminent 
in their Country in the Offices of Juſtices of Peace, and Depu- 
e ty-Lieutenants, had, in the Beginning of the War, engaged 
* themſelves in Commands in the King's Army, with great Re- 
© putation of ſtout, diligent, and active Officers ; and continued 
to the End, and had mags as themſelves to * 
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0 Compoſition, but expected a new Opportunity to appear with 
« their Swords in their Hands. They were both looked upon 
* by the Parliament, and the chief Officers of the Army, with 
% great Jealouſy, as Men worthy to be feared, and who could 
© never be induced to comply with them. The Scottiſh Lords 
gad not been ſcrupulous to let theſe two Gentlemen know what 
„they intended, and that they made no queſtion but they fhould en- 
gage their whole Kingdom and Nation to enter into a preſent War 
„ with England on the King's Behalf ; and therefore defired them, 
« by the Intereſt and Influence they had the Northern Countries, 


to diſpoſe them to a Conjunction with them. And becauſe they 


„ knew that they two were too notorious to ſtay with any Secu- 
<« rity about Londen, much leſs in their own Country, they in- 


© vited them into Scotland, where they aſſured them, they ſbould 


& not only be ſafe, but very welcome ; and ſhould be Witneſſes of their 
Proceedings, and have Parts of their own to aft in, as ſoon as the 
« Seaſon ſhould be ripe. 

«© Theſe Gentlemen, therefore, being perſuaded that the Scot 
« would engage for the King, accepted their Invitation, and 
told them, they ſhould quickly find them in Scotland after their 
« own Return. Accordingly, after having ſecretly ſpent ſome 
« Time in their own Countries, and directed their Friends to 
de in a Readineſs when they ſhould be called upon, and in the 
„ mean Time ſettled a Way how to correſpond together, they 
e went into Scotland to thoſe who had invited them, and were 
received by them with Civility enough.“ 

The Fame of Sir Marmaduke Langdale's being well received at 


Edinburgh, and that many Englih Officers and Soldiers daily 


flocked to him, ſet (as the ſame noble Author obſeryes) all the 


Wheels going in England, fo that ſeveral had undertaken to raife 


Forces for the Reſcue of the King. And, when the Scottifh Army 
under Duke Hamilton were ready to march, Sir Marmaduke (tho 
the Scots had failed in their Promiſes to him) departed to ſurprize 


Berwick, of which the Earl of Clarendm gives a particular Ac- 
count. 


The King had promiſed that Berwick and Carliſle ſhould be 
delivered to the Scots, on Duke Hamilton's March into England ; 
whereupon, Sir Marmaduke Langdale delivered Berwick accord- 
ingly, and was required to march with all the Exgliſb to the Parts 
adjacent to Carliſle, and there to encreaſe his Troops to what 
Number he could, which he performed fo effectually, that in a very 
few Days he muſtered 3000 Foot well armed, and 700 Horſe not 
ſo well armed; all which were raiſed in Cumberland and W:/tmor- 
land, over and above the Gariſon of Carlifte, which yet remained 
under Sir Philip Muſgrave ; and, within two Days after, 500 
Horſe, well appointed, came to him out of the Biſhoprick of 
Durham and Yorkſhire, With theſe Forces he reſolved to march 
into Lancaſpire, to reduce the Parliament Troops there, which 

he 
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he could eaſily have done, the Lord Byron being ready on the Bor- 


ders of Cheſhire to have joined him. But my Lord Clarendon ob- 


ſerves, This quick Advance and Progreſs towards an Army, was not 
tuull looked on at Edinburgh; and an Expreſs was diſpatched, with 
poſitive Orders to Sir Marmaduke Langdale, not to engage or fight 
with the Enemy, on what Advantage ſocuer, till the Scottiſh Army 
ſhould come up. And, whereſoever that Expreſs ſhould cvertake him, 
he was immediately to retire with his Forces near Carliſle 3 which he 
obeyed ; when he might have marched againſt Lambert, who was ſent 
before with a leſs Strength than Sir Marmaduke commended, and 
which, in all probability, would have been —— Whereupon, 
Sir Marmaduke ſent Sir Philip Muſgrave to Edinburgh, to expoſtu- 
late on the Matter; and in the mean Time Lambert, having got- 
ten a ſtrong Body of Horſe and Foot, advanced on him, who, be- 
ingenjoined not to fight, was forced to retire to Garflile, and ſuf- 
fer himſelf to be blocked up on one Side, whilſt he ſent Letter 
upon Letter to Duke Hamilton to haſten his March, or to fend 
ſome Troops to his Aſſiſtance, and Liberty to fight the Enemy. 

It was in the middle of uh, when Duke Hamilton entered 

England with his Army, having been limited in his Command by 
the Presbyterian Party; and, as the ſame noble Author obſerves, 
made ſuch flow Marches, and quartered at fo great a Diſtance, 
that the Head-Quarter was. very often 20 Miles diſtant from 
ſome Part of the Army ; the Duke being wholly governed by the 
Lieutenant-General, and two or three other Officers, Sir Mar 
maduke Langdale marched with his Body of Engliſh, conſiſting of 
near 4000 Foot and about 1000 Horſe (which would have further 
increaſed, had it not been for the Injunction laid on him not to 

hght) always a Day before the Army, and, if his Advice had been 

followed, in all likelihood Cromwell had been defeated, But the 

Duke and his Officers would neither follow his Counſel, nor cre- 

dit his Intelligence, that Cromwell was ready to join Battle, till 

Sir Marmaduke was obliged to retreat with very — Skirmiſhes 

(in which many Men fell on both Sides) into the Head-Quarters of 

the Duke ; whither he likewiſe brought with him ſome Priſoners, 

who averred, that the whole Body of the Army was within five 

or ſix Miles, and marched as faſt as they were able. What fol- 
lowed I ſhall relate from the Earl of Clarendon. 

„The Duke was confounded with this Intelligence, and knew 
not what todo: The Army was not together; and that Part, 
© that was about him, was without any Order, and made no 
« Shew of any Purpoſe to fight. In this Amazement, the Duke 
« ſtayed himſelf, with ſome Officers, at Preton; and cauſed his 
Foot to be drawn over a Bridge, that they might march to- 
* wards Miggan, a Town in Lancaſhire, where he ſhould, as he 
© thought, find ſome Regiments, and where they might make 
* ſome Stand, till the reſt ſhould come up, In the mean Time, 
Sir Adarmaduks Langdale returned to his Troops, the Duke ha- 
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te vying promiſed to ſend him ſome Troops to aſſiſt, and that 
t ſome Foot ſhould be ſent to keep a Lane, that would flank 
& his Men upon his Retreat. Sir Marmaduke retired before the 
« Enemy, and drew up his Troops into the Cloſes near Preflon, 
4 The Enemy followed him cloſe, and preſſed him very hard; 
* notwithſtanding which, he maintained the Diſpute for above 
c ſix Hours with great Courage, and with very great Loſs to the 
« Enemy in Officers and common Soldiers; inſomuch, as the 

cc ſeemed to retire, at leaſt, to make a Stand. And, in all this 
„“ Time, the Scots ſent him no Aſſiſtance, but concluded, that it 
« was not CromwelPs whole Army that aſſaulted him, but only 
« ſome Party, which he would himſelf be well enough able to diſ- 
« engage himſelf from. And Sir Marmaduke Lengdale told me often 
« afterwards, that he verily believed, if one thouſand Foot had then 
« been ſent to him, he jhould have gained the Day: And Cromwell 
ec himſelf acknowledged, that he never ſaw Foot fight fo deſpe- 
& rately as they did. 

© The Scott continued their March over the Bridge, without 
t taking Care to ſecure the Lane, which he had recommended 
* to them; by which Cromtvell's Horſe came upon his Flank, 
« whilſt he was equally preſſed in the Van. So that, his excellent 
* Body of Foot being broken, Sir Marmaduke, and ſuch of his 
C Horſe as kept together, were driven into the Town; where 
& the Duke remained yet with ſome Officers ; who all retreated 
& over a Ford to the Foot, who were in equal Diſorder. For, as 
& ſoon as the Engl; Forces were broken, the Scots were preſent- 
ce ly beaten from the Bridge, and forced to a very diſorderly 
e March. And at length, at Warrington and Uxeter, without 
« any Reſiſtance, the Duke and his Forces yielded themſelves 
« Priſoners. | 

Sir Marmaduke Langdale was alſo taken Priſoner, when his 
Forces were broken; but, before he went for Scotland, he concert- 
ed with his Friends in Yor4fire the Surpriſal of Pomfret Caſtle, 
which was accordingly executed, and was now the only Gariſon 
that ſtood againſt the Power of the Uſurpers. Cromwell therefore, 
after the Deſeat of the Scottiſb Army, ſent General Rainſborough to 
reduce them; but not being yet come before the Caſtle, and 
keeping his Head. Quarters at Doncaſter, 10 Miles from it, they 
reſolved to endeavour to take him Priſoner, and exchange him for 
Sir Marmaduke Langdale, who was in cloſe Confinement in Not- 
tingham Caſtle ; and the Parliament had declared, they would mat: 
him an Example of their Juſtice. The Gariſon of Pomfret ſucceeded 
in their Deſign of taking Rainſborough Priſoner, but were obliged 
to kill him, ſo that Sir Marmaduke was ſtill in great Danger of 
lofing his Life. 

He'afterwards, however, by careſſing his Guards, happily eſ- 
caped out of their _ and tranſported himſelf beyond the 
Seas, loyally attending King Charles the Second in his _—_ 

when 
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when he was advanced to the Dignity of a Baron of this King” 
dom, as before is mention'd. In 1659, the King's Friends hav” 
ing come to a Reſolution for a general Riſing in England on a 
Day named in Fuly, when his Majeſty went to Calais, to be rea- 
dy to land in this Kingdom, and the Duke of York to Boulogne ; 
the Lord Langdale was the principal Perſon who attended his 
Highneſs thither, But, Affairs in England not then anſwering 
Expectation, he remained Abroad till his Majeſty's Reſtoration, 
_ I dont find he had any Recompence for his Loyalty and Suf- 
rings. 

On the 9th of O, 1660, he was conſtituted Lord Licu- 
tenant of the Weſt-Riding of the County of York, and of the 
City and County of York, and Cuſtos Rotulorum thereof, And, 
departing this Life in his Houſe at Fhlme (in the Eaſt-Riding of 
Lethe 5 Augu/t 1661, was buried at Sancton. 

Llyd, before-mention'd, gives this Character of him. He 
«© was a very lean and much mortified Man, ſo that the Enemy 
* call'd him Ghof (and deſervedly, they were ſo haunted by 
% him) and carried that Gravity in his Converſe ; that Inte- 
« grity and Generoſity in his Dealings; that Strictneſs in his 
Devotion; that Experience, Moderation, and Warineſs in 
« his Counſel, and that Weight in his Diſcourſe, as much en- 
« deared Strangers to his Royal Maſter's Cauſe, and to his own 
« Perſon, in all the Countries he travelled ; as he did in many; 
and to all the Armies he engaged in, as he did in moſt then 
a- ſoot in Europe ; till he was reſtored with his Majeſty, 1660; 
« when, after appearing in Parliament as Baron Langdale of 
« Holme, he return'd to his conſiderable Eſtate in Yorkfhire, 
« having loſt 160000 J. in his Majeſty's Service, without an 
other Recompence than the Conſcience of having ſuffer'd it 
Þ — a good Cauſe, and acquitted himſelf bravely, and played the

nas I have already mentioned in the Family of the Earl of Berkley, 


Which Sir Maurice, ſecond Son, was one of the moſt famous Men 
in his Time. In 9 Edward II. he ſerved * with his Father in the 
Wars in Scotland; and in 15 Edward II. when his ſaid Father, 
for adhering to Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, was ſent Priſoner to 
Wallingford Caſtle, this Maurice, with Thomas his elder Brother, 
d made great Devaſtation and Spoil on the Spencer's Lands, who 
were the great Favourites of King Edward II. 

In the 1ft Year of King Edward III. his Lands having been 
ſeized for his Activeneſs in that Rebellion of Thomas Earl of Lan- 
caſter, © he had Reſtitution of them, and was conſtituted Gover- 
nor * of Proudh:n Caſtle in Northumberland, In 2 Edward III. be 
was © preſent in Council with the King, on the Delivery of the 
Great-Seal to the Biſhop of Lincoln; and, the ſame Year, was 
made f Conſtable of the Tower of London, and & Governor of the 
Caſtle at Glouceſter. He was, in thoſe Days, in ſuch high Eſteem 
for martial Atchievements, that, amongſt other the Accoutre- 
ments, prepared for certain Juſts and Tournaments in 3 Edward 
III. divers Surcoats were“ depicted with his Arms,

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In 4 Edward III. he was retained to ſerve the King, during 
Life, in his Wars, with 14 Men at Arms; but, in Time of 
Peace, with his own Perſon only ; for which he had a Grant of 
90 J. per Anmum out of the Exchequer, and likewiſe of the Ferme 
of Andover. And, in 5 Edward III. in Conſideration of his good 
Services, had a Grant * of the Manors of Mawerden and Vin- 
ferton in Com. Heref. which were the Lord Mertimer's of Chirke ; 
as alſo of the! Manors of Penrith in Com. Cumbr. He had like- 
wiſe a Grant w, for Life, of the Manors of Fulbrate and Mast- 
hall; and of divers Lands in Upton, Tometone, and Swynebroke, in 
Com. Oxon ; which were Part of the Poſſeſſions of Hugh le De- 
ſpencer the elder. Alſo, in 8 Edward III. had a Grant of the 
Cuſtody of all the Lands in England and Wales, which Jahn Mal- 
travers lately held of the Inheritance of Fohn Giffard of Brimsfield, 
deceaſed ; and which, by the Forfeiture of the ſaid Fohn de Mal- 
travers, came to the Crown; and, the ſame Year, received Com- 
mand to march with the King into Scatland. 

In 9 Edward III. he was again in Scotland, in the Company 
of Thomas Lord Berkley, his Brother; and, in 11 Edt. III. had 
another Grant 4 of the Inheritance of the Manors of King's-Stan- 
ley, Roe-hampton, Stone-houſe, Stoke-Giffard, and Walls, in Com. 
Glouc. Aſherton, Corton, Sharnton, Codeford, and Stapleford, in 
Com. Wilts, which likewiſe came to the Crown by the Rebellion 
of the ſaid Fohn Giffard. In which Year he was joined in Com- 
miſſion * with James de Audley (being then Lords of Cantavagham 
in Seuth-Wales) to array 300 Men for the King's Wars in Scot- 
land, and 500 more for his Wars in Gaſcoigne : But he attended 
the King in his Expedition into Scotland, when the Nobility of 
that Kingdom ſubmitted to King Edward. 

In 12 Edward III. he attended the King in his Expedition into 
France ; and, in 13 Edward III. for his ſpecial Merits and Ser- 
vices, had a Grant * of the Inheritance of the Caſtle and Manor 
of Brimsfield in Com. Glouc. forfeited to the Crown by the Rebel. 
lion of Jahn de Maltravers. Alſo the ſame Year, * being one of 
the Secretaries to the King, he was commiſſioned, with //ilkam 
Earl of Salisbury, and others, to treat with Lewis Earl of Han- 
ders, about a Marriage between //abel, the King's Daughter, and 
Lewis, Son to the ſaid Earl, Alſo was join'd in Commiſſion * 
with John Duke of Lorrain, and others, to treat with the faid 
Earl of Flanders about an Alliance, &c. and was one of thoſe, 
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by whoſe Counſel William, Marquis of Juliers, “ was ſent to the 
Emperor on certain Negotiations. In 14 Edward III. he at- 
tended * the King into Flanders; and, in 15 Edi. III. at a great 
Tournament proclaimed by the King, on the Birth of his Son 
Edmund of Langley, to which came the Earl of Hainault and o- 
ther Foreigners of Note, he behaved ſo well, that, in Conſidera- 
tion of his high Proweſs, he was advanced * to the Dignity of a 
Banneret, together with the valiant Thomas de Bradfton, his in- 
ſeparable Companion. In 16 Edward III. he was, amongſt o- 
thers, ſummoned ® to the King's great Council, held at W:/tmin- 
ter, on the Morrow after the Clauſe of Eafter. Alſo, the fame 
Year, © was in that Expedition then made into Brittany, receiy- 
ing Wages for himſelf a Banneret, 4s. per Diem; for his four 
Knights, 2 5. per Diem; for his 15 Eſquires, 12d. per Diem; 
and for 20 Archers on Horſeback, each 6 d. per Diem; and there- 
upon received 28 Packs of Wool, at 6 J. per Pack. 

In 17 Edward III. he was joined in Commiſſion © with Ferry 
de Percy and Thomas de Lucy, to treat with William Earl Douglaſs, 
about an Alliance between them, and to receive him into the 
King's Favour, As alſo, commiſſioned, with others, to treat of 
Peace between King Edward and the Kings of France and Scot- 
fand ; and was conſtituted © one of the Guardians of the Marches 
of Scotland. The ſame Year, he again attended * the King into 
France, and was joined in Commiſſion with the Earls of Lancaſter 
and * Derby, and others, to treat with the Commiſſioners of the 
King of France, touching the King's Right to the Crown of that 
Realm, in the Preſence of the Pope at Avignon, who was not to 
fit as Judge in the Controverſy, but only as a private Perſon and 
common Friend. Accordingly, - they ſtated the King's Right be- 
fore the Pope and ſeveral Cardinals, propounding Arguments, and 
ſolving Objections of all Sorts, by the Laws of the Tables, by 
Reaſon, by Example, and Scripture; which are ſet forth in a 
Manuſcript of the late Learned Dr. Stillingfleet, Biſhop of I or- 
cefter. In 19 Edw. III. he attended * the King again into 
France; alſo, in 20 Edward III. was again in thoſe Wars“, ha- 
ving in his Retinue ſix Knights, 32 Eſquires, 30 Archers on 
Horſeback, and 200 Archers on Foot : When, after being in the 
Battle of Cra, he died in the Camp before Calais, on the 12th 
of February, the next enſuing Year, Whereupon, Thomas, his 
Son and Heir, in Conſideration of the Merits and laudable Ser- 
vice of his Father, at the Siege of that Town, had, the third Day 
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after his Death, a Grant of the Profits of his own Wardfhip, and 


of his Lands and Marriage. His Mother was Margaret, Daugh- 
28 Berkley of Ulty in Gloncefterſhire, who died in 26 


The faid Sir Thomas Berkley, Kt. their Son and Heir, tho? very 
young, was with his Father at the Battle of Creſſey, as alſo when 
he died, at the Siege of Calais. And, ſerving King Edward III. 
in his Wars, was in the Battle of Poitiers, in 30 Edward III. 
The Year after, he was returned to Parliament one of the Knights 
of the Shire for the County of Glouceſter, and died in 35 Edward 
III. leaving Iſſue by Catharine his Wife, Daughter ® of Sir John 
de Bitton, Kt. Maurice his Son and Heir. 

Which Sir Maurice Berkley (for he was alſo knighted) was ſeat- 
ed at Stoke-Gifford in Glocefler ſhire, and, by his Wife Catharine, 
Siſter and Coheir of John de la Botetort, Lord of Meley Caſtle in 
Worceſterſhire, had Iſſue a Son of his own Name. 

hich Maurice was alſo knighted ; and, in 15 Richard II. 
was one of the Knights for the County of Glaucgſler, in the Par- 
liament then held; and, by Jaan his Wife, Daughter of Sir 
Jam Dinham, had Iſſue a Son, alſo named Maurice. 

Which Maurice, in 5 Henry IV. on the Inquiſition, taken 
after the Death of Foyce, Wife of Sir Fugh Burnel (who died 
without Iſſue by him) was found one of her Couſins and Coheirs, 
the faid Foyce being ſole Daughter of John Botetort, who died in 
the Life-time of his Father, Jom Lord Botetort, whereby he poſ- 
ſeſſed Weley Caſtle in Worceflerſpire ; and, having ſerved in Par- 
liament, as one of the Knights for Gloucefterfbire*, in the 3d and 
7th Years of King Henry VI. died in the 4th of King Edward 
IV. leaving Iſſue, by Ellen his Wife, Daughter of M illiam Mont- 
fort, William Berkley his Son and Heir. 

This William was made one of the Knights of the Bath, at the 
Coronation of King Richard III. and, aſſiſting the ſaid King, 
and fighting valiantly on his Behalf in the Battle of Boſworth, he 
was attainted in Parliament in the firſt Year of King Henry VII. 
But, obtaining his Pardon, he died in 16 Henry VII. having 
married Anne, Daughter of Sir Humphry Stafford, Kt. by whom 
he had Iſſue Richard Berkley his Son and Heir. 

Which Richard was ſeated at Stoke-Gifford in Gloucefterſhrre,. 
and died in 4 Henry VIII. having taken to Wife Elizabeth, Daugh- 
ter of Sir Coning:by, Kt. by whom he left two Sons, 
Sir Jahn Berkley of Stoke-Gifford, Anceſtor to the Family at that 
Place, and Sir Maurice BerMey of Bruton in Somerſetſdire. 

The faid Sir Maurice was Standard-bearer to King VIII. 
King Edward VI. and Queen Elizabeth, In the firſt Year of 
Queen Mary, riding o caſually to London, he met with Sir Tho- 
Ex Collect, B Wilks Am 
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mas Wiat at Temple-Bar, and, perſuading him to yield himſelf to 
the Queen, he took his Advice, and, mounting behind Sir Mau- 
rice, rode to the Court, His Laſt Will bears Date at Bruton in 
Somerſetſhire, on the Toth of February, 1579, 22 Elizabeth, and 
the Probate thereof, the 16th of November, 1581. He orders his 
Body to be buried where he departs this Life, and bequeaths to 
Elizabeth his ſecond Wife, Daughter of Anthony Sands, of Throw. 
ley in Kent, Eſq; his Manſion and Manor of Bruton, during Life; 
and to Edward his ſecond Son, his Manſion at Datchet, and other 
Lands ; to Robert his fourth Son, his Manor of Patenden in Kent, 
and other Lands, and conſtitutes Henry Berkley, his eldeſt Son, 
fole Executor ; and Overſeers for the Performance of his Will, 
Sir George Speake, and Sir Richard Berkley, Kts. 

His firſt Wife was Catharine, Daughter of William Blount, 
Lord Montjzyy, who died the 25th of February, 1559, and was 
buried at Datchet ; by whom he had Iſſue * two Sons, Henry and 
Edward, and four Daughters ; Gertrude, Wife of Edward 
Horne ; Elizabeth, married to Fames Percival, ſecond of that 
Name, of I gſton Gordein in the County of Semerſet, Eſq; whoſe 
Grandſon, T homas Percival, was the laſt Heir Male of that Branch 
of the Family, of which John, now Earl of Egmont, is the 
Chief; Anne, to Nicholas Poynings of Adderley'; and Frances, 
who died unmarried, 

Elizabeth, ſecond Wife, was buried on the North-Side of 
the Church of St. James Clerkenwell, London, where a Tomb is 
erected to her Memory, with her Effigies lying thereon (but now 
much damnified, having Pews built before it) with this In- 
ſcription.

His eldeſt Son, Sir Henry Berkley of Bruton", knighted by Queen 
Elizabeth, Anna 1585, had to Wife Margaret, Daughter of 
William Liggon, of Maithfield in Com. Staff. Eſq; by whom he 
had three Sons; Sir Maurice, Sir Henry, of Yarlington in Com. 
Somerſ. who married Elizabeth, Daughter of Henry Nevil, of 
Billingbeer in Com.

miſhes with the Enemy, at length not only reduced it to his 
Majeſty's Obedience, but moſt valiantly repulſed their Fleet, 
then at Topſham, under the Command of Robert Earl of Mar- 
wick, taking three of their Ships in that Harbour: Whereupon 
he was conſtituted Governor of that great City, and General of 
all his Majeſty's Forces in Devonſbrre. Nn 

He was in ſuch Favour with the Queen, that ſhe ” choſe Zxe- 
ter to lie - in at, when ſhe was delivered of the Princeſs Henriet- 
ta-Maria, who was married to the Duke of Orleans. And in a 
Letter from her Majeſty to the King, dated March 13, 1644, 
are theſe Expreſſions *, Farewell, my Dear Heart : Behold the 
Mark which you defire to have to know when 1 defire any thing in 
earneſt . I pray begin to remember what I ſpoke to you concerning 
J Berkley.” for Ma er of the Wards.

After Sir Thomas Fairfax had defeated the King's Forces, he 
laid Siege to Exeter, which was defended by Sir Jam Berkley for 
three Months, till being diſtreſſed for Want of Proviſions, and 
no Relief expected, he ſurrendered the City on the 1 3th of April, 
1645”, on moſt honourable Conditions. "That the Princeſs 
„Henrietta ſhould depart to any Place in England or Wales, till 
« his Majeſty ſhould give Order for her Diſpoſal. That net- 
ether the Cathedral, nor any of the other Churches, ſhould be 
« defaced. That the Gariſon ſhould march out according to the 
& moſt honourable Cuſtom of War, with their Arms, c. and to 
« have free Quarter all the Way; and not to be compelled to 
march above 10 Miles a Day, to the Places agreed on. The 
* Compoſition of Perſons of Quality ſhould not exceed two 
« Years Purchaſe, That all Perſons, comprized within theſe 
« Articles, ſhould quietly and peaceably enjoy all their Goods, 
« Debts, and Moveables, during the Space of four Months next 
« enſuing ; and be free from all Covenants, Oaths, and Proteſ- 
« tations ; and have Liberty, within the fald four Months (in 
« caſe they ſhould not make their Compoſitions with the Par- 
% liament) to go beyond Sea (for which they ſhall have Paſſes) 
to diſpoſe of their ſaid Goods, Debts, and Moveables, allowed 
« by theſe Articles, Cc. 

Sir Fohn Berkley, after the ſaid Surrender, and ſpending his 
four Months allowed by the Articles to ſollicit his Affairs where he 
would, tranſported himſelf into France, and waited on the Queen 
at Paris, being ſtill a menial Servant to her Majeſty, And ha- 
ving, whilſt he was in Treaty for the Delivery of Exeter, con- 
tracted ſome Acquaintance with the Officers of the Parliament 
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- Army, he was ſent by the Queen (when the King was in C 

of the Army) to endeavour to bring the chief Officers to Reaſon, 
__ had her Majeſty's Letter of Recommendation of him to the 
King. 

On his Arrival, he had Leave from the ſuperior Officers of the 
Army to wait on his Majeſty ; and he, with Colonel Aſburn- 
ham, were the two principal Agents, for conferring with the 
King's Friends, and the Officers of the Army, and on whoſe 
Information and Advice his Majeſty principally depended ; it 
being thought at that Time, on the high Conteſts between the 
Parliament and the Army, both would be willing to make the 
King the Umpire, 

But when the Army had ſubdued all Oppoſition, and the Par- 
liament and they had agreed, the chief Officers came rarely to the 
King at Hampton-Court, nor (as the Earl of Clarendon writes) 

had they the ſame Countenances towards Berkley and Aſoburn- 
«<< ham, as they uſed to have; nor at Leiſure to ſpeak with them, 
and, when they did, aſked captious Queſtions, and gave An- 
* {wers themſelves of no Signification. And their Agitators ſent 
* Propolitions to the King, as ruinous to the Church, and de- 
* ſtructive to the Regal Power, as had been yet made by the 
Parliament; and, in ſome Reſpects, much worſe, and more 
<«. diſhonourable ; and faid, if his Majeſty would conſent thereunto, 
<<, they wauld apply themſelves to the Parliament, and do the beſt they 
% could to perſuade them to be of the ſame Opinion, But his Majeſty 
rejected them with more than uſual Indignation, not without 
< ſome Reproaches upon the Officers for having deluded him, 
and having prevailed in all their own Deſigns, by making the 
World believe that they intended his Majeſty's Reſtoration and 
Settlement upon better Conditions than the Parliament was 
« willing to admit.“ Whereupon the King, believing they had 
a Deſign to murther him, reſolved to tranſport himſelf beyond 
The ſame noble Author writes, that when the King eſcaped 
(which was on the 11th of November, 1647) Afbburnham alone 
ſeemed to know what they were to do, Sir John Berkley and Colo- 
nel Legg having received only Orders to attend. And Sir Fobz 
Berkley, in his Account of that unfortunate Affair, clears him- 
ſelf from having been conſulted about it, before the King had 
eſcaped, which the Earl of Clarendon agrees in. His Narrative 
begins thus, In the Year 1647, her Majeſty and his Highneſs 
the Prince of Wales, were pleaſed to ſend me into Holland, to 
* condole the Death of the Prince of Orange; and, having per- 
formed that Office, I returned with Mr, Jahn and Mr. Wilkam 
<6 Aſbburnham, to France, by the Way of Calais, where we met 
„with the News of his Majeſty's being ſeized by one Cormt 
*« Toyce in Holmby- Houſe, from whence he was carried with a 


Guard of 400 Horſe towarys the Army, the Cornet producing 
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*© no Authority whereby to warrant this Proceeding. The next 
« Poſt brought us Advertiſement to Calais, that his Majeſty 
« was well received by the Officers and Soldiers of the Army, 
„ and that there were great Hopes conceived, that they would 
« both concur to eſtabliſh his Majeſty in his juſt Rights. From 
&« Calais we went to Rouen, where we met a Confirmation of 
6 this Intelligence, and heard withal, that one Sir Edward Ford 
« (who was Brother-in-Law to Commiſlary-General [reton) 
« was ſent by her Majeſty and his Highneſs the Prince of ales 
« into England, to diſcover the Intentions of the Army, and to 
promote an Agreement between his Majeſty and them. From 
« Nauen we went to St. Germain's, where we were no ſooner 
« arrived, but we heard that Mr. Denham (who, during his Im- 
« priſonment, had contracted a great Familiarity with Peters, 
4 a Preacher, and a powerful Perſon in the Army) was diſpatch- 
«© ed with a Commiſion to the like Effect with that of Sir Ed- 
& ward Ford, As I was going up to her Majeſty, I met acciden- 
© tally with my Lord C r, who ſcarce had ſaluted me, be- 
“fore he told me, that I muſt prepare myſelf immediately for 
another Journey, her Majeſty being reſolved to ſend me into 
« England after Sir Edward Ford and Mr. Denham. I anſwer- 
© ed, that I had no Paſs, nor any Acquaiatance with any one 
© of the Army; and that I doubted, if the King's Party ſhould 
* come too thick upon them at firſt, thoſe of the Army would 
“ be jealous they ſhould have too many Sharers in the Places and 
« Preferments ay might perhaps meditate to procure and pre- 
« ſerve to themſelves. His Lordſhip replied, That, if I were 
&« afraid to go into England, her Majeſty and his Highneſs would 
« ſerve themſelves of ſome other Perſon, becauſe they conceived 
« it neceſſary to employ ſome to the Army, that might be ſup- 
&* poſed to have greater Truſt both with the Queen in France, 
“ and with the E in England, than either Sir Edward Fund 
„ or Mr. Denham had. I returned, That if, after a ſerious 
« Condſieration, it ſhould be judged of Uſe to diſpatch me into 
„% England, I would adventure, tho' I had not the Honour to be 
« very well known to his Majeſty, and therefore could not ex- 
0 pect any great Truſt from him. To that Part his Lordſhip 
« replied, That there was an Intention to ſend Mr. Jahn A- 
© burnham after me; but that he would not go without a 
“% Paſs, and therefore, that I ſhould have it added to my In- 
4 ſtructions to procure him cne, Within few Days after, I 
* had my Diſpatch, and went by the Way of Dice, where I 
% met with Mr. J/illiam Leg, of the Bed-chamber to his Ma- 
« jeſty, He embarked with me for England; we arrived at 
* Haſtings, and from thence went the next Day towards Londen, 
% Two Miles on this Side Tunbridge, I met with Sir Allen Apfley, 
* who had been my Lieutenant- Governor of Exeter, and after- 
« wards Governor of Barn/taplz in the County of Devon. He 
told me, that he was going to me from Cromwel, and ſome. 
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* other Officers of the Army, with Letters, and a Cypher and 
* Inſtructions. I thought this Rencounter no ill Omen to my 
future Proceedings. Sir Allen Apfley told me, I ſhould have to 
do with ſubtle Men, that governed themſelves by other Max- 
« ims than the reſt of the World: I remember, I anſwered, 
* that the Caution was good, and that I would arm myſelf the 
& beſt I could; but that it was hard to ſecure ourſelves from ma- 
&« licious Men, when we were abſolutely in their Power. I 
took the beſt Information I could from Sir Allen Apfley, and 
reſolved with him to go into London, before I went to the 
King or the Army, that I might be enlightened by the moſt 
able Men of our Party.” | 

It is further ſet forth in the Narrative, That, by his Inſtructi- 
ons from the Queen and the Prince, he was to endeavour to in- 
Eline his Majeſty to comply with the Army, as far as would 
ſtand with his Honour and Conſcience. But that, the King not 
following his Advice, he procured a Paſs for Mr. Aſaburnbum, 
with whom he hoped he might prevail, and he with his Majeſty, 
His Conferences with Cromwel, . &c. are too long to be inſerted 
here, I ſhall therefore only obſerve, with what Honour, and Diſ- 
intereſtedneſs, he acted, om the Time of the King's Eſcape from 
Hampton-court, and during his Confinement in the e of Wight. 
The Earl of Clarendon, in his Hiſtory of the Rebellion, tho' no 
Friend to Sir Jom Berkley, ſays of him, that when Governor 
Hammond demanded that Mr. Afbburnham might ftay with him, 
and Sir Jahn might go to the King to acquaint him with what 
had been agreed on in the We Wight, Mr. Afbhurnham refus'd 
fo to do; but that Berkley offer'd himſelf to remain with him, 
whilſt A/hburnham ſhould attend his Majeſty, This Affair in the 
Narrative is made more clear. It ſets forth, that he and Mr. Aþ- 
burnham had the King's Orders to let the Governor know, that 
his Majeſty had made Choice of him to put himſelf in his Hands, 
as a Perſon of good Extraction, &c. and to defire his Pro- 
«© miſe to protect his Majeſty and his Servants to the beſt of 
his Power, and if it {hou d happen that he ſhould not be 
* able to do it, then to oblige himſelf to ſuffer them to make 
« their Eſcape.” The Narrative goes on thus, With theſe 
<«<Tnſtrutions we parted ; but, before I had gone ten Yards, 
« 1 return'd to his Majeſty, and faid I had no Knowledge 
« of the Governor, and therefore could not tell whether he 
might not detain us in the Iſland; and therefore advis'd his 
«« Majeſty, if we came not to him by the next Day, to think 
* no more of us, but ſecure his own Eſcape. Ha Majeſty 
« thank'd me for the Caution, and purſued his Way, and 
« Mr, Afburnham and I ours. We came to Limington that Night, 
* but could not paſs, by reaſon of a violent Storm that blew. 
The next Morning we got over, and had then eight Miles to 
the Caſtle of Carridbrackt, where the Governor dwelt, where 
* we came after ten in the Morning, and found him pn 
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When we overtook him, Mr. A/bburnham deſired me to 
“ open the Matter to him, which he would afterwards ſecond 
«© himſelf, On delivering our Meſſage to him, he grew fo 
«© pale, and fell into ſuch a Trembling, that I did really believe 
* he would have fallen off his Horſe : Which Trembling conti- 
* nu'd with him at leaſt an Hour after, in which he broke out 
* into paſſionate and diſtracted Expreſſions, ſometimes ſaying, 
* O Gentlemen ! you have undone me by bringing the King 
« into the Iſland, if at leaſt you have brought him; and, if you 
* have not, pray let him not come; for what between my 
* Duty to his Majeſty, and my Gratitude for this freſh Obli- 
« gation of Confidence, and my obſerving my Truſt to the 
* Army, I ſhall be confounded : Otherwhile he would talk to 
a clean contrary Purpoſe, I remember, to ſettle him the bet- 
* ter, I aid, That, be thanked, there was no Harm done z 
* that his Majeſty intended a Favour to him and his Poſterity, 
i in giving an Occaſion to lay a great Obligation upon him, and 
* ſuch as was very conſiſting with his Relation to the Army, 
* who had fo ſolemnly engaged themſelves to his Majeſty : But, 
if he thought otherwiſe, his Majeſty would be far from impo- 
* fing his Perſon upon him. To that he replied, That then, if 
4c his Majeſty ſhould come to any Miſchance, what would the 
& Army and Kingdom fay to him, that had refuſed to receive 
& him 4 To this I replied, That he did not refuſe him, who was 
© not come to him. He returned, That he muſt needs know 
„ where his Majeſty was, becauſe he knew where we were, I 
* told him, he was never the nearer for my Part; He then be- 
& gan a little to ſweeten, and to wiſh that his Majeſty would 
have repoſed hinifelf abſolutely upon him, becauſe it would 
te have been much the better for both. I then went to Mr. 
&© Atburnham, and told him, that this Governor was not a Man 
te for our Purpoſe, and that for my Part, I would never give my 
4 Conſent that his Majeſty ſhould truſt him. Mr. Afburnham 
& acknqwledged that he did not like him; yet, on the other 
“ Side, he much feared what would become of his Majeſty, if 
«© he ſhould be diſcovered before he had made his Point, and 
t made appear what his Intention was; for then he would: be 
& accuſed of what his Enemies pleaſed to lay upon him. I res 
& plied, That if we returned not that Night, his Majeſty would 
&© be gone to Sea, I perceived Mr. Afhburnham liked not that ſo 
&* well, and therefore took the Governor to taſk apart, and, af 
& ter ſome Conference, came both to me; and the Gover- 
* nor ſaid, that, ſince we deſired it, he would ſay; that becauſe ' 
he believed his Majeſty had made Choice of him as a Perſon of 
*© Honour and Honeſty, to lay this great Truſt upon, therefore 
&© he would not deceive his Majeſty's Expectation. I repliedy 
© That Expreſſion was too general, and did not come home to 
& our Inſtructions. He then made many Diſcourſes not much 
& to the Purpoſe, during Yrs ho EEE: bangers 
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« Mr, Ahburnhzm and me; and, when he found me ſtill unſatiſ- 
4 fied, he added, that I was harder to content than Mr. Afbburn- 
% ham, and he did believe that his Majeſty would be much eaſier 
5 pleafed than either; and thereupon concluded, that I ſhould go 
« into the Caſtle, and that Mr. Aſbburnbam ſhould take his Horſe 
and go to the King, and tell his Majeſty what he ſaid, I embraced 
the Motion moſt readily, and immediately went over the Bridge 
into the Caſtle, tho' I had the Image of the Gallows perfect- 
ly before me. Mr. Afhburnham went, I believe, with a better 
Heart to Horſe ; but before he was gone half a flight Shot, the 
© Governor (being before the Caſtle-gate) called to him, and had 
* a Conference of at leaſt a quarter of an Hour with him, to what 
& Purpoſe I never knew until I came into Holland, where a Gen- 
«* tleman of good Worth and Quality told me, that the Governor 
* affirm'd afterwards in London and in other Places, that 
„he then offer'd to Mr. A/hburnham, that I ſhould go, and he 
* ſhould ſtay, as believing his Majeſty to be leſs willing to ex- 
< poſe him than me, but that Mr. Afbburnham abſolutely refuſ- 
„ed. Whatever paſs'd between them, I am ſure they came 
* both back to me; and the Governor, putting himſelf between 
„us, faid, that he would ſay that which he was ſure ought to 
* content any reaſonable Man, which was, that he did believe 
his Majeſty relied on him as on a Perſon of Honour and Ho- 
* neſty, and therefore he did engage himſelf to us to perform 
* whatever could be expected from a Perſon of Honour and Ho- 
neſty. Before I could make any, Mr, Aſbburnham made this 
«© Reply, I will ant m more, The Governor then added, Let 
« us then all go to the King, and acquaint him with it. Mr. 
% Aſhburnham anſwer'd, With all my Heart. I then broke from 
* the Governor, who held me in his Hand, and went to Mr. A- 
« burnham, and faid, What do you mean, to carry this Man to 
the King before you know whether he will approve of this Un- 
* dertaking or no? Undoubtedly you will ſurprize him. Mr. 
1% Aſhburnham ſaid nothing but, PH warrant you : And ſo you 
* ſhall, ſaid I ; for you know the King much better than I do, 
and therefore, when we ſhall come where the King is, I aſſure 
you I will not ſee him before you have ſatisfied his Majeſty 
concerning your Proceedings. Well; he would take that 
« upon him. I then defir'd he would not let the Governor car- 
< ry any with him, that in all Events we might the more ea- 
<« fily ſecute him, which he conſented to. Nevertheleſs, when 
<< we came to Cows Caſtle, where we were to take Boat, Ham- 
« mond took Bastet, the Governor of that Caſtle, along with 
* him; and, when I complain'd of it to Mr. Afbburnham, he an- 
„ ſwer'd, It was no matter, we ſhould be able to do well e- 
« nough with them two. When we came to Titchfield, my 
Lord of Southamptor's Houſe, Mr. Aſpburnham, according to his 
<< Promiſe, went up to the King, and left me below with Ham- 
nnd and Basket, I afterwards underſtood, that when Mr. 
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< Aſhbburnham had given an Account of our Meſſage and the 
* Governor's Anſwer, and came to ſay that he was come along 
with us, to make good what he had promis'd, his Majeſty 
« ſtruck himſelf upon the Breaſt and ſaid, I hut ! have you brought 
* Hammond with you O, you have undone me; for 1 am by 
« this means made faſt from ſtirring. Mr. Aſbburnham replied, 
«© That, if he miſtr Hammond, he would undertake to ſecure 
„ him, His Majeſty ſaid, 1 underſtand you well enough, but 
„ the World would note him; if,he ſhould follow that Coug- 
<< fel, it ſhould be ſaid and believ'd that he ventur'd his Life for 
him, and that he had unworthily taken it from him. No, it 
% was too late now of thinking any thing, but going through 
«© the Way he had forc'd him upon, and leave the Iſſue to God. 
«© But when his Maj began anew to wonder that be could 
make ſo great an Overſight, Mr. Aſhburnham, having no more 
« to reply, wept bitterly. In the mean time Hammond and Bas- 
«, ket were ſo impatient at this long Stay below in the Court, 
that I was forc'd to ſend a Gentleman of my Lord Southamp- 
<< tons, to defire that his Majeſty and Mr. Afhurnham would re- 
„member that we were below. About half and Hour after, we 
« were ſent for up; but, before Hammond and Basket kiſs'd his 
«© Hand, his Majeſty took me aſide and ſaid, Sir John Berkley, I 
hope you are not ſo paſſionate as act Aſhiurnvam : Do you 
„think you have follow'd my DireCtiaps ? - I anſwered, No in- 
e deed, Sir, but it is none of my Fault, as Mr. Aſiburnbum can 
« tell you if he pleaſe ; I have expos'd my Life. to prevent it; 
« and then told his Majeſty the Sum of what had paſs'd, and 
< particularly of my being a Priſoner in the Caſtle, and of Mr. 
% Afbburnham's coming away without me, which Mr. A/bturnham 
had omitted. His Hefty judg'd that it was now too late to 
„ boggle, and therefore receiv'd Hammond cheerfully, who pro- 
«© mis'd more to his Majeſty than he had done to us, and we all 
„ went over that Night to Cows.” 

Three Days after they were ſent for by the Parliament, but 
the Governor refus'd to let them go. And thereupon Sir Toh 
-weas employed by the King and the Governor, with Letters to 
the General, to — and Jreton, but, as he relates, was 
very coldly receiv'd at Vinaſor, whereof he immediately advertis- 
ed his Majeſty by his Kinſman Henry Berkley, whom he cau- 
tiouſly took with him from the Iſe of 1/:ght, and procur'd a Paſs 
from the Governor for his Return; doubting the Event, and 
fearing his own Confinement. He ſent by him two Letters, one 
to the Governor, and the other to the King, inſorming him of 
his Danger, concluding with a moſt paſſionate Supplication to his 
Majeſty, to meditate nothing but his immediate Eſcape ; and 
finding that Cromoel and others were reſolved to bring the King 
to a Trial, he took Horſe for Londen, reſolving not to acquaint 
any Man with the Intentions. of the Army, nor of his Majeſty's 
| "IB -- M3 | intended 
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intended Eſcape, which he preſum'd would be within few Days, 
the Wind ſerving, and the Queen having ſent a Ship for that Pur- 
poſe, and preſs'd it earneſtly by her Letters, 

On his Arrival at London, the Lord Lanerick and the Lord 
Lauderdale deſired a Meeting with him, preſuming he had a Com- 
miſſion from his Majeſty to treat with them, but were ſurprized 
to find the contrary. In Diſcourſe with them he happen'd to 
fay, The laſt Mords his Majeſty ſaid to him, at Parting, were, that 
whatever he ſhould undertake to any Perſon in his Name, his Majeſty 
would make it good on the Mord of a King. Whereupon my Lord 
Lanerict replied, he would ask no more Commiſſion from him, 
believing it to be true becauſe he affirm'd it, and becauſe he had 
receiv'd the like from his Majeſty on the like Occaſion. There- 
upon he held two Conferences with thoſe Lords, and appointed 
a third; but in the interim he receiv'd a Letter from Mr. A/oburn- 
ham, requiring him, in his Majeſty's Name, to lay by all other 
Buſinets whatſoever, and return inſtantly to, the King. The 
ſame Night he receiv'd the Letter, he went out of Town, and 
the next Morning was with his Majeſty, tho' (as he writes) he 
would willingly have been excuſed the Journey, believing it was 
only to aſſiſt the King in his Eſcape. | | 

His Majeſty recciv'd him more graciouſly than ordinary, tell- 
ing him, He had always a good Opinion of hes Hong/ly and Diſcre- 
tion, but was never ſo much confirm'd in it, as by this Diſpatch from 
Windſor, for which he thanked him. During his Stay, he con- 
tinually prefi:d his Majeſty to make his Eſcape; but the Scott 
being in Treaty with the King, as alſo Commiſſioners from the 
Parliament at Londen, his Advice was not liſtened to, till (as the 
Event ſhew'd) it was out of his Majeſty's Power. The King had at 
laſt come to a Reſolution to endeavour his Eſcape, but he met with 
two great Obſtacles; the Wind in the very Inſtant became croſs, 
and his Majeſty not agreeing with the Commiſſioners from the 
Parliament, put the Governor in ſuch Fury, that he lock'd up the 
Gates of the Caſtle, doubl'd his Guards, commanding all his Ma- 
jeſty's Servants from him, and appointed a Guard over the King. 
On their Taking their Leaves, Sir John Berkley and Mr 46 
burnham inform'd his Majeſty, that had left the Captain of 
the Frigate (that was to carry him over) and two truſty Gentle- 
men of the Iſland, to aſſiſt his Eſcapes, and that they would have 
all Things in Readineſs on the other Side of the Water. But af- 
ter ſtaying three Weeks, expecting the King's coming over to 
them, and beginning to deſpair of it, Mr, Afbburnham, Mr. Legg, 
and Mr, Denham ſent Sir Jahn Berkley over to the Queen in their 
Names, to inform her Majeſty of the Danger the King was in. 
When the Duke of York had made his Eſcape from St. James's 
to Holland, the Queen immediately ſent Sir John Berkley from 
Paris to wait on the Duke as his Governor there; which was fo 
great an Uneaſineſs to Colonel Bamfield, who contriv'd his Ei- 
ial docs dba: te 
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und Infinuation to leſſen him in his Royal Highneſs's Opinion ; 
ſo that, ſome time after he had brought him to the Queen at 
Paris, lie quitted his Charge to the Lord Byron, who had before 
been appointed” his Governor by the King. 

The Queen had ſuch a Senſe of his Services, that when King 
Charles II. at Paris, call'd the Marquis of Ormond, the Lord 
ermyn, and the Lord ilnot to his Council, who, with the 
cellor of the Exchequer (after Earl of Clarendom) were to be 
conſulted in all his Affairs, ſhe very earneſtly preſs'd the Ki 
that Sir Jahn Berkley might likewiſe be of the Council, whi 
his Majeſty did not conſent to, thinking he could not refuſe the 
fame Honour to the Lord 1/:xtworth and the Lord Byron. Og 
this Affair the Chancellor of the Exchequer and he had ſome 
Diſpute, which at laſt ended in a Breach of Friendſhip between 
them,' ſo that, as the Chancellor himſelf writes, he came to him 
and told him, That fince he was reſolu'd to break all Friend/hi 
with him, which had continued now near twenty Years, he t 
it but juft to give him Notice of it, that from henceforward he might 
not expet? any Ney. from him, but that they might live towards 
each other with that Cuility only that Strangers uſe to do. The 
Chancellor told him, That the ſame Juſtice, that diſpos'd him 
to give this Notice, ſhould likewiſe oblige him to declare the 
* Reaſon of this Reſolution.” He anfwer'd, His Exception was, 
that be could not be brought to make any Promiſe ; and that their 
udgments were ſo different, that he would no more depend upon 
mw. And ſo they parted, without ever after having any Con- 
verſation with each other while they remain'd in France. | 
This, it is probable, was the Reaſon that the Earl of Clares- 
den, in his Hiſtory of the Rebellion, has endeavour'd to leflen his 
Services and Merits, tho', from what I haye obſerv'd, it may 
be juſtly ſaid, that he behav'd with Courage, Honour, and Inte- 
grity. In the Year 1652, by the Death of the Lord Byron, he 
was again at the Head of the Duke of Yor#s Family, and had the 
Management of all his Receipts and Disburſements. And the 
King *, in Conſideration of his loyal and ſucceſsful Services, ad- 
vanc'd him to the Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, by the Li- 
tle of Lord Berkley of Stratton (having gain'd there a_memorable 
Victory over the Rebels) by Letters Patent, bearing Date at 
Bruxells in Brabant, on the 19th of May 1658, in the 1oth 
Year of his Majeſty's Reign. 
On the Reſtoration of King Charles II. he was ſworn of his 
moſt Honourable Privy-Council ; and, at the latter End of the 
Year 1669, was conſtituted Lord Lieutenant of Jrelard, where 
he landed in May 167 o, and came to England in June 1671 *, leav- 
ing the Government to the Lord Chancellor and Sir Arthur 
Forbes, Lords Juſtices, ti! his Return, which was on the 23d of 
September following. He was ſucceeded by Arthur Earl of A ex, 
+ Bll. ga. de An, 16 Car, Ll, d Borlaſe's Rack. of Ireland, P. 488, 486, £84, 
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ſworn Lord Lieutenant on 5 Aug. 1672; and, in 1675, the Lord 
Berkley was ſent Ambaſſador Extraordinary to the French King. 
He departed this Life at Twickenham on the 28th of Auguft 1678, 
aged 71, and was buried at Twickenham. And Chriſtian his 
ife, Daughter and Heir of Sir Andrew Riccard (Preſident of 
the Zaft-India Company) and Widow of Henry Rich Lord Kenſing- 
ton, Son and Heir of Henry Earl of Holland, ſurviving him, di- 
ed in Auguſt 1698. They left Iſſue three Sons, and a Daugh- 
— Anne, married to Sir Dudley Cullum of Hawfted in Com, 
ff. Bart, 

Ble the eldeſt Son, ſucceeded his Father in Honour and Eſ- 
tate, and died at Sea, unmarried, in the Streights, aged 20 Years, 
three Months, and three Days, and was buried at Twickenham 21 
Sept. 1682 ; whereupon the Title and Eſtate devolv'd on John 
his ſecond Brother, 

Which John Lord Berkley, was Groom of the Stole and firſt 
Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber to Prince George of Dermart ; 
alſo, in the Reign of King William, was one of the Admirals of 
the Fleet, and Colonel of the King's ſecond Regiment of Marines. 
And having married Jane, Daughter of Sir Fohn Temple of Eaft- 
Sheen in the County of Surry, Kt. departed this Life on the 27th 
of February 1696-7, leaving only a Daughter, who died at three 
Years of Age, on the 21ſt of March following; and his Lady 
married 2dly William Bentinck Earl of Portland, Father of the late 

Duke of Portland. :

The ſaid Elizabeth, his Wife, lived a Widow upwards of 17 
Years, and writing herſelf of Thrand:/ton *, makes her Will the 
zoth of May, 1537, ordering her Body to be buried in the Chan- 
cel of the Church of Thrande/ton, and ordains Thamas Cormuallis, 
Clerk, her ſecond Son, Executor. Which Thomas was Arch- 
Deacon of Norwich ; and beſides John Cormualleys before-mention- 
ed, ſhe had other Sons, Edward, William, and Francis Corn- 
zwallis of Peckham, in the Pariſh of Camberwell in Surry, who 
ſucceeded his B Edward in the Place of Groom-Porter to 
Queen Elizabeth. 

Fobn Cornwaellis (eldeſt Son and Heir of J/illiam) was in that 
Expedition in the 13th Year of King Henry the Eighth, with 
the Earl of Surrey, Lord High Admiral, who, after ſcouring the 
Seas, landed at Morlaix in Bretagne“, and Mr. Cormuallis, be- 
having himſelf with great Bravery in ſtorming the Town, had 
1 of Knighthood conferred on him by the faid 

About the 46th Year of his Age *, he was by King Henry the 
Eighth called to be Steward of the Houſhold to Prince Edward 
his Son. In which Office he ſerved ſix Years, and departed this 
Life at Afbruge in Com. Bucks, the 23d Day of April, 1544. His 
laſt Will bears Date the roth of April, 1544, 35 Henry VIII 7. 
and the Probat thereof the 9th of July following. He firſt 
© comends his Soule to Almighty God, and to the whole Com- 


© pany of Heaven, and his Body to be buried with Chriſtian Bu- 


© rial, where it ſhall pleaſe God to ſuffer him to depart this 
© World, He orders his Executors to diſtribute, within one 
© Month after his Deceaſe, five Pounds among poor Houſholders, 
© within the Pariſhes of Broome, Ocleye, Stuſton, Thrande/ton, Yax- 
© ly, and other Towns adjoining, wherein any of his Lands lie, 
© to be divided equally between them, He bequeaths to Thomas, 
© his Son and Heir, all the Furniture of his Houſes at Broome in 
© Suffolk, Fiens in the County of Norfolk, or elſewhere, within 
© the Realm of England ; likewiſe all his Cattle, Corn, &c. upon 
Condition that he gives to his two Siſters, Anne and Mary, 
© their double Marriage Apparel, according to the Degree of 
© every ſuch Perſon or Perſons A marry withal. He 
© bequeaths to his Daughter, the Wife of the ſaid Thomas, his 
© Wife's Gown of black Velvet. To his Son Henry, his own

© Richard, late Biſhop of Norwich, of the Advouſion and Pre- 
© ſentation of the Arch-deconry of Norfolk, he wills, that when 
© it falls void, his Executors preſent his Son William to it, if fo 
* be he takes upon him Priefts Orders; but if he be not minded 
© foto doe, that he ſhould have the Nomination to the ſaid Arch- 
© deconry. He moreover bequeaths to his Daughter Anne, his 
Ring with the Rock Ruby in it, and 300 Marks to her Mar- 
© riage Portion; as alſo to his Daughter Mary 300 Marks, to 
© be paid on the Day or Days of their Marriages ; and if one 
© dyes, the other to have her Portion. He gives to his Daugh- 
© ter Haſſet his Wive's Gown of black Satten, and tomy Lady 
© Haſſet his gilt Cupp with the Cover, that had the two Ears 
© and an antick Boy with a Child in his Hand on it. He be- 
© queaths to his Brother Edward, his Gown of black Damaſk 
© wealted with Velvet, and furred with Marterns. To his Bro- 
© ther Francis, his Gown of black Satten lined with Velvet, 
© and to his Brother William, ſuch of his Apparel as his Execu- 
tors ſhall think fit, and that he ſhould have an Annuity of 5 /. 
© for Life out of his Lands in Brome, payable at the 4 Feaſts, 
© 2s alſo his Board with his Son Thomas, or on Refuſal, a farther 
© Annuity of 6 J. 13s. 44. The reſt of all his Goods, moveable 
© and immoveable, with all his Manors, Lands, &c. in the 
* Countyes of Norfolk, Suffolk, Middleſex, and London, he diſpo- 
* ſes by Deed of Settlement on Thomas his Son and Heir, and 
© conſtitutes him, with the Lady Haſſet, and John Bleuer Haſſet, 
© his Son-in-Law, Executors. 

It further appears by the Will and Settlement, that this Sir 
Jolm Cornwallis was a Gentleman of great Parts and Integrity, 
an indulgent and careful Father, as as a kind Maſter to his 
Servants, and a Maſter of Oeconomy, as appears by the Pur- 
Chaſes therein mentioned. A noble Tomb is erected to his Me- 
mory in the Chancel of the Chureh of Brome, the Figures of him 
and his Lady lying thereon under an Arch ; he in compleat Ar- 
mour, with a white Staff in his Hand, and a ſpotted Greyhound, 
dun and white, couched at his Feet; and at her Feet, a Hound 
ſpotted red and white, with four Eſcutcheons on either Side, and 
three on the Weſt End, with this Inſcription round the Tomb,

Henry, ſecond Son of this Sir Jom Cormuallis, was Anceſtor to 
thoſe of the Name at Buxton in Com, Norf. 
' Richard Cornwallis, third Son, married, according to the Ap- 
intment of his Father, Margaret Lituth, Daughter and Heir 
of Lionel Lowth, of Santry in Com. Lanc. Eſq; and was Father 
of Sir Thomas Cormoallis, Groom- Porter to Queen Elizabeth and 
King James, who died on 18 Nev. 1618, leaving Iſſue by EAi- 
zabeth his Wife, ſecond Daughter of Jam Molmenx, of in 
Com. Nog. Eſq; three Sons and one Daughter. 

Thomas Cormuallis, eldeſt Son of Sir Fohn, received * the Honour 
of Knighthood at 1 on the iſt of December, in the 
ſecond Year of King Edward the Sixth; and on that Commo- 
tion in Norfolk, er Ket the Tanner, A. D. 1549 (4 Edward 
VI) bringing Forces to the Aſſiſtance of the Marquis of Ver- 
thum pton, at that Time ſent to ſuppreſs thoſe Rebels, behaved 
himſelf with great Bravery in entering the City of Norwich, to- 
gether with the Lord Sheffield, who was there ſlain, and Sir Tho- 
mas, being overpowered ®, was taken Priſoner and detained, till 
the King's Forces relieved him. He was Sheriff of Norfolk and 
Suffolk, in the laſt Year of the Reign of that King, and coming to 
the Aid of Queen Mary, with the Forces of thoſe Counties, who, 
at the Time of the Deceaſe of King Edward, was at Framling- 
ham Caſtle in Suffolt, it was the principal Means of advancing 
that Princeſs to the Throne . Whereupon he was ſworn of her 
Privy-Council, and conſtituted Treaſurer of Calais, from whence 
he was re-called , not full two Months before the taking of the 
ſaid Town by the French. He ſerved in Parliament in the iſt 
Year of her Reign, for Gatton in Surrey t, and, in 4 and 5 of Phi 
and Mary, was elected one of the Knights for the County'of Suf- 
fell. On 25 Dec. 1557, he was made * Comptroller of the 
Houſhold, on the Deceaſe of Sir Robert Rocheſter, Knight of the 
Garter, being in great Favour with the Queen, who placed a ſpe- 
cial Confidence in him, and rely'd on his Councils. He was 
ſent to Sir Thomas Myat, at Dartford in Kent, to know the Caſe 
of his taking Arms', and on that Occaſion was alſo ſent to the 
Princeſs Elizabeth at Abridge, to acquaint her with the Queen's

Pleaſure, that ſhe ſhould immediately repair to Landen. And 


when it was debated in Council to ſend that Princeſs out of Eng. 
land, with Deſign to exclude her from the Succeſſion , Sir To- 
mas Cornwallis, by his Arguments, diſſuaded the Queen from it,

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alledging, that the People of England would take it very ill, nay, 
— — at all endure, that the next Heir to the Crown ſhould bs 
convey'd out of the Land. Nevertheleſs, on Queen Elizabeth's 
Acceffion to the Crown, being not of her Religion ', he was left 
out of the Privy-Council, and removed from his Place of Comp- 
troller of the Houſhold, which induced him to retire into the 
Country *, where he rebuilt his Manſion Houſe of Brome-Hall ; 
and departing this Life on the 26th of December, 1604 (2 Fac. I.) 
in the 86th Year of his Age, had Sepulture with his Anceſtors in 
the Church at Brome. A fine Marble Tomb is erected to 
his Memory, againſt the North Wall of the Chancel, whereon 
are the Statues of him and his Lady carved in Stone, he in Ar- 
mour, and at his Feet a white Buck couched, with a Wreath 
about his Neck of green Acorns proper, wounded in his left 
Shoulder. And at her Feet is a Falcon iſſuant, Seiant, out of a 
Crown, Or. This Inſcription being on the Tomb.

He took to Wife Ae, Daughter of Sir John 22 of 
Somerlayton in Com. Suff. Kt. and of Bridget his Wiſe, Daughter 
of Sir Robert Drury, of Halſted, by whom he had Iſſue two Sons, 
William, and Charles, as alſo three Daughters, Eliabeth, married 
to Sir Thomas Kitſon, of Hengrave in Com. Suff. Kt. Anne, 
Wife of William Halſe, of Devonſhire, Eſq; and Alice, wedded 
to Rickard Southwell, Eſqʒ. 

His ſecond Son, Charles Cormuallis, was highly eſteemed for his 
eminent Abilities. He was knighted by King James the Firſt, on 
his Arrival from Scotland ® at the Charter-Houſe, 11 May, 1603, 
who ſent him Ambaſſador into Spain, where he reſided for ſome 
Years with great Reputation ; and it is memorable of him, that 
Francis, Lord Cottington, was brought up in his Service *, who, 
from being one of his Clerks, became ſo well qualified, that, after 
being employ'd in ſeveral weighty Affairs, was advanced to 
the Dignity of a Baron of this Realm. In the Year 1610, when 
the Houſhold of Henry Prince of Males was eſtabliſhed, Sir Charles 
Cornivallis was conſtituted Treaſurer to his Royal Highneſs ; and, 
departing this Life, had Sepulture in the Pariſh Church of St. 
Giles's in the Fields, London. Elizabeth his 1ſt Wiſe, 3 
ter of Thomas Farnham, of Fincham in Com. Nerf. he had Iſſue 
two Sons, William and Thomas ; the former was a moſt ingenious 
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Gentleman, as appears by Eſſays he wrote on ſeveral Subjects, 
wherein he has lively difplay'd, with great Wit and Judgment, 
the chief Characters of Life ; which were publiſhed after his 
Death. In the Year 1632 he was knighted, and by Catharme 
his Wife, Daughter of Sir Philip Parker, of Arwartm in Com. 
Suff: left Iſſue Charles his Son and Heir. The before-mentioned 
Sir Charles Cormuallis, by his ſecond Wife, Anne, Daughter of 
Thomas Barrow, and Widow of Ralph Selden, Eſq; had Iſſue ? 
Sir Francts Cornwallis, who took to Wife Elizabeth, ſole Daugh- 
ter and Heir of Sir Henry Fones, of Abermarles, in the County of 
Carmarthen, Bart. by whom he was Father of Themas Cornwallis, 
Eſq; a moſt accompliſhed Gentleman, who married Emma, 
Daughter of Sir Fob Charlton, Kt. and Bart. and, dying the 16th 
of July, 1703, left one Son and five Daughters ſurviving, and 
— buried by his Grandfather, and Father, in the Church of St.

William Cormuallis, elder Brother of the ſaid Sir Charles, em- 
barking with Robert Devereux, Earl of Eſſex, in his Expedition 
againſt the Rebels in Ireland, A. D. 1599 4, was, for his Services 
in that Kingdom, knighted at Dublin on the 5th of Auguſt the 
fame Year, had to his firſt Wife Lucy, eldeſt Daughter and 
Coheir to John Nevil, Lord Latimer, and of Lucy his Wife, 
Daughter of Henry, Earl of Worce/ter, by whom he had Ifſue © 
William, who died young, A. D. 1565, and was buried at 
Hengrave, as a Grave · ſtone in that Church ſhews.

him in his Journey to Spain, After ſueceeding his Brother, he 
was created a Baronet *, by Letters Patent, bearing Date 4 dan,

of e ee He retired with his Majeſty, and fat among 
thoſe Members ” aſſembled at Oxford, in January, 1643 ; about 
which Time, his firſt Lady, departing this Life, was buried it:

Being of too warm a Temper to fit ſtill in thoſe. Times of 
Confuſion, he was concerned in molt of the principal Actions in 
the Civil Wars, and diſtinguiſhed for his gallant Behaviour on 
ſeveral Occaſions, particularly in the Fight at Cropredy Bridge in 
Com, Oxon, 30 June, 1644 where he reſcued the Lord M ilmot, 
then taken Priſoner by the Rebels. And, when all Places had 
furrendered to the Parliament, and his Eſtate was ſequeſtred, he 
followed King Charles the IId in his Exile; was in his Trium- 
phant Entry thro his City of London, 29 May, 1660, and, the 
next Day, was declared Treaſurer of his Majeſty's Houſhold, and 


ſworn of his Privy-Council . Alfo,, on Saturday in the Aſter- 


noon, the 2oth of "April, 1661, three Days before his Majeſty's 
Coronation, he was created, with other Noble Perſons, in the 
Banqueting- Rom at JI hitehall, a Baron of the Realm, by the 
Title of Lord Cormuallis of Eye in Com. 'Suff. © having (as the 
* Þ Preamble to the Patent ſets forth) from his Youth,. with 
great Fidelity, ſerved King Charles the Firſt in Court and 
Camp, for which he ſuffered the Loſs of his Eſtate, Impriſon- 
ment, and Exile; and, in Teſtimony of the high Eſteem his 
* Majeſty had of his Merits, he advanced him to the ſaid Degree 
and Dignity. _ | TH . 

But, ſoon after, he departed this Life, dying ſuddenly of an 
apoplectick Fit, the laſt Day of January, 1661-2, generally La- 
mented, being, as one characteriſes him ©, a Man of fo chear- 
© ful a Spirit, that no Sotrow came next his Heart; and of fo re- 
© ſolved a Mind, that no Fear came into his Thoughts; ſo per- 
« fet a Maſter of courtly and becoming Raileryz that he could 
© do more with one Word in Jeſt, than others could do with 
whole Harangues in earneſt ; a well ſpoken Man, competently 
© ſeen in modern Languages, and of a comely and goodly Perſo- 
nage.“ This Noble Lord lies buried with his Anceſtors in the

XX. TKILS Family (as the Deſcent ſheweth) was anciently 
ſeated at Apletreewick in Craven, in the County of 
York, from whence they ſpread into ſeveral flouriſhing Branches ; 
of which, John Craven of Apletreewick aforeſaid, who lived in 
the Reigns of Henry VII. and VIII, had Ifſue three Sons, 

the eldeſt, from whom is directly deſcended the preſent Lord Cra- 
ven ; William, 2d Son, and Anthony Craven, 3d Son. Which 
Wilkam Craven, by Beatrix his Wife, Daughter of John Him- 
ter, was Father of Sir William Craven, Kt. Sheriff of Londen in 
the 42d Year of Elizabeth, and Lord Mayor of that City 
in 1611, 9 Fac. I. who died on the 18th of July, 1618, 
and was buried 11 Auguft following, in St. Andrew's Underybaft, 
London, He married Elizabeth, Daughter of William Whitmore 
of Londen, Eſq; and left Iflue three Sons and two Daughters, viz. 
William his Son and Heir; Jabn, who was held in ſuch Eſteem 
by King Charles the Firſt, that, by Letters Patent, bearing Date 
at Oxford in the 18th Year of his Reign, he was advanced to 
the Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Cra- 
ven of Ryton in Com. Sal; and, having married Eltzabeth, 
Daughter of Hilliam Lord Spencer, died without Iſſue; and 
Dumas his younger Brother died unmarried.

In 1631, he was one of the Commanders of thoſe Forces ſent 
to the Aſſiſtance of that great Hero Guflavus, King of Sweden, 
then in Arms in Germany in Defence of the Proteſtants * And 
waen that Monarch, with the King of Bohemia, marched out of 
Bavaria, in Feb. 1632, and came before the ſtrong | Caſtle of 
Crutzenack, the Engliſh Voluntiers, by their Bravery in- three 
Aſſaults, obliged the Gariſon to ſurrender ; and the Capitulation 
was ſigned by William Lord Craven, and Colonel Boulin, Quar- 
ter-Mafter General of the King of Sweden's Army. The Lord 
Craven was wounded in the Aſſaults, and, on his Coming into 


the King of Sweden's Preſence, was told by him, He adventured 


fo deſperately, he bid his younger Brother fair Play for his Eſtate. 

He was afterwards ſent to the Aſſiſtance of the Elector . Pala- 
tine, who having beſieged Limegea in the Year 1637, a Battle 
enſued, wherein, the Emperor's Army being Victorious, the E- 
lector, with Difficulty, eſcap'd by Flight, and his Brother Prince 
Rupert and the Lord Craven were taken Priſoners. 

As ſoon as his Lordſhip obtain'd his Liberty, he went into the 
Service of the States of Holland under the Prince of Orange, where 
he reſided without coming to England for above 20 Years, till 
the Reſtoration of King Charles the Second. But tho? he did not 
perſonally ſerve King Charles the Firſt againſt his Rebellious Sub- 
jects, yet he manifeſted his Loyalty, in ſending him divers conſi- 
derable Supplies, as alſo to King Charles the Second in his greateſt 
Neceflities, as the King himſelf acknowledg'd after his Reftorati- 
on, when by his Letters Patient bearing Date 16 Marti, 16 Car. 
JI. he advanc'd him to higher Degrees of Honour, viz. to the Ti- 
tle of Viſcount Craven of Ufington in the ſame County of Berti, 
and Earl of Craven of Craven in Com. Ebor. 

And, by Reaſon that both his Brothers were then dead with- 
out Iſſue, the Title of Lord Craven of Hampſted- Marſhall was 
then limited, for Want of Iſſue Male of his own Body lawfully be- 
gotten, to Sir William Craven of Lenchwike in Com. Wigorn, Kt. 
and to the Heirs Male of his Body; and for Default of ſuch Iſſue, 
to Sir Anthony Craven, Kt. Brother to the ſame Sir William, and 
to the Iſſue Male of his Body. 

How great a Sufferer his Lordſhip was for his Adherence to 
King Charles the Second, is evident from a printed Caſe in thoſe 
Times, ſetting forth the great Injuſtice done him by the Parli- 
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ment of England, in confiſcating his Eſtate, By which it ap- 

rs, that, in the Year 1650, one Falconer depoſed, That the 
Lord Craven did promote a Petition, wherein ſeveral] Perſons did 
deſire, to be entertain d to ſerve the King of Scots againſt the Parlia- 
ment of England. by the Name of Barbarous and Inhuman Rebels, 
And Col. Hugh Reyly depos d Feb. 10, 1650. 


C THAT, during the late Treaty at Breda, this Informant 

did oftentimes ſee the Lord Craven with the now King 
© of Scots, in his Bed-chamber, and alſo walked Abroad with him, 
© there being no Man more converſant with the King than he, 
© That the ſaid Lord Craven, during the ſaid Treaty, did twice 
© go to Rotterdam and Dunhagh, and back again, being em-

Accordingly, his perſonal Eſtate throughout all England (which 
was of no ſmall Value) was ſeized upon as confiſcate, and fold, 
and much of it bought by Members of that Parliament who con- 
demn'd him unheard, and who probably had then in their Eye 
the Purchaſe of his Eſtate ; for ſome of them, ever after that Vote 
of Confhiſcation, violently preſs'd on the Sale of bis Eſtate, 
procuring an Act for it, which paſſed Aug. 3, 1652, and bought 
large Poſſeſſions thereof at eaſy Pennyworths.

© beſides the twenty Years Service that he hath done this 
© State, hath ſo bountifully diſtributed his Means in this Coun- 
try; in Reſpect of your Honours own Authority, who, ac- 
« cording to the Declaration thereanent, made about the Per- 
© ſons of the EN Merchants at Rotterdam, do not permit that 
© any of their Yahabitane (I forbear to ſay ſworn mW 
© bound to another State without their Knowledge and - 
© ſent, And, in Reſpect of the ſpecial Recommendation of his 
Electoral Highneſs, your Honours would pleaſe to be ſo mind- 
© ful of the ſaid Lord Craven and his Buſineſs, that he may be 
put again into the full Poſſeſſion of his Goods, fo as he hath 
©. been formerly ſeized of them, by Revocation, Annullation, os 
* otherwiſe of cancelling or avoiding the aforeſaid Condemnation, 
and the Effect thereof: That your Honours would be pleaſ- 
© ed to grant your ſpecial Letters of Recommendation for that 
5 Purpoſe to the Parliament, e 
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© the like Recommendation and Endeavours : And, if Need re- 
© quire, to make the ſame in your Treaties with the Ambaſſadors 
© of England, as hath been deem'd to be done in other Matters of 
the like Nature. Aſſuring your Honours, that the ſaid Lord 
© Craven ſhall be always ready to employ his faid Eſtate to the 
© Benefit or Good of this Country and her Inhabitants ; and that 
© his Electoral Highneſs, beſides the many other Engagements 
© which he is obliged to this State, ſhall alſo account this as par- 
© ticularly done to his Perſon or Family, and ſhall take hold 
< of all Opportunities for to ſhew his Thankfulneſs therefore 
© this State and Inhabitants.” 

But all the Intereſt the Lord Craven could make, both by the 
Elector Palatine, and the States- General, and the Precedents, 
and Witneſſes produced by his Council, could not bring the Par- 
liament to reverſe their Judgment, whereby his Lordſhip was 
kept out of his Eſtate till the Reſtoration of King Charles the Se- 
cond, It was offered to the Parliament to prove Falconer's Per- 
jury; but on their Refuſal to be Judges thereof, he was afterwards 
convicted for it in the Court of Upper Bench (as it was then called) 
when it was proved by three Witneſſes, who read and ſigned the 
Petition he ſwore to, that there were no ſuch Words in it as 
Barbarous and Inhuman Rebels, tho' Falconer himſelf often preſs d 
thoſe Words might be put in, having, without Doubt, his De- 
ſign on the Lord Craven ; and the original Draught of that Pe- 
tition was produced in Court, all of Falconer's Hand-Writing, 
which he could not deny, wherein there was not the leaſt Menti- 
on of thoſe Words, Yet, on his ſingle Teſtimony,” the Lord 
Craven loſt his Eſtate ; ſor what the other two Witneſſes, Rey! 
and Kitchingman, depoſed, carried not Treaſon, or Cauſe of Con- 
fiſcation, along with it. However, theſe Proceedings, and Sale of 
the Lord Craver's Eſtate, never paſs'd with the clear Judgment of 
the Parliament, but met with great and high Oppoſition, dividing 
four Times; when on the firſt it was carried by only a fingle 
Vote, the ſecond by two, the third by three, and the fourth 
Time by four Votes. And when the Act for Sale of his Eſtate 
was put to the Queſtion, on the Diviſion of the Houſe, there were 
20 in the Negative, and only 23 Members in the Affirmative, of 
whom nine contracted for near 5000 l. per Annum of the Eſtate, 
as appear'd by the Books of Drury-Houſe ; beſides what was 
bought in other Mens Names, for the Uſe of Members of that 
Parliament, and thoſe who were of the former Patliament, which 
voted the Confiſcation of his Eſtate, 

King Charles therefore, on his Reſtoration, taking into Con- 
ſidetation his great Loſſes in his Service, created him an Earl, 
45 befote - mentioned, and conſtituted him Colonel of the Regi- 
nient of Foot-Guards, called the Cold/tream Regiment. He was 
likewiſe of his Privy-Council, Lord-?ieutenant of the County of 
Midllliſax, and of the Borough of Southwark, and Cu/tos Rotuls- 
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rum of Berkſhire, one of the Governors of the Charter-Houſe, and 
one of the Lords Proprietors of the Province of Carolina in North» 
America. N 6 
And Sir William Craven of Lenchwicke dy ing, leaving only a 
Daughter Elizabeth (after married to Theophilus Leigh, of Long. 
brow, in the County of Gloucefter, Eſq;) he obtained a further 
Grant, by other Letters Patent, bearing Date 11 December, 17 
Car. II. that the faid Title of Lord Craven of Hamp/ted- Marſhall 
ſhould remain unto Sir William Craven, Kt. (Son of Sir Thomas 
Craven, Brother to Sir Anthony before-mentioned) and to the Heirs 
Male of his Body for ever. | 
The Earl of Craven continued in the Eſteem of King Charles 
the Second during the whole Courſe of his Reign ; and Elizabeth, 
n of . Boherza, the King's Aunt, died at his Lordſhip's 
ouſe. When King James came to the Crown, his Lordſhip 


| attended at his Coronation, and for ſome Time was in his Fa- 


your, and was ſworn of his Privy-Council ; but at length having 
Intimation, that the King would be pleaſed with the Reſignation

On King Hilkam's Acceſſion to the Crown, the Earl being ve- 
rf er his Regiment was beſtow'd on that gallant Soldier, Ge- 
Talmaſb, and the Earl of Clare was conſtituted Lord-Lieu- 
tenant of the County of Middleſex. But his Lord(bip, to the 
Time of his Death, was ever ready to ſerve the Publick, and was 
particularly famous for giving Directions in extinguiſhing Fires 
in the City of 'Lowdan and Suburbs; of which he had fo early In- 
telligence, and was ſo ready to mount on Horſeback to aſſiſt with 
his Preſence, that it became a common Saying, His Horſe ſmelt a 
Fire as ſoon as it . | 
His Lordſhip, in his younger Days, was one of the moſt ac- 
compliſhed Gentlemen in Europe, an uſeful Subject, | charitable, 
abſtemious as to himſelf, generous to others, familiar in his Con- 
verſation, and was univerſally beloved, He died unmarried on 
the 9th of April, 1697, aged 88 Years and 10 Months, and was 
buried at Pini near Coventry, 20 April following.

Hall, according to the Entail, devolved (by the Death of Sir An-

Sir Thomas Craven, third, but eldeſt ſurviving Son of Robert 
Craven, was born in the Year 1611, and having married Anne, 
Daughter of Francis Proctor of Beckwith, in the Pariſh of Horton 
in Com. Ebor. departed this Life on the 15th of April, 1682, in 
the 71ſt Year of his Age, and was buried at Burnſal in Craven, 
having had Iſſue Sir William Craven, his Son and Heir, and 
three Daughters, Mary, married to Sir Edmund Andros, of the 
Ille of Guernſey; Alice, wedded to William Teptam, of Hebden, in 
Craven in Com, Eber. Eſq; and Margaret, the Wie of *

Sir William Craven, eldeſt Son of Sir Thomas Craven, was born 
26 April, 1638, and in 17 Car. II. the Dignity of Lord Craven 
of Hampfted- Marſhall was entail'd on him, as aforeſaid. He mar- 
ried Mary, Daughter of Sir Chriſtapher Clapham, of Beamſly, in 
the County of York, Kt. by whom he had eight Sons and five

(Son of Richard Vit. Pam, n of William Fitz-Pomrz, who came 
into England with the Conqueror, and was Earl of Angus in Nor- 
mandy) lived in Henry the Second's Time, and held the Manor of 
Gorfham in Com. Salep, of the King. He married Margaret de 
Tani, Daughter and Heir of Ralph de Toeni, a Deſcendant from 
the ſaid William Fitz-Osborn, and thereby acquired Clfford- 
Caſtle, which gave Name to his Poſterity. He had Iſſue two 
Sons and two Daughters, Walter his Son and Heir, and Richard 
de Clifford, Lord of Frampton in Com. Glouc, from whom de- 
ſcended thoſe of that Place. Of the Daughters, Roſamond, the 
eldeſt, is taken notice of by moſt of our Hiſtorians, and, dying 23 
Henry II. was buried at God/tawe Nunnery in Oxfordſhire. Lucia, 
the other Daughter, was married to Hugh Lord Say, Baron of 
Richard's Caſtle in Com. Here,. 
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The aboveſaid Mailer, Son and Heir of Walter, lived in the 


Reigns of Richard I. Jahn, and Henry III. He married Agnes, 


Daughter and Heir of Rqer de Condy, Lord of Covenby and Glen- 
tham in Com. Linc. had Iſſue five Sons, viz. Walter, Ro- 
ger, Richard, Simon, and Gyles. 

Walter, the eldeſt, ſucceeded his Father in his Lands and Ho- 
nours, and married Margaret de Bruce, Lady of Cantreſcliff, and 
had Iſſue by her one Daughter Maud, who married Milliam de 
Lmmgeſpic, third Earl of Saliibury, deſcended from King Henry II. 
by Roſamond _ 

The faid Malter died Anno 1263, leaving Margaret his Wife 
a Widow, who, dying ſoon after him, was buried at the Priory- 
Church of Aconbury in Com. Here,. 

Roger de Clifford, Brother of the laſt Malter, married Sibill, 
Daughter and Heir of Robert de Ewias, and Widow of Robert 
Lord Tregoz, by whom he had Iſſue Roger, a great Ba- 
ron, famous for his Valour and Experience in military Affairs, 
and was at leaſt 86 Years old when he died, in 1286, and was bu- 
ried in Dore- Abbey in Com. Heref. leaving Iſſue by the aforeſaid 
Sill, his firſt Wife, Roger his Son and Heir, renowned for his 
Skill and rat, mag in the Wars, in Henry the Third and 
Edward the Firſt's Days, in whoſe roth Year, being in the 
Welſh Wars, he was ſlain on St. Leonard's Day, in the e of An- 
gleſey, and was there interred. 

He married © =_ eldeſt Daughter and Coheir of Robert de 
Vipont, Lord of W:ftmorland, and, in her Right, held Brougham 
Caſtle in M iimorland, Part of which he built and repaired, cau- 
ſing this Inſcription to be cut in Stone, over the Door of the in- 
ward Gate. This made Roger. 

By his Wife aforeſaid he had Iſſue Robert his Son and Heir, 
born about Eafter, 1274 : He was a Martial Man, and, being 
often engaged againſt the Scots, at length was ſlain at the Battle 
of Striveling, or Bannocksburne, 24 June, 1314 ; and, as ſup. 
poſed, was buried at Shapp- Abbey in Weſtmorland. 

He married Maud, Daughter and Coheir of Thomas de Clare 
(Son of Richard de Clare) Steward of Waltham Foreſt, and left 
Iſſue two Sons, Reger the eldeſt, who ſucceeded his Father in his 
Lands and Honours, and was born 2 February, 1299. He was 
attainted, Anno 1321, for taking Part with Thomas Earl of Lan- 
caſter, but reſtored in Blood and Honour, Am 1 Edward III. 
and, dying without Iſſue, Robert de Clifford his Brother ſuc- 
ceeded FI 


Which Robert was born on All- Saints Day, 1305, and built 
ſome Part of Skipton Caſtle, which had ſuffered much by the Scots. 
He was once in the Wars in Scotland, in Company with the Eatl 
of Warwick and other Lords, and died in his Bed at home, tho 


* 
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his Father and Grandfather died in the Field, where fell ſeveral of 
his Deſcendants. 

He was married in Berkley Caſtle, Anno 2 Edward III. to Ha- 
bel, only Daughter to Maurice Lord Berkley, of Berkley Caſtle in 
Com. Glouc. with whom he had a Thouſand Pounds and Fi 
Marks, as her Portion. He had Iſſue by her Robert de Clifford, 
who died without Iſſue, Anne 1362, in France; Roger, and 
Thomas. 

Which Roger was Heir to his Brother, and 28 Years of Age 
at his Death. He was often in the Wars of Scotland, as well as in 
France, and went with the Earl of Arundel to Sea, at the Time 
he was ſent to aid the Duke of Britany with a great Army againſt 
the French. 

He was one of the wiſeſt and gallanteſt Men of all the Clifordi. 
He married Maud, Daughter of Thomas de Beauchamp, Earl of 
Warwick, and had Iſſue by her three Sons; Thomas Lord Clif- 
ford, who married Elizabeth, Daughter of Thomas Lord Ros of 
Hamlake, and from them deſcended the Earls of Cumberland ; alſo 
Sir Milliam Clifford, Governor of Berwick, who married Anne, 
Daughter and Coheir of Thomas Lord Bardolph, and died without 

Iſſue, Anno 1417; and Lewis. 

Which Lewis, in 31 Edward III. was a Knight, and received 
the King's Command *, together with Sir Donald Heſilrige and 
Sir Walter Mewes, to deliver to Thomas, Earl of Kent, the Cuſtod 
of the Fort and Place of Cruyck in Normandy. In 47 Edward III. 
he © accompanied the Duke of Lancaſter in his Expedition into 
France ; and, in 51 Edward III. when that Duke, eſpouſing 
Hicklif and his Doctrine, had affronted the Biſhop of London, 
and thereupon the Citizens riſing beſet the Duke's Houſe, called 
the Save, the Princeſs of Wales ſent three of her Knights“, 
whereof Sir Lewis Clifford was one, to intreat them to be recon- 
Ciled to the Duke: To which they anſwered, How, for the Honour 
of the Princeſs, they would obey, and with all Reverence be ready to 
do whatever ſhe ſhould pleaſe to require. 

He was choſen one of the Knights Companions of the moſt No- 
ble Order of the Garter, before the 7th of King Richard the Se- 
cond, for then he was one of the 24 of that Noble Order, who, 
againſt the Feaſt of St. George, had Surcoats given them by the 
King, of Violet in Grain, In 9 Richard II. he was Commander 
in chief of the City of Carliſle, when the Scots and French at- 
tacked it, which he valiantly defended, and forced them to retire. 
In 13 Richard II. he ſigned*, with the King, the Peers, and o- 
ther great Men, a Letter to the Pope, dated 26 May, 1390, 
complaining of the Exorbitances and Incroachments of the Apoſlo- 

| ical See, In 15 Richard II. he was, with the Lord Percy and 
Sir Robert Biguet, ſent Ambaſſadors to the King of France, 
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to declare to him the good Affection of the King his Maſter to- 
wards Peace, and to appoint a Place to treat thereof, which was 
concluded on to be at Amiens. In 19 Richard II. he was, with 
others, ſent again on an Embaſſy to France, to treat of a Mar- 
riage between the Lady /abe!, Daughter to the French King, and 
the King of England. b 

He died in the 4th Year of King Henry the Fourth, and is 
much taken notice of, by our Hiſtorians, for being ſeduced by 
thoſe Zealots of that Time, called Lollards (amongſt which he 
was one of the chief) but, being at length ſenſible of thoſe ſchiſ- 
matical Tenets, he confeſſed his Error to the Archbiſhop of C- 
terbury, and did cordially repent, as is evident from thoſe re- 
markable Expreſſions in his Laſt Will and Teſtament, a Tran- 
ſcript whereof, for the Satisfaction of the Curious, I ſhall here 
recite

Beſides his Daughter, married to Sir Philip la Vache, he had 
Iſſue by his Wife, whoſe Name was“ Eleanor, a Son William 
Clifford, who had to Wiſe Elizabeth, Daughter and Coheir to Sir 
Arnold Savage, Kt. and Widqw of Sir Reginald Cobham, Kt. by 
whom he had Iſſue two Sons, Lewis and Jahn, Anceſtor to the 
preſent Lord Clifford, and departed this Life in 16 Henry VI. 

His eldeſt Son, Lewis Clifford, died in the Life-time of his 
Father, having married Anne, Daughter of the Lord Molins, by 


whom he had Iſſue Alexander Chffo,d, of Helm in Kent, who had 


to Wife Margaret, Daughter of Walter Colepeper, by whom he 
had Iſſue two Sons, Nicholas and Richard, from whom the Clif-

Fobn, the ſecond Son of Willkam Clifford (Son and Heir of Sir 
Lewis) married Florentia, Daughter of John St. Leger, Eſq; and 
was ſucceeded by Themas his Son and Heir, 

Which Thomas was ſeated at Borſcombe in the County of Wits, 
and had to Wife Thamaſine, Daughter of John Thorpe, by whom 
he had Iſſue William Clifford of Borſcombe, who, marrying Elua- 
beth, Daughter of Vaux, of Odiam in the County of 
Southampton, had Iſſue Henry Clifford of Borſcombe, who had to 
Wife Elzabeth, Daughter of William Carrant of Tumber in the 
County of r and was ſucceeded by his Son and 
Heir, ſeated at Borſcombe aforeſaid, who made his Will 19 April, 
in 22 Elizabeth, and, departing this Life on the 12th of Septem- 
ber, 1580, was buried in the Cathedral at Exeter. 

He had to Wife Arne, Daughter of Sir Peter Courtney, of Tx- 
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brook, in the Pariſh of Chudley in Devonſhire, by whom he had 
Iſſue three Sons, Henry, William, and Thomas. 

From Henry, his eldeſt Son, deſcended the Clifords of Borſ- 
combe and King's-Teignton, the laſt of which Name there, James 
Clifford, left Iſſue an only Daughter and Heir, Mary, married 
to Colonel Bampfield, the only Son of Sir Cople/ſton Bampfield, of 
—_ in er -— 215 1 who had Iſſue by her b 

on-Warwick Bampfield, and John B id, Eſq. 
f Thomas Clifford, — third Son of — the Seat of C- 
brook in Devonſhire, and, dying in September, 1634, left Iſſue by 
his Wife Amy, Daughter and Heir of Hugh Steplehill, of Bremble 
in Com. Wilts, two Sons, Hugh and Themas, as alſo four Daugh- 
ters. 

Hugh, the eldeſt Son, of Lxbroat aforeſaid, had to Wife Mary, 
Daughter of Sir George Chudle:gh, of Aſhton in the County of De- 
von, Bart. by whom he had two Sons, Themas, who was created 
Lord Ch and George, who married Elizabeth, Daughter of 
George Price of Eſber in Surrey, and had Iflue George his Son and 
Heir, Elaabeth, and Margaret. 

But, before I treat of s Lord Clifferd, who raiſed him- 
ſelf, by his great Parts and Induſtry, to high Preferments, and to 
the Dignity of a Baron of this Realm; I ſhall firſt obſerve ', that 
his Grandfather, Thomas Clifford of Ugbrook, Eſq; in his Youth, 
ſerved in the Wars in the Netherlands ; but, afterwards, became 
a Scholar in the Univerſity of Oxford, and attended Robert Earl 
of Efſex in his Naval Expedition to Cadiz, in the latter Part of 
Queen Elrzabeth's Reign, being twice ſent by that Queen as En- 
voy to ſome of the German and Talian Princes: And, having 
Age of 50 Years, fell to the Study of Divinity; in 
became ſo great a Proficient, that, 1 his Exer- 
took the Degree of Doctor in that Univerſity of Qzford, 
where he preach'd a Latin Sermon, and in that Function continued, 
without accepting any Preferment in the Church, but preached 

atis all his Time, to ſhew others the Way of avoiding thoſe 
whereon he himſelf had, in his Youth, ſometimes run 
(as he often expreſſed) and died Anno 1634, as before-mentioned. 

Of Hugh his Son, the Father of Sir Thomas Clifford, that 
which I find moſt memorable is, that in 1639, on the Rebel- 
lion of the Scots, he took up Arms for the King, and was Colonel 
of a Regiment of Foot ; but, falling ſick in that Northern March, 
he returned home, and died the ſame Year. 

But I return to Sir Thomas his Son, before-mentioned, the chief 
Subject of this Diſcourſe, born at Ugbrook, 1 Aug. 1630, who, 
being a Perſon of great Natural Parts, much accompliſhed by his 
Education, and a ſedulous Student of the Law in the Middle- 
Temple, Londen, was, by the Borough of Totneſs in Com. Devon, 
1 and * the Baronage of m MS. ut antes. 
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elected a Member in that Parliament which reſtored King Charles 
the Second, alſo a Member of the Parliament which begun at 
Meſiminſter, 8 May, 13 Car. II. and, having been knighted, he 
attended the Duke of York in that great Sea- fight with the Dutch, 
which happened 3 June, 1665. And, continuing with the Fleet, 
then commanded by the Earl of Sandwich (as Vice-Admiral) he 
was in that Service at Bergen in Norway, where the Engliſh Fleet, 
on the 2d of Auguft next following, attacked the Dutch: Soon 
after which, he was ſent to the Kings of Sweden and Denmark, with 
full Power to treat, and make new Alliances with them, - 

And, the next Year (1666) was in another Engagement at Sea 
againſt the Dutch, which continued the four firſt Days of Fune, 
the Fleet being then commanded by Prince Rupert and the Duke 
-_ Albemarle, and likewiſe in that on the 25th of July next en- 

uing. 

On his Return from thoſe great Adventures, in November fol- 
lowing, on the Death of Sir Hugh Pollard, he was made Comp- 
troller of his Majeſty's Houſhold, and, on the 5th of December 
following, ſworn of the Privy-Council, for (as the Gazette ex- 
preſſes it) his fingular Zeal, wherein he had, on all Occaſions, me- 
rited in his Majeſty's Service, and more eminently in the honour- 
able Dangers in the then late War againſt the Dutch and French, 
where he had been all along a conſtant Actor, and, as it was ob- 
ſerved, had made it his Choice to take his Share in the warmeſt 
Part of thoſe Services. Alſo, on the Death of Thomas Earl of 
Southampton, Lord-T reaſurer of England, he was appointed one of 
the Lords Commiſſioners for executing that honourable Office; 
and, on the 14th of June, 1668, conſtituted Treaſurer of the 
Houſhold. 

In 1672, on the Death of Sir Jahn Trevor, and in Abſence 
of Henry Earl of Arlington, he executed the Office of his Majeſty's 


Principal Secretary of State, until the Return of the Lord Arlington 


from his Ambaſly in Helland, and Mr. Henry Coventry from his 
Ambaſly in Sweden, In all which Employments he merited fo 
well, as that, on the 2oth of April, 24 Car. II. his Majeſty ad- 
vanced him to the Degree and Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, 
by the Title of Lord Clifford of Chudleigh before-mentioned. And, 
in November following, made him High- Treaſurer of England, by 
the Delivery of the White Staff, and conſtituting him, by Letters 
Patent, Treaſurer of the Exchequer, 

In which high Poſt of Lord-Treaſurer, he * continued till 1 
June, 1673 ; but then, chuſing Retirement, he reſigned his Staff, 
and departed into the Country, where he ended his Days in the 
434 Year of his Age, in September, 1673, and was buried in Ug- 
brook Chapel, 

It is further memorable of him ?, that, in Conſideration of his 
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faithful Services, his Majeſty granted him a Leaſe, for ſixty Yeats, 
of Creſinu Paſtures near Ayleſbury, in the County of Bucks, and 
gave to him and to the Heirs Male of his Body, the Manors of 
Cannington and Rodway- Fitz-Pain, in the County of Somerſet 3 
as alſo, that he erected a fair Chapel at Ugbrook, aforeſaid, 
which was conſecrated by Anthony, Biſhop of Exeter, and after- 
wards procured an Act of Parliament for the entailing of Upbrook, 
and the Rectory of Chualeigh, on the Heirs Male of his Body. 

He married * Elizabeth, Daughter and Coheir to William Mar- 
tin, of Lindridge in Com. Devon, Eſq; by whom he had Iſſue ſe- 
ven Sons, and eight Daughters; two of which Sons were chriſten- 
ed by the Name of Thomas, but died Infants ; a third Son alſo 
named Thomas, born the 3d of December, 1652 (a very hopeful 
Gentleman, educated in Queen's College, Oxon) travelled into 
Laß, and died at Florence, at the Duke's Court, by whom he 
was much careſſed, 29 March, 1671 ; and George, the 4th Son, 
died young: So that Hugh, Simon, and Charles did only ſurvive 
him

In the Annals o 1 peg alſo in an old Hiſtory of the 
Holy Wars, compos'd by is de Couts, and in the Writin 
of the Cathedral of Cautance,- and of the Abbies of Fontenelles 
and Bec in Normandy, there is Honourable Mention of the 
Lords of the Houſe of Carteret. But, when Normandy was re- 
united to the Crown of France, the Lords Carteret for their 
Adherence to the Kings of England loſt their Eſtates ; and al- 
tho' the Chiefs of that Noble Race imploy d all their Credit to 
have Reparation for that Confiſcation, and Philip de Carteret, 
commanding for King Henry the Third in Jerſey and the I- 
flands adjacent, had Licenſe from that Prince to go to the Court 
of France, and ſollicit for the Eftates of his Anceſtors, yet he 
could never obtain them, 

In the Year 1000 was living Guy, Conſeigneur de Carteret, ſir- 
nam'd Z'Oifelar, which was thought to have been given him 
by being an extraordinary Markſman, He was Father to Gad- 
frey, who on his Return from the Holy Wars, in Imitation. of 
his pious Anceſtors, became a great Benefactor to the Church 
of the Abbey of Fontenelles, which at that Time was but a Priory. 
This Godfrey had three Sons, John, Peter, and Offroy. 

In 1066, Offroy follow'd Milliam Duke of Normandy in his 
victorious Expedition into this Kingdom, in the Quality of one 
of his Eſquires, and return'd again to his Native Country. 
He was Father of ſeveral Children, and amongſt the reſt to 
Renaud (or Reginald) de Carteret, who is on the * Liſt of thoſ& 
that, with the Count de Eu, and other diſtinguiſh'd No- 
bles and Chevaliers, accompanied Nobert Duke of Nqgrmandy 
(eldeſt Son of William the Conqueror) to the Holy Land. 

Philip, Son of the ſaid Renaud, was Lord of Carteret in Nor- 
mandy, and of St, Own in Jerſey, and founded the Church of 
Forteval in Guernſey ; to whom ſucceeded Reginald his Son 
and Heir, who was ſtiled Baron Carteret in Normandy, in the 
22 King the Second, A. D. 1156, who had Iſſue a 

of his own Name, Reginald de Carteret, Lord of Carte- 
ret, &c. in the laſt Year of King Henry the Second A. D. 1180 
©, but loſt his Lands in N for his Adherence to the

Which hilip de Carteret, having loſt his Lands in Normandy, 
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and being with King Henry the Third in his Expedition into 
Britany, in the 15th Year of his Reign, was the © next Year, 
with Arnauld de St. Amand, conſtituted Governors of ery, 
Guernſey, Alderney, and Sark, He (as is faid before) had 
Licenſe, from the King to go over to France on theſe Terms, 
Sciatis quod conſentimus et licentiam dedimus Philippo de Carteret 
guad accedat ad Regem Franciæ ad impetrandum, ſe potuiſſet quad Rex 
reddat ei terras ſuas in Normannia, ita quad poſtquam recuperavit, 
det eas filiabus ſuis quas habet, et poſtea revertetur ad inſulas regni 
Nui. 

Philip de Carteret, his Son, was ſtil'd Lord of St. Oven in Fer- 
fey, in the Year 1280 (9 Edw. I.) and was ſucceeded by Regi- 
nal his Son and Heir. | 

Which Reginald de Carteret , aſſiſted King Edward the Firſt 
in his Wars, who, in Conſideration of his faithful Services f, 

ted him in the 35th Year of his Reign, A. D. 1306, the 
3 of Meleſches in the Iſle of Jerſey, which he left to his 
2d Son, Sir John de Carteret, who took to Wife Lucia de Vin- 
chelais, and & died in 4 Edw, II. But his eldeſt Son was Sir 
Philip de Carteret, Lord of St. Oven, in the Reign of King 
Edward the Second, who left Iſſue Reginald de Carteret. 

Which Reginald de Carteret, by his Prudence and Valour *, 
preſery'd the Iſland of Fer/ey from falling into the Hands of the 
French, in the Year 1374, 49 Edw. III. when Bertrand de 
Gueſclin, Conſtable of France, famous for his many Victories o- 
ver the Engl/p, paſt ſuddenly from Bretagne into Ferſey, with 
an Army of 10000 Men, wherein were the Duke of Bur 
and the Flower of the French Chivalry. 

At that Time, this Reginald de Carteret ſecur'd mount Or- 

i Caſtle ', and fo bravely defended it, that, after many vio- 
Tent Attacks, the Conſtable withdrew his Forces, leaving ma- 
ny of his beſt Men ſlain under the Walls, For this * great 
Service, which was the more valu'd (as at that Juncture our 
Affairs in France had a fatal Turn) he, and ſeven of his Sons, 
who were with him in the Caſtle, and had valiantly behav'd 
1, were all knighted by the King in one Day. 

His eldeſt Son, Sir Reginald de Carteret, Lord of St. Oven 
and Longvile , was conſtituted Bailiff of the Iſland of Fer/ey, 
an Office of great Dignity, being“ the Head of Juſtice in Civil 
Affairs, holding immediately by Patent from the King (whom 
he repreſents in Court) and his Seat is rais'd above that of the 
Governor, He was fam'd for his Wiſdom and all Manly Vir-

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tues, and died in the 5th Year of King Richard the Second (1381) 
leaving Philip de Carteret his Son and Heir under Age, in 


Ward to the King *, who, in that Year, granted the Cuſtody of 


him to Roger de Walden, Parſon of the Church of Drayton, 
together with all the Lands and Tenements, late of Sir Regi- 
nald de Carteret, Kt. deceas'd, held in Capite in the Iſle of Jer- 
fey, paying 10 J. per Amum into the Exchequer, at the uſual 
Feaſts of Eafter and Michaelmas, for which the ſaid Roger gave 
Security to the King. 

This Philip de Carteret ſignalized himſelf by many brave Acti- 
ons?, and was a principal Means of preſerving, a ſecond Time, 
the Iſland of Fer/ey from falling into the Hands of the French, 
during the Contentions between King Henry the Sixth and 
King Edward the Fourth, Queen Margaret had made over the 
Hands of Fer/ey, Guernſey, &c. to Peter de Breze, Count de 
Mauleurier, a French Nobleman, for aſſiſting her againſt King 
Edward ; and thereupon the French ſurprized the Caſtle of Mount 
Orgueil, Nevertheleſs, Sir Philip de Carteret, by his Intereſt 
with the Inhabitants *%, kept the Caſtle of Groſnez, and half of 
the Iſland, in Obedience to the Crown of England, and main- 
tained frequent Skirmiſhes with the French for fix Years, till 
King Edward had quiet Poſſeſſion of the Throne; and then Sir 
Richard Harliſton, Vice-Admiral of England, being ſent with a 
Squadron of the King's Ships to Guernſey, Sir Philip ſent to him 
for Succour ; and, the Fleet blocking up Mount Orgueil Caſtle 
by Sea, Sir Philip, with the Iſlanders under his Command, be- 
fieged it by Land fo effectually, that the French were at length 
forced to ſurrender the faid Caſtle. 

Whereupon, King Edward granted the Iſlanders * new Privi- 
leges, and the ſaid good Service has ſince been inſerted in all 
their Charters, in perpetuam rei memoriam; and the French never 
after attempted either that Iſland, or Guernſey, till the Reign of 
King Edward the Sixth, when they were again forced to retire, 
by the Bravery and Conduct of the Iſlanders, under the Leading 
of this Sir Philip's Deſcendants. | 

He had Ifſue by his Wife, a Daughter of Sir Newton,

King Henry the th, A. D. 1500, left Iſſue Edward his 
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eldeſt Son, Heir to the Seigniory of St. Oven ; and Helter, ſecond 


Son, Lord of Handeis, and Bailiff of Ferſey 45 Years, who de- 

rted this Life in the zd Year of Queen Elixabeth, A. D. 1560, 
— an only Daughter Margaret, married to Helier Carteret, 
Eſq; Son to his Brother Edward. 

The ſaid Edward Carteret, Eſq; was Carver to Prince Arthur, 
eldeſt Son of King Henry the Seventh, and departed this Life in 
the 22d Year of the Reign of King Henry the Eighth, leaving 
Helier his only Son, Heir to his Eſtate. 

Which Helier Carteret, Eſq; was commiſſioned ® in 4 Edward 
VI. to adminiſter the uſual Oath to Sir Hugh Poult, Kt. Gover- 
nor and Captain of the Iſle of Jerſey, &c. as alſo to take an In- 
ventory of all the Ordnance, Artillery, Munition, and other 
Habiliments of War, left there under the Charge of Henry Cor- 
niſh, Deputy to the Duke of Somerſet, Governor of the ſaid Iſle, 
And when the French, the ſame Year, had made themſelves Maſ- 
ters of the Iſle of Sart, and ſoon after attacked the Iſland of Fer- 

ey, flattering themſelves with Hopes of Succeſs, from the Mino- 
rity of the King; they were at that Time repulſed by the Bra- 
very of the Iſlanders ”, under the Command of this Helter Carteret, 
who,.in the Year 1551 (6 Edw.

n the Reign of Queen Mary, he was principally concerned in 
recovering the Iſland of Sart from the French, who had built 
Forts, and planted a Colony there, hoping, by the Neighbourhood 
thereof, they could more conveniently land Forces, to make 
themſelves Maſters of Jerjo: For which one Service, Queen 
Elizabeth, in the 7th Year of her Reign, in Conſideration of 50 /. 
(to be paid tu Nicholas Carrey, Gent, Receiver- General of Jerſcy) 
grants to this? Helier Carteret, Eſq; and his Heirs for ever, the 
ſaid Ifle of Sart, with all Members and Liberties thereto be- 
longing, and all Caſtles, Edifices, Buildings, Cc. Meadows, 
Paſtures, Wood, Waters, &c, with all Tithes, Advowſons, 
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Preſentations, Rectories, Vicarages and Chapels, with all Goods 
and Chattles, Felonies, &c. to be held of the Crown in Capite, 
paying an annual Rent of 50s. Camden, in his Britannia, men- 
tions Sir Philtp Carteret to have been the firſt who had this Iſland ; 
but it is evident that this Helter, the Father of Sir Philip, had the 
Grant of it. He married Margaret, Daughter and Heir of his 
Uncle Helier Carteret, Eſq; by whom he had Iflue a Son Philip, 
who ſucceeded him in his Eftate of St. Oven, and Amitiat, ſecond 
Son, Lord of Handeis, and in Right of his Wife Catherine (the 
Heir of the Families pig; fo and St, Martin) was poſleſſed of 
the Lordſhip and Eftate of la Trinite, wherein he was ſucceeded 
by Jeſus Carteret, Eſq; his eldeſt Son.

te, This Sir Philip Carteret lived to a great Age, was high- 
ly honoured by the Inhabitants of Jerſey ; and they had ſo good 
an Opinion of his Wiſdom and Judgment in Affairs, that they 


y followed his Advice, particularly in petitioning King 
ames to reſtore them to the Liturgy, as uſed in the Church of 
ngland, which had not been introduced in the Reign of Queen 
Elzabeth. This being aſſented to, the States of the Iſland ſpecially 
deputed Sir Philip Carteret, Kt. Jeſbus Carteret, and Philip Car- 
teret, Eſqs. Jurats and Juſtices of the Ile, to conſider of ſuch Ca- 
nons and Conſtitutions in Eccleſiaſtical Affairs, as might be fitly 
accommodated to their Circumſtances ; and accordingly 9 
together with the Dean and Miniſters of the Iſle, drew up a

The faid Sir Philip Carteret took to Wife Rachael, Daughter 
and Heir of Sir George Paulet, Son and Heir of the Lord Thomas 
Paulet, of Coffington in Com. Somerſ. ſecond Son of William Paulet, 
Marquis of Wincheftcr ; by whom he had two hters and four 
Sons, Sir Philip, Helier, Anceſtor to the preſent Carteret, 
Amias, and Gideon Carteret ; Rachael, eldeſt Daughter, married to 
— Beaver, of the Iſle of Jerſey, and after his ſec, to 
de Vic, and Fudith, Wife of Sir Brian John/on, of Buckinghamſhire. 

Sir Philip, the eldeſt Son, married Anne, Daughter of Sir 
Francis Dowſe, of Wallp in Com. Southamp, Kt. and had Ifſue

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ſeven Sons, Philip, Peyton, Touch, Gidem, Francis, Thomas, and 
Edward Carteret, who was knighted, and was Gentleman-Uſher 
of the Black-Rod in the Reign of King Charles the Second ; he 
took to Wife Elizabeth, Daughter of Robert Fobn/on, Alderman 
of London, and died A. D. 1683. Sir Philip's Daughters were, 
Margaret, married to Sir Henry de Vic, Kt. and Bart. Chancellor 


of the Garter ; Anne, married to Dr. Brevint, Dean of Lincoln; 


Elizabeth, to Sir George Carteret, Bart. her firſt Couſin, and 
Dowſe, who died unmarried. | 

Philip Carteret, Eſq; the eldeſt Son of the laſt Sir Philip, ſuc- 
ceeded to the Seigniory of St. Oven ; and, dying in the Year 1662, 
left Iſſue by Arne his Wife, Daughter of Dumareſque, of 
the Iſle of Jerſey, Philip his Son and Heir, born A. D. 1650, who 
was created a Baronet 4 June, 1670 (22 Car. II.) and died 


about the Year 1693, leaving his Eſtate and Dignity to his Son 


and Heir Sir Charles Carteret, Bart. who was one of the Gen- 
tlemen of the Privy-Chamber to Queen Anne, as alſo High-Bai- 
liff of the Iſland of Ferſey ; in which Office he was continued on 
the Acceſſion of his late Majeſty King George; but, departing 
this Life ſoon after, was buried in the North Ifle of Neſtminſter- 
Abbey, 8 June, 1715; and the Title of Baronet, conferred on 
his Father, became extint, He left his Eſtates of St. Oven, 
Sark, &c. to the preſent Lord Carteret. 

I now return to Helier Carteret, ſecond Son to Sir Philip Car- 
teret, by Rachael his Wife, before-mentioned 3 which Helier Car- 
teret was Deputy-Governor of Ferſey, and by Elizabeth his Wife, 
Daughter of Dumareſque, had Iſſue, firſt, Sir George Car- 
teret, Bart. whoſe eminent Services to the Crown. were rewarded 
by the Advancement of his Grandſon to the Dignity of a Peer of 
this Realm; ſecondly, Philip Carteret of Granvile, in the Iſle of 
Ferſey, Colonel of a Regiment, and Bailiff of Ferſey, who died 
in the Year 1665, aged 55, and left Iſſue two Sons, Helier, born 
A. D. 1652, A, M. and Rector of Cotes in Com. Glouc. Philip, 
born A. D. 1653, as alſo four Daughters, Elizabeth, Jane, Mary, 
and Anne. Regmald, third Son, was living A. D. 1683, aged 
60 Years, Anne, eldeſt Daughter, was married to Thomas 2 
of Ferſey, and Rachael, to — Mountis, of the fame Iſland. 

The ſaid Sir George Carteret went early into the Sea-Service, 
and acquiring, by his Courage and Conduct, the Character of an 
experienced Officer, had the Command of one of the King's 
Ships, and was in the eſpecial Favour of George Villiers, Duke 
of Buckingham. Which Duke repreſenting his Services to King 
Charles the Firſt, heb, and the Lord Fermin, were in joint Com- 
miſſion, as Governors of 7er/ey, in the 2d Year of that Reign. 
He had a Grant of ſeveral Lordhips there, before the Commence- 
ment of the Civil War, A. D. 1641 ; at which Time he was 


Comp- 
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Comptroller of the Navy, and for his eminent Abilities, in ſuch 
Eſteem of Men of all Perſuaſions, that when the Parliament 
paſs'd the Ordinance- for the Earl of //arwick to command the 
Fleet, then fully and entirely at their Diſpoſal, they then like- 
wiſe reſolv d that Captain Carteret ſhould be Vice-Admiral, 4 
Man of great Eminency and Reputation in Naval Command, as my 
Lord Clarendon writes, who gives this further Account of the 
Affair: „That he, thinking it became his near Relation to 
+ his Majeſty's Service, to receive his Royal Pleaſure before 
„ he engag'd himſelf in any Imployment of that Nature, ad- 
% drefs'd himſelf for his Directions. But the King looking up- 
„on the Fleet in a Manner taken from him, when another, 
« whoſe Diſaffection to his Service was very notorious, was, 
„ contrary to his expreſs Pleaſure, preſumptuouſly put into the 
„Command of it, and his own Miniſter [Sir Jahn Pennington] 
„ diſplac'd, for no other Reaſon (his Sufficiency and Ability 
„for Command being by all Men confeſs'd) but his Zeal and 
Integrity to him, would not countenance that Fleet, and 
that Admiral, with ſuffering an Officer of his own to com- 
„ mand in it under the other; and therefore order'd Capt. 
« Carteret to decline the Imployment, which he, prudently and 
without Noiſe, did; and thereupon another Officer of che 
Navy, the Surveyor-General, Capt. Batten, a Man of very 
different Inelinations to his Maſter, and his Service, and fu- 
« rious in the new Fancies of Religion, was ſubſtituted in the 
„% Place,” Whereas the noble Author relates, that, if Capt. 
Carteret had been ſuffered ta have taken that Charge, hrs {ntere/# 
and Reputation in the Navy was ſo great, and his Diligence and 
Dexterity in Command ſo eminent, that it was generally believed he 
would, againſt whatſoever the Earl of Warwick cauld have done, 
bave preſerved the major Part of the Fleet in their Duty to the Ning. 

The Command of the Fleet being thus diſpoſed of, he with» 
drew himſelf and his Family, out of Zngland 322 But be- 
ing there impatient of lying quiet *, whilſt his Maſter was in the 
Field, he tranſported himſelf into Cornwal, with a Purpoſe to 
raiſe a Troop of Horſe, and to ſerve with the Gentlemen of that 
County, till being acquainted by the Commanders of the Cornyh 
Forces, that they were in the higheft Straits for Want of Provi- 
ſions and Ammunition, and were hopeleſs of anv Supplies, he, 
on their Importunitics, returned to France; and firſt on his own 
Credit, and after, on Return of ſuch Commodities out of Carn+ 
wal as they could well ſpare, he ſupplied them with ſuch great 
Stores of all Sorts of Ammunition, that they never found. Want 
after, which was looked on as a very conſiderable Advantage to 
the King's Affairs in that Country, For this and other eminent 
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—— by Letters Patent, bearing Date 9 May (1645) 21 
Car. I. 

Whilſt he continued in the Ifle of Ferſey, tho' he was but in 
joint Commiſſion with the Lord Fermi, yet he had the ſole 
Command thereof, and in that Station was watching all Oppor- 
tunities of doing the King Service, or in ſuccouring or aſſiſting his 
Friends, many whereof, when they were driven out of England, 
retired to Jerſey, and were received by Sir George Carteret, with 
all the Courteſy and Kindneſs that could poſſibly be demonſtrated. 
He had for ſome Time the Company of Mr. Hide, Chancellor of 


the Exchequer, after Earl of Clarendom, who acknowledges his 


kind Reception, in his Hiſtory of the Rebellion. And his Royal 
Highneſs the Prince of Wales (after King Charles IT.) choſe Ferſcy 
as a moſt proper Place to retire to, when his Royal Father was 
ſtripped of his Dominions, who landing there from Seully, 17 
April, 1646, was followed by the Earl of Berkfhire, the Lords 
Capel, Hopton, Calepeper, Digby, &c. and were accommodated 
ſo much to their Satisfaction, that when the Queen-Mother de- 
fired the Prince's Removal into France, objecting the Inſecurity 
of the Place, the Lords Capel and Calepeper went to Paris to the 
Qneen, to prevail on her Majeſty to ſuſpend her Commands. 
During the Stay of his Royal Highneſs, a Project was formed to 
reſcue King Charle the Firſt from Hlur/?-Caftle, and to bring him 
to Ferſey, which his Majeſty was apprized of, and gave his Con- 
ſent ; but, when it was to be executed, it was unhappily de- 


feated by the Vigilancy of his Keeper, and other Accidents, 


The Prince was ſo well pleaſed with his Entertainment, that 
he procured his Father's Leave for _— Sir George Carteret his 
Vice-Chimberlain ; and when (upon the Inſtances of the Queen, 
and the Lord Jermin, &c.) he removed from Ferſey, took his 
Leave of him in a very affectionate Manner. Afterwards, when 
he was King, coming a ſecond Time to Fer/ey, accompanied by 
his Brother the Duke of York, and ſev of the Nobility, he 
ſtayed ſeveral Months there, and was ſupplied by Sir George with 
all Neceſſaries, without any Benefit to himſelf *, when the Lord 

ermin, who lived in great Plenty at Paris, was ſo wonderfully 
jealous of the Profit he challenged from thencd as Governor, that 
he made a Demand of ſame of the Money raifed on the Sale of 
the King's Demeſnes in the Iſland, becauſe, as he alledged, his 
Receipt, for the Time to come, would not remain ſo great as it 


had been formerly, 
It was thought „for his Majeſty's Security, to build a 
lizabeth-Caftle, commanding the En- 
trance and Approach to it on- the Land-Side, which was named 
Charles- Fort, by Sir George Carteret, who was the Director of 
the building of it. But his Majeſty, having ſet on Foot a Treaty 
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with the Scots, went by the Way of Holland into that Kingdom, 
and, entering England, was defeated at H/orcefter, 3 Sept. 1651. 
The Parliament, after this, having brought all Places under their 
Subjection, took into Conſideration the Damages ſuſtained by the 
Privateers of Jerſey, who daily brought in Prizes there, and in- 
feſted the Channel, fo that no Eng Ship could ſtir without a 
Convoy. Whereupon they ordered out a Fleet of above 80 Sail, 
under the Command of Admiral Blake, and Major-General 
Haines, to attack the Iſland, which coming to an Anchor in the 
Bay of St. Oven, 20 Oct. 1651, after making a Shew for two 
Days, as tho' they intended to land in different Places, at length 

made a Deſcent with 4000 Men, a little after Midnight, 
on the 22d of Octaler, but were beaten back, and retired to their 
Ships in Brelard's Bay. However, being re-inforced by a Squa- 
dron of freſh Ships, they landed again at Night, which proved 
extraordinary dark, but were ſoon diſcovered by Sir George Car- 
teret, who was continually on Horſeback, and with a few Horſe 
charged them with the greateſt Bravery, and did great Execution 
on them ; but freſh Forces continually pouring in upon them, they 
were obliged to retreat, before the — could come up, be- 
ing diſperſed along the Coaſt, and very much fatigued with 
Marches and Counter- marches to oppoſe their Landing *. Their 
Enemies confeſſed, that they were fo deſperately charged by this 
Body of Horſe under Sir George Carteret, that, had they been ſe- 
conded, they muſt have given over their Deſign, at leaſt for 
that Time. 

Sir George, finding himſelf unable to keep the Field, ſhut bim- 
ſeifup, with ſeveral of the Gentry and Clergy, in Caftle-Eliza- 
beth'; and Colonel Philip Carteret, his Son, defended Mount 
Orgueil-Caftle, which ſurrendered by Capitulation on the 15th of 
November, 1651, whereby it was agreed, that an Act of Obli- 
vion ſhould be paſſed, which the Parliament confirmed, on the Pe- 
tition of the ſaid Colonel Philip Carteret, and others under his 
Command, dated 31 December, 1651, 

Elizabeth-Caftle held out a Siege of three Months, and the Be- 
ſiegers finding they could not approach nearer to plant their Ord- 
nance, than at leaſt half an Exgliſß Mile, the Sea encompaſſing 
it round more than fo far from any Land; and, it being not poſ- 
ible for any of their Ships to come within ſuch a Diſtance, they 
brought the largeſt Mortar-Pieces that ever were ſeen, and planting 
them on the higheſt Point near St. Hilary's, ſhot Grenadoes of a 
vaſt Bigneſ into the Caſtle, which blowed up their Magazine of 
Powder, tho' it lay in two ſtrong Vaults under a Church; for a 
Bomb, falling thereon, blew up the Church and the adjoining Build- 
ings, burying above 80 Perſons under the Ruins; and Sir George 
and his Lady were in great Danger. Nevertheleſs, he would not 
e Account of Jerſey, p. 31.  Whitlock's Memorials, ad An. 1651, p. 488. & ſeq, 
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hearken to any Treaty, till he had ſent to his Majeſty King Chark: 
the Second, giving him an Account of the Condition he was in, 
and deſiring a Supply of Men, &c. which being impoſſible for 
his Majeſty to procure, he ſent him back this Meſſage *, That he 
was highly ſatisfied with his Courage and Conduct in Defence of the 
Iſland. Being convinced no Man could do more than he had done for 
his Service. That he was ſorry the ill Poſture of his Affairs was ſuch, 
that he could not promiſe him Relief, requiring him not to throw away 
the Lives of o many brave Men, wha might be reſerved for a better 


Occaſion; and to capitulate and ſurrender on the beſt Terms he could. 


Yet he held out ſome Weeks after this, and then, on very honoura- 
ble Conditions, ſurrendered the Caſtle, which was the laſt Gart- 
fon that held out for the King; and, after making ſome ſhort Stay 
to ſettle his Affairs, he landed at St. Makes, and from thence 
went directly to Paris, to give the King a larger Account of all 
that had paſſed in the Siege. Remaining afterwards in France, un- 
der many Mortiſications by the Power and Proſecution of Cromwel, 
till the King's happy Reſtoration, His principal Reſidence was at 
Rheims, and King Charles the Second conſulted with him *, when 
he paſſed through there, A. D. 1659, in his Way to Fuentarabia, 
to foilicit Cardinal Mazarine and Don Lewis D* Haro, chief Mi- 
niſters of the Kings of France and Spain, for Supplies of Men and 
Money for his Reſtoration, who met together at that Time and 


Place, to conclude a Treaty of Peace between the two Crowns. 


When the King retir'd to Breda, by the Advice of Gene- 
ral Monk, in Expectation of the Reſult, on the Meeting of that 
Parliament which reſtor'd him to his Throne; Sir George Car- 
teret repair'd out of France to his Majeſty, and rode with him 
in his triumphant Entry thro' his City of London, 29 May, 
1660 ; and the Day after, for his faithful Services, was de- 
clar'd Vice-Chamberlain of his Houſhold, and of his — — 
cil, being at the ſame Time ſworn thereof, with the Marquif- 
ſes of Hertford, Dorcheſter, Ormond, and other Nobles. He 
was alſo conſtituted Treaſurer of the Navy, and, at the Coronati- 


on of the King, had the Honour to be ſpecially appointed, by his 


Majeſty, Almoner for the Day, and attended accordingly. 
He was elected by the Corporation of Portſmauth to the firſt 


Parliament call'd by King Charles the Second, which met at 


W/tminſter, 8 May, 1661, and was a leading Member in the 
Houſe. In 15 Car. II, 1663, he had the Honour af being 


Proxy to Chriſtian, Prince of Denmark, and was inſtalled, and 


took Poſſeſſion of the Stall aſſigned to him. He continued in Fa- 
vour with his Sovereign, and in the higheſt Credit with moſt of 
the- conſiderable Perſons in the Nation, to the Day of his Death, 
dying in the Office of Vice-Chamberlain to his Majeſty, in 
the 8oth Year of his Age, on 13 January, 1679, and was bu- 
£ Hiſt. of Rebel. Vol, 6: Pr 465, 3 Aſtmole's Order of the Garter, P- 439 
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ried at Hawnes in the County of Bedford, the Manor and Eftate 
whereof he had purchas'd of the Family of inch. 

He married Elrzabeth, Daughter of Sir Phiup Carteret of St. 
Oven, Kt. and had Iſſue three Sons, 1it, Philip, 2d, James Car- 
teret, who was Captain and Commander, firſt of an Ea/t-#naia 
Ship, and afterwards of a Man of War in the Reign of King 
Charles the Second ; George, 3d Son, died A. D. 1656, unmar- 
ried. He had alſo five Da hters; Anne, married to Sir Ni- 
cholas Slaning of the _— Devon, Knight of the Bath, who 
died A. D. 1688 ; Carolina, to Sir Thomas Scot of Scats- Hall 
in Kent ; Loviſa-Margareta, to Sir Robert Atkins of Saperton 
in Com. Glouc. Kt. Rachel and Elizabeth, who died unmarri- 
ed. 

Philip Carteret, his eldeſt Son, eminently diſtinguiſh'd him- 
ſelf in the Civil Wars, and was Governor of Mount Orgueil- 
ile, when it was befieg'd by the Parliament - Forces in the 
Year 1651. He was knighted by King Charles the Second on 
his Reſtoration 3 and having married Jemima, Daughter of 
Edward Montagu, the firſt Earl of Sandwich, Vice-Admiral of 
England ; he was with him in the great Sea-Fight with the 
Dutch Fleet in B8olebay, 28 May 1672, wherein his Lordſhip, 
in the Royal James, having maintain'd a Fight of Five Hours, 
with two Durch Men of War (one of them commanded by 
Rear-Admiral de Ruyter) and bravely repub'd them with three 
of their Fire-ſhips, was at length fir'd by the 4th, and periſh'd 
in the 32 and with him Sir Philip Carterct and many other 


en. 

This Sir Philip left Iſſue three Sons, Sir George Carteret, Bart. 
created Lord Carteret ; Philip, 2d Son, Captain of the Marines, 
and Lieutenant to Sir Francis Wheeler, Admiral of a Squadron 
of Men of War deſign'd for the Mediterranean Sea, who was 
founder'd in a Storm as he was failing from Gibraltar towards 
the Streights, 17 February 1693, his own Ship the Suſſex being 
loft, and the Admiral, Capt. Carteret, and the whole Crew, ex- 
cept two Moors, drowned. 

Edward Carteret, Eſq; 3d Son, was elected to Parliament for 
the Borough of Huntington, in 10 William III, and afterwards ſerved 
for the Town of Bedford. On his late Majeſty's Acceſſion, he was 
choſen for the Borough vf Beer- Aon, in the County of Dewan. 
and, on the 4th of April, 1721, te, with Galfridus Ii alpole, Eſq; 
were conſtituted Poſt-maſter General, in which Place of joint 
Poſt-maſter General, he continued till his Death, on Sunday 
Night, April 15, 1739. In the Year 1699, he married Bridget, 
Daughter of Sir Thomas Extm, Dean of the Arches Court of Can- 
terbury, and Judge of the High Court of Admiralty, by whom he 
had Iſſue three and three Daughters; George, who died at 
We/tminfter School in 1718, Edward, who being appointed, in 
1731, one of the Council to the Ty Factory of Beagall, 
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died there the-ſame Year, and Philip, who died in April 1 727;

* Whereas alſo, Sir Philip Carteret, Kt. eldeſt Son to the faid 
© Sir George, imitating his Father's moſt loyal Example, loſt his 
© Life in his Service, in that notable Sea-Fight with the Dutch, 
* which happened on Tueſday the 28th of May, 1672 (his Father 
then alive) leaving Iſſue Sir George Carteret, now alſo of 
© Hawnes, Baronet, Grandſon and Heir to the above ſpecified dir 
© George, His Majeſty, therefore, taking into Conſideration the 
* ſingular Merits of the Grandfather and Father; in Teſtimony 
of his rcal Senſe thereof (by Letters Patent, bearing Date the 


© 19th Day of October, in the 23d Year of his Reign) advanc'd 


© the ſaid Sir George Carteret to the Degree and Dignity of a Ba- 
© ron of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Carteret, of Haumes, 
© before ſpecified, to hold and enjoy to himſelf, and the Heirs 
Male of his Body; and for Lack of ſuch Iſſue, to Philip Carte- 
© ret his Brother, and the Heirs Male of his Body; andfor Default 
of ſuch Iſſue, to Edward Carteret, his other Brother, and to the 
© Heirs Male of his Body.” 

This George, Lord Carteret, married the Lady Grace Granvil, 
youngeſt Daughter of the Right Honourable Jabn, Earl of Bath, 
and departing this Life on the 22d of September, 1695, was buried 
with his Grandfather at Haumet. He had Iſſue one Daughter, 

emima, now living, and three Sons, George, who. died an In- 
fant ; John, 2d Son, now Lord Carteret ; Philip, 3d Son, diſtin- 
guiſhed for his great Proficiency in Learning, who died in the 
19th Year of his Age, on the 19th of Mayeh, 1710, and was

his Memory, at the Coſt of the preſent Lord Carteret. The Lady 
Grace, their Mother, in Conſideration of the great Services of her 
Father, the Earl of Bath (the only Perſon entruſted by King 
Charles the Second, and General Monk, in the arduous Affair of 
the Reſtoration of Monarchy and Epiſcopacy) was, by our late 
Sovereign, created Viſcounteſs Carteret, and Counteſs of Granvile, 
by Letters Patent, bearing Date 1 Jan. in the firſt Year of his 
Majeſty's Reign, with Limitation of thoſe Honours to John her 
Son, the preſent Lord Carteret, with Remainder of the Title of 
Viſcount Carteret, to Edward Carteret his Uncle, and the Heirs 
Male of his Body. 

By the Death of her Nephew, the Earl of Bath, her Ladyſhip 
became one of the Co- heireſſes to her Father's great Eſtate in 
Cormwal and Devonſbire, &c. in which Counties her paternal An- 
ceſtors were poſſeſſed of B:idyford, and other Manors, before the 
Reign of King Henry the Second, as appears evidently from our 
Records. And, by the noble Alliances of her Family, ſhe derives 
an illuſtrious Deſcent from the Courtneys, Earls of Devonſhire, 
from the Bohuns, Earls of Hereford, and fo from King Edward 
the Firſt: As alſo from the Beaumonts, the Lords Bonwille, the 
Gorges, the St, Legers, and many other antient and honourable 
Families. | 

Which John, now Lord Carteret, being under Age at his Fa- 
ther's Deceaſe, was carefully educated at J//minſter-School ; 
where, as afterwards at Chri/t-Church in Oxford, his admirable 
Parts enabled him to make fo quick a Progreſs in Learning, that 
he was much eſteemed in both thoſe flouriſhing Seminarics, as a 
great Ornament to them ; and, treading in the — of his Anceſ- 
tors, has endeared himſelf to his Country by many eminent Ser- 
vices. He firſt diſtinguiſhed himſelf in Defence of our Religion 
and Liberties, by his ardent Zeal to the Succeſſion of his late 
Majeſty, who appointed him one of the Lords of his Bed-Cham- 
ber, on his Acceſſion to the Throne; and when diſcontented 
People had fomented a Rebellion, he was conſtituted (6 July 
1716) Lord-Lieutenant, and Cuſtos Rutultrum of the County of 

on. 


On the 25th of January, 1718-19, he was appointed Am- 
baſſador Extraordinary, and Plenipotentiary to the Court of Swe- 
den, on Affairs of the groue Importance, but did not ſet out 
on his Ambaſſy till the firſt of June, 3 19. His Lordſhip wait- 
ed on his Majeſty at Hanover, in his Way to Stockholm, and, on 
his Arrival there, made it his firſt Buſineſs (6 Fuly, O. S. 1719.) 
to remove the Difficulties in the Commerce of the Britiſb Sub- 
jets in the Baltick, and the procuring Satisfaction for the Loſſes 
they had ſuſtained z wherein he ſucceeded ſo well, that the Queen 
of Sweden complied with his Deſires, in ordzring an equitable 
Compenſation to the rightful Claimants, and that the Ships, be- 


longing to Great Britain, ſhould have Freedom of Commerce

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and Navigation in the Baltick, and not be moleſted, tho? they 
way bound to Ports taken by the Czar of Muſcovy from her Ma- 
Jeny. 

His Lordſhip likewiſe, by his prudent Negotiations, cultiva- 
ted, and entirely renewed, the antient Friendſhip between the 
Crowns of Great Britain and Sweden, fo grateful] and advanta- 
geous to both Nations, that the Queen, in her Propoſals to the 
General Aſſembly of the States of that Kingdom, opened at 
Stockbslm, the 2d of February, 1720, takes Notice, | 

That Sweden having always had a ſtrict and particular Friend- 
© ſhip with the Britiſb Nation, her Majeſty could the more firm- 
© ly rely upon the Aſſurances given her by the faid King's Lord 
of the Bed-Chamber, and Ambaſſador Extraordinary, the 
Lord Carteret. That each Kingdom had ever ſought the Proſ- 
© perity and Welfare of the other, and the mutual and tender 
© Concern, which both Nations have for the Proteſtant Religion, 
© had been a Means of ſtrengthening this happy Union.” 

His Lordſhip offering the Mediation of his Majeſty of Great 
Britain, for putting an End to the War that had fo long 
raged between Sweden, Ruſſia, Denmark, and the King of Pruf. 
fa, laid alſo the Foundation of the Peace that afterwards enſu- 
ed in, the North, And, returning from his Ambaſly, and 
waiting 'on his Majeſty at Hanover, to give him an Ac- 
count of his Negotiations, he was thereupon (8 ug 1720) 
appointed, with James Earl Stanhope, Principal Secretary of 
State, and Sir Robert Sutton, his Majeity's Ambaſſadors Extra- 
ordinary, and Plenipotentiaries, to the Congreſs at Cambray, 
for accommodating the Differences between the Emperor, the 
King of Spain, and other contending Powers, and for the Pre- 
5 and Maintenance of the Peace and Tranquillity of 

urope. 

On the 4rh of March 1720-21, he was declar'd Principal 
Secretary of State, in the Room of the Right Honourable James 
Craggs, Eſq; deceas'd ; and on the 6th of the fame Month was 
ſworn, and took his Place at the Board: Alſo, in April 1724, 
was declar'd Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, in which great and 
Honourable Truſt he continued till Jay 17 30. And was one 
of the Lords Juſtices of Great-Britain during the Abſence of our 
late Sovereign beyond the Seas, in the Years 1723, 25, and 


27.

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XXXIII. THE Calamities which befel this Family, in the 

Time of the Rebellion againſt King Charles the 
Firſt and Second; as alſo the fatal Conduct of Jahn, late Lord 
Stawel, having occaſioned the Loſs of all the antient Evidences 
and Writings relating thereto, the beſt Information is from a Pe- 
digree drawn by Sir //iliam Pool of Devonſhire, who died in the 
Reign of King James I. and, being a Gentleman of great Learn- 
ing and ExaQtneſs, his Collections, concerning the Weſtern Fa- 
milies, have been always allowed to be of good Authority. 

The Firſt mentioned in this Pedigree, is Adam de Stawel, 
who, probably, lived about the Time of the Conqueſt ; his Son 
was Henry de Stawel, the Father of Galfridus Stawel, who left 
Iſſue Matthew, Rolle; and Nicholas. The Son and Heir of Mar- 
thew de Stawel was Galfridus de Stawel de Chuthel/ton, Miles ; thus 
wrote in the fore-mentioned Pedigree, where it is alſo ſaid, he 
married Jaan, a Daughter and Heir of John de Columbartiis. — 
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Acciiſiæ de Murlinch, tanguam Eccleſie ſue Matri, ſubjefta tota- 
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and Heir of Fobn de Calumbariis, whoſe Anceſtors, for four Gene- 
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We have good Evidence, that this Sir Geoffry Stawel was a 
Grandfather in the Reign of King Henry III. about two Years 
before that King's Death; and, tho Cathe/fon ſeems to be named 
in this Pedigree, as his chief Seat, it is more probable, that Stawue/ 
(in the Pariſh of Aerlmch, Com. Sam.) from whence his Fa- 
mily took their Name, was the uſual Place of his Reſidence. All 
this is clearly proved from a memorable Teſtimony, in the old Re- 
giſter of the Abbey of Gla/fonbury, now in the Library of the Lord 
Viſcount Weymouth at Lengleate, as follows, |

rations, bore the Name of Philips, They were Gentlemen of 
great Note in Somerſetſbire, of the Degree of Barons, and, un- 
doubtedly, of Norman Extraction. The Charter of Philip de Ci 
lumbaris (among thoſe of the Barons of Semerſet/hire, 12 Henri 
II.) is extant in the Red Bock of the Exchequer, by which it ap- 
pears he held ten Knights Fees, of the old Feoffments, from the 
Time of King Henry I. Nether-Stetuey being the Head of the Br 
rony of this Family, 

In the fore-mentioned Regiſter of Glaſtonbury, Sir Henry Sa 
wel is named as a Knight of "Somer cuir. together with Sir Vi. 
liam Malet, &c. in the Year 1261, being Witneſſes to a Deed 
dated at Melli at that Time. Who this Gentleman was, cannot 
well be explaine by the Pedigree; tho undoubtedly, he was 5 
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this Family, no other of this Name being to be found, in that 
County, ſo conſiderable as to have Knights in it. 

The fore-mentioned Regitter mentions Nicholas, Reginald, and 
Rollo de Stawel, in the Reign of King Henry III. and Edward I. 
who probably were Brothers of this Sir Gery. 

Sir Geoffry left a Son and Heir of his own Name, who was alſo 
a Knight, and often occurs as a Witneſs in the old Charters very 
far in King Edward the Third's Reign. He married Julian, 
Siſter and Heir of William Gaftelin, which Lady died in the 3 iſt 
of Edward the Third. | | 

This Sir Gery Stawel the younger died in the“ 37th of Ed- 
ward the Third, being then poſſeſſed of the Lordſhips of Cothel- 

flon, Stawel, Stratton, and Begbury, in the County of Somerſet, 
Framion-Coterell in Com. Ghuc. and the Manor of Norigg in 
Wiltfhire, beſides what he might have in other Counties. 

His eldeſt Son, Sir Matthew Stawel, Kt. inherited his Eſtate, 
who married Eleanor, one of the Daughters and Coheirs of Sir 
Richard Merton, of Merton in Devonſhire, deſcended from a 
Daughter and Heir of Matthew, Baron of Torrington in the fame 
County, whoſe Anceſtor, 1/illiam Fitz-Robert, was Baron of 
Torrington in King Richard the Firſt's Reign; of which Honour 
of Torrington many Knights Fees were held, it being a conſide- 
rable Barony, from the Norman Congueſt to the Time of King 
Edward the Firſt, whoſe Barons bare for their Arms, In a Field, 
Gules, Two Bars, and a Lion in chief Paſſant, Or. The Lands 
of this Barony were at length diſperſed into ſeveral Families by the 
fire Coheirs of the laſt Baron, married unto Martin, Sully, Mer- 
ton, Umfrevil, and Byran. Tr. Riſdon's Deſcription of Devon- 
Hire, Vol. I. p. 87. and Vol. II. p. 348. | 

Of this Family of Merton, Sir William Pool (in his Survey of 
Deomſhire) has collected the enſuing Account. > |

* ward III. Philip de Merton, Henry, Robert, Sir Walter, Sir Tho-

Sir Matthew Stawel was living in the 3d of Richard the Second, 
as appears from the Regiſter of Glaftonbury. 

His Son and Heir was Sir Thomas Stawel, who, in the Itch of 
Richard the Second, was declared Heir in Tail to Philip Colum-" 
bers, Lord of the Manors of Nether-Stowey, Hanylere, &. Com, 
Sem, which Philip died in 20 Edw, III. This Sir Thomas mar- 
ried Joan, the Daughter of Walter Framptm, of a Family of 
good Antiquity in Dor/etfhire ; the faid Falter being Lord of Buck-

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land-Ripers, Morton, &c. in Com. Dorſ. and died in the 13th 
Vear of Richard the Second. 5 

Sir Thomas Stawel died in 16 Henry VI. * leaving Robert, the 
Son of Malter, eldeſt Son of him the ſaid Sir Thomas, his next 
Heir, then 16 Years of Age. He died poſſeſſed of the Manors 
of Cathelſtan, Stony-Stratton, Evercriche, &c. Com. Som. and of 
Merton and Sutcomb, Com. Devon. It is obſervable, that he bore 
Supporters to his Coat of Arms, viz. Tae Goats, or Antelopes, as 
was viſible on his Seal to a Deed m the 15th of Henry VI. men- 
tioned by Sir William Pool, in his large Collections of old Evidences 
relating to the Weſtern Families, whereby tis probable he was a 
Knight Banneret. He was buried in the Abbey of Glafton, as 
Mr. Mullis aſſures us, in his Catalogue of the Abbots of Glan, 
in the Appendix to J. Leland's Colleftanea, Part II. p. 105. *» 

Walter $tawel died in the Life-time of his Father, Sir Thomas, 
having married Jaan, Daughter and Heir of Jahn Farway, 
by Agnes, zd Daughter and Heir of Sir Feb» Longland, by 1/a- 
bella, Daughter and Heir of John Beaupre (or de Bello prato, as 
written in the Latin Records) and Margaret his Wife, a Daughter 
of Sir Zern Carmino (A. D. 1360) whoſe Family was eſteemed 
the moſt conſiderable in the County of Gormwal,.. for their Poſſeſ- 
fions and Antiquity. 

Robert Stawel, Son and Heir of J#/alter, was 16 Years old at 
the Death of his Grandfather, Sir Thomas Stawel ; and, in 32 H. 
VI. obtained a © Grant of a Veſſel of 200 Tons, with a Captain 
and Mariners, to tranſport Goods, provided they did not belong to 
the Staple of Calais, and to import others, paying the Duties due, 
in Conſideration (as the Patent expreſſes) that he was taken Priſo- 
ner in the Dutchy of Aquitain, in the Retinue of Jahn, Earl of 
Shrewsury, and put to a great Ranſom and Expence, which he 
Was unable to defray, had not his Kindred and Friends ſupported 
him. He married Elizabeth, Daughter of Wilkam M adlum, of 
Aderrifield in the County of Somerſet, Eſq; Son and Heir of Sir 
Jahn Madlum, one of the Juſtices of the Common-Pleas, 

The I/adhams took their Name from the Place of their Habita- 
tion in the Pariſh of Know/ton, near Sauth- Moulton in Devonſhire ; 
and both E and Net Wadham deſcended, in that Name, unto 
Nichslas Nadbam, who left them to his-Heir-General. Nicholas 
Madbam had Sir Jahn, the Judge, who had Iſſue Niuhelas Wad- 
ham, the laſt of this Family, who married Dorethy, the Daughter 
of Sir William Petre, Secretary of State, and, having no Iſſue, 
they became the pious Founders of the College by their 
Name, in Oxford. | 

Edward Stawel was the Son of Robert, and married Agnes, the 
Daughter of John Cheyney of Pinbae, Com. Devo, by whom he 
had Iſſue Robert, who married Anne, one of the Daughters and

Heirs of Fobn St. Maur, Lord of North-Aeulton in Devonſhire, 
Sc. 2d Son of Richard, Baron St. Maur, of Caſtle-Cary, in the 
fame County 3 by which Match the Lord Statue has a Right to 
quarter the Arms of the Barons of St. Maur, Level, and Zouch ; 
and alſo of Erlegh, another Baron of Somerſet/hire, in the Reign 
of King Henry II. from Heireſſes of which Families he derives a 
clear Deſcent. And as he is intitled to the Bearings of thoſe No- 
blemen, ſo he is likewiſe to thoſe of the Heireſſes from whom 
they iſſued. Thus, by the Zauches, he has a Claim to the Arms 
of the Puinties, Earls of Wincheſter, and by Erlegh, to thoſe of 
Guy the Elder, Lord Bryen; as Sir M. Pool, and others, aſſert. 

John Stawel, Son and Heir of Robert Stawel and Anne St. Maur, 
married Dorothy, Daughter of Sir Edmond Carew, of a very an- 
tient and noble Family, deſcended from Walter de Il indſor, fo 
called from his being *, Sros wa of Windſor-Caftle, in the Reign of 
William the Conqueror. He had two Sons, IL illiam, from whom 
the Barons Windſor deſcended ; and Gerald, from whom the Ca- 
reus and Fitz-Geralds, Earls of Kildare and Deſmond in Ireland, 
are derived. 

By this Match the Stawe/s are deſcended from the Princes of 
South-Wales, from the Sifter of Strongbow, Earl of Pembroke, and 
Conqueror of Vreland, from the Pevereli, the Talbots, the Fitz- 
Alans, Earls of Arundel, the Benviles, the Courtneys, the Erce* 
deacons, the Carminoes, the Barons Dinham, the Huddefelds, &c. 

Richard Statuel, was the Son of the laſt mentioned Jam. He 
married Alice, the Daughter of William Paulet, Marquis of 
Winchefler, by Elizabeth his Wife, Daughter of Sir William

Jabn Stawel ſucceeded his Father Richard, and married 
Daughter of Sir Thomas Dyer, Kt. by whom he had 

Sir Fobn Stawel, Knight of the Bath; who married Elizabeth, 
Daughter of George, Lord Audley ; whereby his Iſſue derived 
themſelves from the old Barons Tracy and Martin, Lords of Ke- 
meis in Pembrokeſhire, and of Barnſtable and Dertington in Devon- 
Hire. Alſo from the Mortimers, Earls of March, and many other 
noble Families, 

The ſaid Sir Jahn Stawel, was one of the Knights of the Bath 
at the Coronation of King James the Firſt, and was ſucceeded by 

ahn his Son and Heir, who was made one of the Knights of the 
th at the Coronation of King Charles the Firſt. 

This laſt Sir-Fobn Stawel, had academical Education in Queen's 
College, Oxford, and being one of the Knights for Samerſetſbire, 
in that Parliament which began at Vſtminſter, 3 Neu. 1640, 
and adhering to King Charles the Firſt, in the Time of his Trou- 
bles, was a very great Sufferer. He was one of the moſt eminent 
Perſons- of the + ounty of Somerſet, for Eſtate, Wiſdom, and 
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Prudence, and having ſerved the Offices of Sheriff, Deputy-Lieu- 
tenant, &c. had a very great Intereſt in that Shire. On the 
firſt Eruption of the Civil War, he engaged with the Marquis of 
_— in raiſing Forces in the Weſt, being one of thoſe (as 
my Lord Clarendon * writes) I ho were like to give as Exam- 
ples in their Perſons, and to be followed by as many Men, as any ſuch 
Number of Gentlemen in England could be, In his firſt Action with 
the Rebels, he, with his Sons, and ſome Voluntier Gentlemen, 
, in the whole, not above fourſcore Horſe, and fourteen Dragoons, 
charged a greater Body of Horſe, and above 600 Foot, led by a 
Member of the Houſe of Commons; and, without the Loſs of 
one Man, killed ſeven in the Place, hurt very many, took their 
chief Officers, and as many more Priſoners as they would; and ſo 
routed the whole Body, that fix Men kept not together, they 
having all thrown down their Arms, He raiſed and maintained, 
at his *own Charge, three Regiments of Horſe, one of Dragoons, 
and anotherof Foot ; and the © Government of Taunton was com- 
mitted to him, being, as the noble Author before-mentioned 
writes, 4 Gentleman of one of the largeſt Eſtates that any Man 
Poſſeſſed in the Weſt, who had, from the Beginning of the Parlia- 
ment, fſhewed very great Affectiun to the Perſon of the King, and t1 
the Gevernment that was ſettled, both in Church and State; and from 
the Beginning of the Mar had engaged both his own Perſon and his two 
Sons in the moſt active Part of it, with ſingular Courage ; and had 
rendered himſelf as odious to the Parliament, as any Man of that 
Conditim had dene. On the Declining of the King's Cauſe, he 
was not admitted to compound, as others were, tho' compriſed 
within the Articles of Exeter, upon the Surrender of that City to 
the prevailing Powers, for they © not only thirſted after his great 
Eſtate, but alſo conſpired to take his Life. He was brought to 
the Bar of the Houſe of Commons, 18 Aug, 1646, and, as 
Whithck writes, refuſing to kneel, and behaving himſelf with 
very much Obſtinacy, the Houſe committed him to Newgate, 
and ordered that he ſhould be indicted of High Treaſon. He 
© endured, in thoſe Times of Affliction, long and tedious Impri- 
© ſonments in the Preſs-yard in Newgate, and other Gaols, and 
© after in the Tower of Landen. And, with admirable Wiſdom 
© and Courage, approved himſelf an eminent Aſſertor of the 
© Laws and Liberties of the Kingdom, by making ſuch a De- 
< fence in their ſeveral bloody Tribunals (viz. at Is. "oF Bench, 
and High Court of . as put to ſilence thoſe bold Judges, 
who fat there with Deſign to take away his Life.” And tho” he 
was reduced to the greateſt Want and Miſery which his ſevere 
Oppoſers, by Sale of his Lands, and cutting down his Woods, 
and demoliſhing the principal Seat of his Family at Cutholſtone, 
b Hitt, of Rebel. $vo, Vol. a. p. 715+» f Ibid.

O this Family which came out of the North, and 

ſettled in Hertfordſbire, was Robert Thompſon, liv- 

ing in the Reign of King Henry the Eighth, who had Iſſue Mau- 

rice Thompſon, of Cheſhunt, in the County of Hertford 5 and he, 

by Catherine his Wife, Daughter of — Hervey, was Father 
of Robert Thampſan. 

Which Robert was living Anno 1634, and having married El: 
zabeth , Daughter of Jahn Halfhead, of Hatton, in the ſaid County 
of Heriferd, reſided moſt part of his Life at Matton, but lies buried 
in the Church of Cheſhunt, aforeſaid, He had Iſſue five Sons, 
and three Daughters, born at Matten. 

From Maurice the eldeſt Son, the preſent Lord Haverſham is 
deſcended. | 

George, 2d Son, born in 1607, being Colonel of a Regiment 
in the 1 Army in the Time of the Civil War, had his 
Leg ſhot off in that Service; was alſo a Member of the Parliament 
at that Time ; and, in 1650, was choſe one of their Council of 
State (See Whitloeck's Memorials, p. 488, and Ludlow, Vol. 2. p. 
656.) He had but one Son who died without leaving Iſſue. 

Paul Thompſon, 3d Son, born in 1611, died without Iſſue. 

William, 4th Son, born in 1612, was an eminent Merchant in 
the City of London, | and one of their Repreſentatives in Parlia- 
ment, Anno 1661. He was knighted by King Charles the S- 
cond at Breda, before his Reſtoration, being one of | thoſe emi- 
nent Citizens, ſent to congratulate his Majeſty on that Event, 
and to aſſure him of the Loyalty of the City. His Country Seats 
were at Ofterley in Middleſex, and at Bradfield in Berkſhire. He 
married Elizabeth, Daughter and ſole Heir of Samuel Warner, 
who fined for Sheriff of London (and was 3d Son of John Warner, 
2d Son of Robert Warner, of Ratcliff in Com. Warw. Eſq;) by 
whom he had Iſſue a Son, and a Daughter Elxabeth, married to 
Sir Thomas Hoke, Bart. The Son was Sir Samuel Thompſon, Kt. 
who by Mary his Wife, ſole Daughter and Heir of George Buller, 
Eſq; ad Son of Sir Richard Buller, of Shellington in Com. Corn. 
(Grandſon of Fobn Buller, of Lilleſden in Com. Samerſ. lineally 
deſcended from thoſe of the Name antiently ſeated at Hd, in the 
ſame County) had Iſſue five Sons, and five Daughters, of which, 
only two of his Sons left Male Iſſue, wiz. William, the eldeſt Son, 
Grandfather to William Thompſon of Bradfield, Eſq; now living, 
and to Maurice his Brother ; and Themas, the youngeſt Son, who

After the War, he reſided chiefly in or near London, but 
his Country Seat was at E/ham in Lincolnſhire. He had two Sons, 
from the eldeſt of which, Milliam, is deſcended William Thompſon, 
now of.- E/ham, Eſq; and Robert his Brother: And Fo/epb, the 
younger Son of the aforeſaid Robert, had Iſſue Foſeph p/on, of 
Naonſuch-Park in Burry, Eſq; now living, and three Daughters, 
Frances, Mary married to Thomas Wheatley, Eſq; and Elizabeth to 
_ Brokſbank of Hackney, Eſq; Member in the laſt Parliament 
for Colcheſter. ry 

The faid Maurice Thompſon, Colonel George Thompſon, and Sir 
William Thompſon, have left a Memorial of their being born at 
Matton, aforeſaid, by their having founded the Free- School there 
in 1652. (See Chauncey's, and Salmon's Antiq. of Hertfordſhire.) 

I now return to Maurice A the eldeſt of the ſaid five 
Sons, and from whom the preſent Lord Haverſbum is deſcended. 
He was Governor of the E g- India Company, in the Reign of 
King Charles: the Firſt; as was alſo his Brother Sir ¶illiam, in 
the Reign of King Clurles the Second. In or about the Year 
1647, he went over to Holland with 2 or 3 other Commiſſioners, 
to ſollicit the States-General for ſome Relief to the -many diſtreſ- 
ſed. Proteſtant Families in Feland, that. had been plundered and 
ruined in the War: And, having obtained Leave of the States to 
collect voluntary Contributions, they brought from thence above 
thirty one thouſand Pounds © ; for which Service they received 
the Thanks of both Houſes of Parliament, in 1648. He is men- 
tioned in Strype's Edition of Stow's Survey of Landon, as the Per- 
ſon „ who by his own Bounty, and his Application to others, 
principally advanced the Building of the Chapel at Poplar, in 1653. 
He married Elen, Daughter of John Owen, Eſq; a Deſcendant 
of the antient Family of the Owens in Pembrokeſhire, and left Iſſue 
only one Son, Jahn Thompſon, and four Daughters; 1. Catherme, 
married to Sir ohm Wittewronge, of Rotlumſted in Hertfordſhire, 
Kt. and Bart. 2. Wie of Oldfield, Eſq; 3. 
Martha, wedded to Nicholas Corſellis, of London, Merchant, 
and, 4. Elizabeth, to Joſeph Alton, of Chelſea in Com. Middleſex. 
His chief Seat was at Haverſham in Buckinghamſhire, wherein, as 
alſo his other Eſtates, he was ſucceeded by his only Son, before- 
mentioned, 

Which John Thomp/on, was a Perſon of great natural Parts, 
improved by all the Acquiſitions of Polite Literature : He was cre- 
ated a Baronet by Letters Patent, dated Dec. 16, 1673, 25 Car. 
IL and was ſo far in the good Graces of King Charles the Second,

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that he would have preferred him to the Place of Treaſurer of his 
Chamber, which he declined to accept, being determined not to 
conform himſelf to the Deſigns of the Court, 

In 1685, in the firſt Parliament called by King James, he was 
returned a Member for the Borough of Gatton in Surry, where he 
had a Seat; and he repreſented the ſaid Borough in all the ſuc- 
ceeding Parliaments, till he was advanced to the Peerage. 

In 1688, he joined the Prince of Orange on his Landing in the 
Mt, and was one of the firſt that ſigned the Aſſociation. 

He was choſe by the Houſe of Commons, March 7, 1694-5, 
one of that memorable Committee appointed to inſpect the Books 
of the India Company, and of the Chamber of London, on a Re- 
port that there had been ſome corrupt Practices from thence, ex- 
tending even to Members of the Houſe of Parliament, And, 
on the 23d of April following, he was appointed a Member of 
their other Committee, to receive Diſcoveries, unto whom the 
great Sums diſburſed by the India Company had been diſtributed. 

And, having on ſeveral other Occaſions diſtinguiſhed himſelf in 
the Service of his Country, he was advanced to the Dignity of a 
Baron of this Realm, by the Stile and Title of Lord Haverſbam, 
by Letters Patent, bearing Date 4 Maii, 1696, 8 · Nilliam III. 
And on May 31, 1699, he was conſtituted the ſecond of the 
Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, in which Poſt he conti- | 
nued till January 1701-2, when the Earl of Pembroke was made | 
Lord High Admiral. After which, he was without any Place, 
and died on the 1ſt of November, 1710. He was ever a free 
Speaker when in the Houſe of Commons, as alſo as well known 
for his Speeches in the Houſe of Lords, ſeveral of which are printed 
in the Arnals of Pucen Anne. | 

He married, in the early Part of his Life, the Lady Frances,

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Maurice, his Son and Heir, now Lord Haverſham, ſerved in 
the War in Flanders, as Voluntier, in the Reign /of King Milli- 
am, and diſtinguiſhed: himſelf in the Attack of the Caſtle of Na- 
mur, in 1695, where he was dangerouſly wounded, He was after- 
wards a Colonel in the Foot Guards; and, when his Father was 
called up to the Houſe of Peers, he was choſen in his Room for 
the Borough of Gatton, as he was in moſt of the other Parliaments 
in the Reigns of King William, and Queen Anne, whilſt he was a 
Commoner, 

In 1717, his Lordſhip was appointed Treaſurer of the Exciſe, 
in 1 with Edward Paunceford, Eſq; which Poſt he has 
reſigned. 

His Lordſhip married firſt Elizabeth, Daughter of John Smith, 
of Hertfordſhire, Eſq; and by her had Iſſue two Daughters, Eli- 
zabeth, married to Jabn Carter of Cambridgeſhire, Eſq; and Anne, 
married to — Reynolds, Eſq; Son of Richard, Biſhop of Lincoln, 
which Daughter is ſince deceaſed, leaving no Iſſue.

- This Sir Henry was ® knighted by King James the Firſt at 
FH/hitehall, the 28th of March, 1611, and was ſent Ambaſſador- 
Extraordinary, firſt to the States of Holland, and after, in 1630, 
to the © Queen of Bohemia: Alſo, * the Year following (being 
Comptroller of the Houſhold, and one of the Privy-Council) to 
treat with Chriſtian the Fourth, King of Denmark, for Con- 
firmation of the Peace; and * to the famous Gu/tavus Adolphus, 
King of Sweden, during his War in Germany, and continued with 
him till his Death. 

In the Year 1639 (being then Treaſurer of the Houſhold) he 
was® made Secretary of State; but in that Promotion he was much 
oppoſed by the Earl of Strafford, who (as my Lord Clarendon ob- 
ſerves ) had unwiſely provot'd him, wantonly, and out of Contempt: 
And Sir Henry Vane, in Revenge, was a principal Means of ruin- 
ing the ſaid Earl, being a leading Member, and of great Intereſt 
in the Houſe of Commons, where he had ſerved * for the City of 
Carliſle, and Wilton, in all Parliaments from 18 Fac. I. 

On which, and other Matters the King took Offence at, he 
was removed from the Office of Secretary of State, as alſo Trea- 
ſurer of the Houſhold, which he held with it, before the Break- 
ing out of the Civil War; though, as is related by the Noble 


Author before. mentioned, He had no Inclination to changes and, m 


bis Judgment, he had liked the Government both of | Church and State. 
And the Houſe of Commons were much diſpleaſed at his Removal, 
thinking it done for his Services to that Houſe. - _- 

Being diſmiſſed from his Places, he continued with the Parlia- 
ment ; and, in December 1645, on a Treaty with the King, 
he was * nominated by the Houſes of Lords and Commons at l- 


 minſter, to be created a Baron, When he died I don't find, but 


it was before the Reſtoration of King Charles the Second, and he 
had Iſſue two Sons, Henry, and George, who were both knighted 
by King Charles the Firſt, the latter at Whitehall, on the 22d of 
November, 1640.

Henn, the eldeſt. had the Honour of Knighthood conferred

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Father, he tranſported himſelf into New-England, He was no 
ſooner landed there, but his Parts made him quickly taken notice 
of, and very probably his Quality, being the eldeſt Son of a Privy- 
Counſellor, might give him ſome Advantage; inſomuch that, 
when the next Seaſon came, for the Election of their Magiſtrates, 
he was choſen their Governor ; in which Place he had not the 
Fortune to pleaſe them long, and thereupon returned to England. 
When, being reformed from ſome Extravagancies, he, with his 
© Father's Approbation and Direction, married a Lady of a good 
s Family ; and, by his Father's Credit with the Earl of Northum- 
* berland, who was High-Admiral of England, was, jointly with 
« Sir William Ruſſel, in the Office of Treaſurer of the Navy (a 
Place of great Truſt and Profit) which he equally ſhared with 
© the other (and, ſurviving him, had it ſolely) and ſeemed well ſa- 
* tisfed and compoſed to the Government. 

But when his Father (as Lord Clarendon obſerves) receiv'd the Diſ- 
obligation I the Lord Strafford, by his being created Baron of Ra- 
by, the Houſe and Land of Vane (which Title he had promis'd him- 
5 but it was unluckily caſt upon the Earl, purely out of Contempt of 
'Vane) they fuck'd in all the Thoughts of Revenge imagmable ; and, from 
thence, the Son betook himſelf to the Friendſhip of 2 Pym, and all 
other diſcontented or ſeditious Perſons, and contributed all that Intelli- 
gence that deſign d the Ruin of the Earl, and which grafted him in 
the entire 5 vey of thoſe who promoted the ſame ; fo that nothi. 
was concealed from him, though it's believ d, that he communicated his 
ewn Thoughts to very few, 2 

The Part he acted, in the Civil Wars, is recited at large in our 
Hiſtorians, and, being beſide my preſent Purpoſe, I ſhall only 
mention, that when he wes Treaſurer of the Navy (which Place 
he held till the firſt Wars between the Englißb and Dutch) he 
ſhewed a rare Example of Honour and Integrity. The Fees of 
his Office were, at that Time, four Pence in the Pound, which, 
by reaſon of the War, honeſtly amounted to little leſs than 
30, 000 J. per Ann. Sir Henry Vane looked on it as too much for a 
private Subject, and very generouſly gave up his Patent (which he 
had for Life fiom King Charles the Firſt) to the then Parliament, 
deſiring but 20001. per Amum, for an Agent he had bred up to 
the es, and the Remainder to go to the Publick. This was 
done, and the Method of a fixed Sallary has continued ever fince 
in that Office. CY | 

On the Reſtoration of King Charles the Second, he was look- 
ed on as a dangerous Perſon ; and, being brought on his Trial for 
High-Treaſon, was found Guilty, and, receiving Sentence of 
Death 11 Jane, 1662, was executed the 14th of the fame Month. 
© Biſhop Burnet, in his Hiſtory of his own Times, gives an Ac- 
count, That, as the ſparing of Martin, Goodwin, and Milton, 
* who had not only juſtified, but magnified the putting the King 
t to Death, in their Writings, was much cenſured ; fo, 2 
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© other hand, the putting Sir Henry Jane to Death was as much 
© blamed : For, the Declaration from Breda being full for an In- 
© demnity to all, except the Regicides, he was comprehended in 
that; ſince, tho' he was for changing the Government, and 
* depoling the King, yet he did not approve of the putting him 
© to Death, nor of the Force put on the Parliament, but did for 
© ſome Time, while theſe Things were acted, withdraw from 
the Scene, This was fo repreſented by his Friends, that an 
* Addreſs was made, by both Houſes of Parliament, on his Be- 
© half; to which the King gave a favourable Anfwer, tho' in ge- 
* neral Words: So he reckoned that he was ſafe, that being equi- 
* valent to an Act of Parliament, tho' it wanted the neceſſary 
Forms. Yet the great Share he had in the Attainder of the 
* Earl of Strafford, and in the whole Turn of Affairs, to the 
total Change of Government; but above all, the great Opini- 
on, that was had of his Parts and Capacity to embroil Matters 
again, made the Court think it was neceſſary to put him out of 
the Way: He was beheaded on Tower-hill, where a new and 
© very indecent Practice was begun. It was obſerved, that the 
© dying Speeches of the Regicides had left Impreſſions on the 
© Hearers, that were not at all to the Advantage of the Govern- 
ment; ſo, Strains of a peculiar Nature being expected from 
© him, to prevent that, Drummers were placed under the Scaf- 
© fold, who, as ſoon as he began to ſpeak of the Publick, upon a 
« Sign given, ſtruck up with their Drums. This put him in no 
© Diſorder : He defired they might be ſtopped, for he underſtood

Who he married I don't find, but Thomas Gower was his Son 
and Heir, who in 11 Henry IV. was conſtituted one of the 
Commiſſioners of Array in the North-Riding of Yorkfhire.

Sir Jam Leveſon Gower, Bart, was elected to Parliament“, on 
the Death of his Father, for Newca/!le under Line, and ſerved for 
the ſame till he was advanced to the Degree and Dignity of a 
Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Geer, Baron Gower 
of Stittenham in Yorkſhire, by Letters Patent, bearing Date the 16th 
of Marth (1702-3) 2 Queen Anne, He was ſworn of the Privy- 
Council to the Queen, on the 21ſt of April 1702, and at the ſame 
Time was declared Chancellor of the Dutchy of Lancaſter, which

The ſaid Sir Edward Scymour, Bart. died on the 112th of April, 
1613, and was buried from his Houſe at Berry Pemerey Caſtle, 
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on Thurſday, the 27th of May, 1613, with great Solemnity, the 
principal Gentlemen of the County attending: To whom ſuc- 
ceeded, in Title and Eſtate, Edward, his eldeſt Son. 

This Edward was knighted at Greenwich, the 22d of May, 
1603, and® was ſent by King James I, on an Ambaſſy to the 
King of Denmark, He was“ elected one of the Knights for Do- 
vonſbire in two Parliaments in the Reign of King James the Firſt, 
and for Kellington and Totneſs in two other Parliaments, whereof 
the laſt met at ///tmin/ter, the 6th of February, 1625, by the 
Appointment of King Charles the Firſt ; but, on the Diſſolution 
thereof, being in an advanced Age, he lived retired at the Caſtle 
of Berry Pomeroy ', which he made a ſtately Houſe : This Seat 
had a fine Proſpect, being ſituate on a Rock on a riſing Ground, 
from the Eaſt and North, over a pleaſant Rivulet running through 
a Deer-Park, which emptieth itſelf into the ZHemms at Little 
Hemſtom, as that doth into the Dart, half a Mile from Torneſs ; 
and the Pariſh of Berry conjoins to that of Totneſs, by a fair Bridge, 
of about eight Arches, ſtanding over the River Dart. 

This Caſtle of Berry, the antient Seat of the Pomeroys, was a 
great and noble Structure, but, in thoſe Times of Confuſion, du- 
ring the Civil Wars in the Reign of King Charles the Firſt, was 
demoliſhed, and now lies in Ruins, The Additions, this Sir Ea- 
ward Seymour made thereto, is, by Mr, Prince, in Danmonii Ori- 
entales Illuſtres, p. 492. (who relates, that upwards of 20,000 /. 
were beſtowed thereon) thus ſet forth : * Before the Door of the 
great Hall was a noble Walk, in Length the Breadth of the 
Court, arched over with curiouſly carved Free · Stone, ſupported 
in the ſame Part by ſeveral ſtately Pillars of the ſame Stone, of 
great Dimenſions, after the Corinthian Order, ſtanding on Pe- 
deftals, having Cornices or Friezes finely wrought ; behind which 

were placed in the Wall ſeveral Seats of Frieze-Stone, alſo cut 
into the Form of an Eſcallop-Shell, in which the Company, 
when weary, might repoſe: themſelves. The Apartments within 
were very ſplendid, eſpecially the Dining-Room, which was 
adorned, beſides Paint, with Statues and Figures, cut in Ala- 
baſter with admirable Art and Labour ; but the Chi Piece 
of poliſhed Marble, curiouſly engraven, was of great Coſt and 
Value. Many other of the Rooms were well adorned with 
Mouldings and Fret-work ; and ſome Marble Clavils were fo 
delicately fine, that they would reflect an Object true and live- 
ly from a great Diſtance, In ſhort, the Number of the Apart- 
ments of the whole may be collected hence, if Report be true, 
that it was a good Day's Work for a Servant but to open and 
© ſhut the Caſements belonging to them.” Non 

At this Seat, the ſaid Sir Edward Seymour died, about the Vear 
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1641, hems lamented, having, by an obliging Temper, 
attracted the Love of his Country, and, by a prudent Manage- 
ment, gained the Character of a Perſon of Honour, Conduct, 
and Experience, He had, by Dorothy his Lady, Daughter of Sir 
Henry Killigrew, of Lathbury in Cormuall, Kt. ſeveral Sons and 
Daughters : Elizabeth was married to Sir William Courtney, of 
Powderam in Com, Devon, Kt. Mary was wedded to Sir Jana- 
than Trelawney, Bart. Father of the late Biſhop of incheſter; 
another was eſpouſed to Trelawney, Brother to the ſaid 
22 3 and Anne was Wife to Dr. Stourton. 
the Sons, Edward, the eldeſt, will be mentioned hereafter : 
Henry, ſecond Son, born in the Year 1612, was a Gentleman 
valued and eſteemed by Perſons of the greateſt Note in the Reigns 
of King Charles the Firſt and Second. He was, in his Youth, 
of Honour to King Charles the Firſt ; and, on the Irrup- 
tion of the Civil Wars, went with the Marquiſs of Hertford into 
Somerſetſhire, and was with that Noble Peer at Sherburn *, who, 
with only two T of Horſe and 4000 Foot, courageouſly 
withſtood the whole Force of the Earl of Bedford, conſiſting of 
above 7000 Foot, beſides Horſe, with Cannon, &c. and, the 
Marquiſs ſending the Earl of Bedford a Challenge, Mr. Seymour 
was | choſe to carry it. His viour in all Reſpects won him 
the Efteem of the whole Court; ſo that, when it was thought ne- 
ceſſary for the Prince of Malis, afterwards King Charles the Se- 
| cond, to have Servants peculiar to himſelf, he was then nominated 
one of the Grooms of the Bed-chamber. When all was loſt 
in England, he went with his Royal Maſter abroad, and was en- 
truſted with the laſt Letter and Meſſage the Prince * ſent to the 
King, which he delivered, Fan. 27, 1648, on the Evening of 
that Day the Sentence of Death pafled on his Majeſty, who, after 
hearing what he had to fay, imparted to him his Anſwer, the laft 
he ſent, He left a Son, Sir Henry Seymour, of Langley in Com. 
Bucki, Bart. who died unmarried, 17 14. 

I now return to Sir Edward Seymour, Bart. (eldeſt Sen of Sir 
Edward Seymomr, Kt. and Bart.) Which Sir Edward, born in 
the Year 1611, was elected one of the Knights for Devonſhire, 
during the Life of his Father, in the two laſt Parliaments called 

King Charles the Firſt ; and, adhering to his Sovereign in the 

mes of the Rebellion, had his Houſe of Berry-Caftle in Devon 
plundered and burnt. He fat at Oxford, among thoſe Members 
the King convened, in the Year 1647 ; and, ſhewing a ready 
Concurrence in the Meaſures for eſtabliſhing Monarchy and Epit- 
copacy, he endured many Hardſhips, till ſuch Time as the Con- 
{titution was reſtored, by the Eſtabliſhment of King Charles the 
Second on the Throne of his Anceſtors*, He was Viee- Admiral

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of the County of Devon, and a Member in all Parliaments, in the 
Reigns of King Charles the Second and King James the Second, 
being elected thereto for the Borough of Totne/s.. And, depart- 
ing tnis Life about the Year 1689, had Sepulture at Berry Pome- 
roy, leaving Iſſue by Anne his Wife, Daughter to Sir Jobn Port- 
man, Bart. (who ſurvived him ſix Years, and was interred by her 
Huſband) a Daughter Elizabeth, wedded to Sir Jeſeph Tredenham, 
of Tregony in Cornwall ; and five Sons, Edward, his Succeſlor ; 
ahn, a Colonel in the Army; Hugh, killed in the Dutch Wars; 

illiem, fourth Son, who died unmarried ; Henry Seymour, Eſq; 
fifth Son, Heir to his Uncle, Sir Villiam Portman, Bart. where- 
by he poſſeſſed the large Inheritance of the Portman, at Orchard- 
Portman, in Somerſetſhire, Qc. and aſſumed the Name and Arms 
of Portman, by Act of Parliament, purſuant to a Settlement of 
the faid Sir William. 

Sir Edward Seymour, Bart. fifth of that Name in lineal Succeſ- 
ſion, and eldeſt Son of the laſt Sir Edward, made a conſiderable 
Figure, both in Court and the Houſe of Commons, in four ſeve- 
ral Reigns. He conſtantly ſerved in Parliament, after his firſt E- 
lection, to the Time of his Death, moſtly for the City of Exe- 
ter, and once for the County of Devon; and hardly any was bet- 
ter heard, or brought more over to his Opinion, than he did, In 
the Year 1667, he promoted the Impeachment of the Earl of 
Clarendon, and was the firſt that motioned it, and carried it up to 
the Lords, On 25 Feb. 1672, he was unanimouſly choſen 
Speaker of that called the Long Parliament; and, the 9th of A. 

pril following, was ſworn of the Privy-Council, and ſoon after 
made Treaſurer of the Navy. The 6th of March, 1679, he was 
again elected Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, at which Time 
bg was of the Privy-Council, and Treaſurer of the Navy; yet 
the King refuſed his Approbation, notwithſtanding the Commons 
made three Repreſentations in his Favour ; which occaſioned their 
Prorogation to the 15th, when they elected Serjeant Gregory. 
The next Year they were ſo diſguſted at his Behaviour, that they 
carried at Impeachment againſt him, and a Motion was made to 
remove him from his Majeſty's Council and Preſence for ever; but 
that was dropped, and no Articles were ever exhibited againſt 


When King James the Second aſcended the Throne, he was 

a ſedulous Oppoſer of Monmouth and his Adberents; and afterwards 
no leſs warm in oppoſing Arbitrary Power and a Standing Army. 
He was one of the firſt Gentlemen, in the Weſt of England, that 
went in to the Prince of Orange, Amo 1688 ; and the Aſſoci- 
ation, that followed, was owing to his Propoſal, In the Conven- 
tion-Parliament, at the Revolution, he oppoſed the Declaring the 
Prince of Orange King of England; nevertheleſs, on the Iſt of 
March, 1691, he was ſworn of the Privy-Council, and conſti- 
due On of the Lord of the Treaſury, in which be continued 
| 8 
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about two Vears; and, on his Reſignation, had aſterwards no 
Employment, during that Reign. On the Acceſſion of her Ma- 
iefty Queen Anne, he was again admitted of the Privy-Council, 
and conſtituted Comptroller of her Houſhold ; and had an Offer 
of a Patent for a Baron of the Realm, which he declined, and got 
it conferred on Francis, the eldeſt ſurviving Son of his ſecond 
Marriage: Being warm in his Adherence to thoſe tiled the 
Church-Party, and tickling for paſſing the Bill to prevent Occa- 
ſional Conformity, he continued but two Years in his Poſt of 
Comptroller of the Houſhold, and, afterwards, conſtantly oppoſed 
the Meaſures of the — = — — with great Natural 
Parts, which, together with his long Experience in Parliamen 
Affairs, gained him the firſt Place among the leading Members of 
his Party, by wbom his Death was much regretted. He died on 
the 17th of February, 1707, in the 76th Year of his Age, and 
was buried at Maiden- Bradley in Wikre, where, on a beautiful 
Monument erected to his Memory, is the following Inſcription :

©* Earl of Ort (of whom I kave treated in the ſecond 
Volume) was Roger Boyle, Lord Bregbill, and Earl of Orrery. 
Which Roger Boyle, at the Interceſſion of his Father, the Earl 
of Cort, was, by King Charles the Firſt, by Letters Patent, bear- 
ing Date 28 Feb. 1628, created Baron of. Broghill in the King- 
dom of Ireland; and afterwards obtained a Patent to erect it into a 
Lordſhip and Manor. He was born on the 26th of April, 1621, 
and xfter his Education in the College of Dublin, was ſent to 
Travel, and on his Return, going to the Engliþ Court, he ap- 
peared ſo accompliſhed, that the Earl of Northumberland entruſted 
him with his own Troop. in that Expedition into. the North of 
England againſt the Scots. ..... — — 

Having the Command of a Troop of Horſe raiſed by his Father 
in the Year 1641, he diſtinguiſhed himſelf in many Encounters 
with the /r1þ Rebels; and in the Year 1642, was in the Battle 
of Liſcarroll, with three of his Brothers, who, by theit pallan Be- 
haviour, obtained a compleat Victory over the Rebels, headed 
by ſix Lords of their Party. His Lordſhip ated with Vigour a- 
gainſt them, till the Ceſſation of Arms, 18. Sept. 1643, which 
be earneſtly oppoſed, foreſeeing it would be deſtructive to the 
Proteſtant Intereſt in Ireland. On which Account, his Lordſhip 

Was 
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was at the Head of a Petition of the Proteſtants of Munſter, to 
the Marquis of Ormond, Lieutenant-General, and the Council 
of Ireland, ſetting forth, with great Weight, their Grievances, 
and beſeeching them to call to Mind, that his Majeſty gave his 
Royal Aſſent to an Act of Parliament, obliging himſelf not to 
grant any Pardon or Terms of Peace to the Rebels, without the 
Confent of his Parliament of England. And, being afterwards 
daily alarmed with Plots of the Papiſts, who, among other Con- 
trivances, had formed a Deſign on the City of Cort; he, with 
the Earl of Inchiguin, Sir Wilkam Fenton, and others, did, on the 
18th of Fuly, 1644, write to his Majeſty, * That no Peace 
© could concluded with the Iriſb Rebels, which would not 
© bring unto his Majeſty, and the Engl; in general, a far great- 
© er Prejudice, than the Shew of a Peace there would bring 
© them Advantage, c. And thereupon beſought him, that he 
* would not ſo much regard ſo inconſiderable a Handful of People 
© as they were, as to purchaſe but a ſeeming Security, by leaving 
thereby the Proteſtant Religion, in all likelihood, to be extirpa- 
© ted, and his Majeſty obnoxious to the Loſs of that Kingdom : 
Further, beſeeching his Majeſty, That he would be pleaſed to 
« proclaim again the Iriſb to be Rebels, and not to pardon thoſe 
© who have committed ſo many barbarous Crimes, that they are 
© as far above Deſcription, as they are ſhort of Honeſty, the 
* Iiſþ proſeſſing they had his Majeſty's Commiſſion for what they 
© did. The true Senſe of which deviliſh Aſperſion caſt upon his 
© Majeſty, with other Reaſons, made them reſolve to die a thou- 
* ſand Deaths, rather than condeſcend to any Peace, referring 
© themſelves in other Things to their Declaration.” 

But ſuch a diſſatisfactory Anſwer had they from the King, that 
the Lord Broghill (who was made Governor of Limerick) with 
the Earl of Inchiguin, put themſelves under the Protection of the 
Parliament, and, by their Courage and Conduct, drove the Re- 
bels out of moſt of the Port Towns in Afunſter, and other con- 
ſiderable Places there, and formed a Body of 12000 Men in Arms. 
His particular Succefles againſt the Rebels are recited in hi- 
lets Memorials, Caxs Hiſtory of Ireland, &c. and rendered him 
ſo conſiderable, that Cromwet care ſſed him by all the Arts be was 
Mafter of, and received him as his intimate Friend. 

In a Manuſcript Account of his Life, wrote by Mr. Love, 
and communicated to me by the late Earl of Orrery, the Circum- 
ſtances of Cromwel's bringing him over to his Intereſts, are thus 
related by the ſaid Mr. Love, * My Lord did me the Honour fo. 


* converſe more intimately with me, than is eaſily credible, and 
* to honour me with the whole of that great, that greateſt Inſtance 
* of Divine Providence (tho' at firſt with the greateſt Regret) the 
© Wiſdom of God led him through. 

On the' Martyrdom of King Charles the Firſt, my Lord re- 
tired to a private Life, to his Houle at Marflon Becker mu 
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* Frome, in the Weſt of England, where he had a Letter from 
© the Royal Orphan, King Charles the Second, then in Exile: 
That his Majeſty had provided two ſmall Ships to carry him to 
© treland : That he was ſenſible his Lordſhip was beloved, and 
could influence the Southern Proteſtants of Ireland ; and that he 
< wanted only my Lord Broghill to go with him. 

© My Lord was pleaſed with the King's Command, and imme- 
< diately ſent in Anſwer, | 

That he hoped to be very ſoon with his Majeſty : That no one in 
England knew the Secret but his Wife, and his Siſter Ranelagh, at 
whoſe Houſe, in the Old Mall, he was to come in the Duſk, with 
only four Servants (an a certain Day) to take his Leave of her, and 
would then ſet out, | #; 

© My Lord came, and no ſooner houſed, but heard a Voice 
* aſk for the Lord Breghill He thereupon charged his faithful 
« Siſter with Treachery, but her Proteſtation of being innocent 
* temper'd him. The Meſſenger, a ſightly Lieutenant, faid the 
© Lord General Cromuel ſent him to know, when and where he 
might wait on his Lordſhip, My Lord anſwered, they were 
utter Strangers, and therefore ſent the Meſſenger back, as if he 
© miſtook the Name. Cruel, who was near for the Purpoſe,

After Oliver's Death, his Son Richard, who ſucceeded, was 
© perſuaded by Lieutenant-General Deſhorough, a violent Man, 
© to ſummon a Council of all the Military Officers to meet at 
* Wallingford-Houſe. His Lordſhip ſoon perceived this muſt end 
in a Flux of Blood, and perſuaded Richard ſuddenly to diſſolve 
that dreadful Aſſembly. This put the aſpiring General into 
* ſuch a Fret, as made England too warm for his Lordſhip ; who 
* retired to his Country Houſe, near Cork Harbour in freland, 
having the bare and empty Title of Maſter of the Ordnance. 

The ſtrange Proceedings of the long Parliament (called the 
Rump) gave his Lordſhip Hopes that Matters began to ripen 
* for the reſtoring of the Royal, Family. Among other Fears, 
* they grew jealous of the Lord Brohil, and ſent Serjeant Steele, 
Lord Chancellor, Lach Cooke, Corbet, and another, to Dub- 
* lin, to ſecure his Lordſhip, if he did not engage for all the 
* Proteſtants of Munter. But he ſcrewed them to the Dilemma, 
* either to give him the Command of that Province, or his pri- 
* vate Liberty. Being commanded to an Antichamber, he over- 
© heard Steele very worthily baffle the others, in Favour of him- 
* ſelf, who only threatened him, and ſent him home. 

* His Lordſhip (having formerly hinted Matters to General 
Ant) at his Return to his Country Retirement, ſeeing the 
© Government run into wild Meaſures, took that Occaſion to 
treat with the Chiefs of Munſter, ſuch as Brodrick (Father of 
* the Lord Chancellor Brodrick of Ireland) Coulthorp, Clayton, 
* Kyrl, Dillon, Pyne, Denny, King, Foulke, Fephſon, Purdon, 
* &c. In a little Time he brought them all into his Intereſts, 
* except Vin, Governor of Limerick, whom he ventured at- 
* diſtantially ; Wilſin aſſured him, he would be for him, be the 
* Deſign what it would. Thereupon his Lordſhip put to him, 
© Suppoſe a King was to be ſet up ; Wilſon conſented to it, and, at 
* his Return from his Lordſhip, ſtopped at Rathcormick (Colonel 
* Barry's Seat) and thence ſent his Servant (to e 
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| Lord's Jealouſy) giving him Aſſurance under his Hand, to lis 
ö Confuſion if he was not ſincere. | 
| His Lordſhip thereupon ſent his Brother, the Lord Shannen, 
| < with eight Lines in a ſmall Scrip of Paper, nicely quilted in 
| the Collar of his Dublet, to aſſure the King, he had 5000 of 
his Proteſtant Subjects, all try'd reſolute Men, at or near Cort, 
-< ready to attend his Majeſty, The Lord Shannon found the 
King at Bruſſels, who agreed to go to Ireland, and had provi- 
* ded Diſguiſes for that Purpoſe ; but, in the Interim, the King 
© received certain Advice, that Monk deſigned his Reſtoration in 
* England ; and, acknowledging Lord Broghil's ſingular Loyalty, 
© gave him all Aſſurances of his Favour. And, the firſt Time he 
© ſpoke in Council after his Reſtoration, he mentioned his Obli. Mat 
© gations to the Lord Broghill, and the Proteſtants of Ireland.” 
His Lordſhip had the chief Care in diſpoſing all thoſe who were full ] 
in the King's Intereſt in /reland, to declare for a free Parliament, Tent? 
And in January 1659-60, as Sir Richard Car obſerves, in his Sir þ 
Hiſtory of that Kingdom, ſurprized the Caſtle of Dublin, and 
ſeized thoſe who were entruſted with the Government, and ſent rr 
them to England. After which, their firſt Act was to order a And 
Faſt and Humiliation for their Sins, among which, the Murder * 
of the King was enumerated, and all their Actions were ſuitable, | 
ſo that they ſeemed to contend with England, which ſhould be mo dible 
forward. in reſtormg the King, On the 14th of February, they Miliei 
publiſhed a memorable Declaration, for a full and free Parliament biggeſ] 
in lreland, and the Re- admiſſion of the ſecluded Members in the alone 
Parliament of England. And the Convention meeting in Ireland, 5 
purſuant to it, on the 14th of March, publiſhed a Declaration to 
the ſame Purpoſe ; alſo, on the 14th of May, accepted of his Ma- 
jeſty's Declaration from Breda, of the 14th of April, and chear- 
fully concurred in his Reſtoration, 

Sept. 5, 1660, in Conſideration of his Services, and join- 
ing with the Duke of Albemark in reſtoring the King (as is ex 
preſſed in the Patent) he was created Earl of Orrery, in the King- 
dom of Ireland; and, at the ſame Time, made Lord Preſident of 
the Province of Mun/ter. Alſo, in Of. 1660, was declared one of 

© the three Lords Juſtices of Ireland, who managed Affairs there 
with great Candor and Modgation, as the Continuator of Sit 
Richard Baker's Chronicle writes. The next. Year he had the 
Command of a Regiment, and an Independant Company in his 
Majeſty's Service. And with Jahn, Lord Viſcount Maſſareen, 
was made Collector of all ſuch Monies as were preſcribed by his 
Majeſty's Declaration of the 3oth of November, 1660, Like. 
with on the 14th of January, 1651, he and the Lord Chan- 
cellor were ſworn Lords Juſtices, on the Death of the Earl of 
Montrath. And, on the 30th of April, 1662, they publiſhed an 
Indulgence to Diſſenters, and continued in the Government un- 
til the 28th of July, 1662, at which Time, James, Duke of Publik 
Ormond, was ſworn Lord-Lieutenant. The King chiefly — VOL 
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trufſed the whole Settlement of Jreland to his Lordſhip's Conduct; 


and it's obſerved by the Writer of his Life, that the Proteſtants 
there may bleſs the Day the Lord Orrery was born, who confirm. 
ed thoſe old Soldiers in their Poſſeſſions, who had given their 
Children liberal Education, ſo that they became Proſeſſors of Law, 
Divinity, and Phyſick. 

In the Year 1663, he obtained a Patent for Fairs and Markets, 
to be held for ever, in his two Villages of Rathgogran and Bally- 
martra ; and, by his great Credit with the King, ſome Time af- 
ter procured thoſe two Places to be erected into Boroughs, which 
return four Members to the preſent Parliament in Ireland; with 
the Nomination of Recorders, Town-Clerks, Clerks of the 
Market, and other Officers, to him and his Heirs for ever. 

He was continued Lord Preſident of Munſter, where he had 
full Power, both Civil and Military, and was very active in di- 
verting any Deſigns prejudicial to the Intereſt of his Country. 
Sir Richard Cox takes Notice, that, in the Year 1663, the Earl 
of Orrery diſcovered to the Lord-Lieutenant a Deſign of the Fa- 
naticks to ſeiae the Caſtle of Dublin, whereby it was prevented. 
And the Writer of his Life mentions, that, in the Year 1667, 
having Intelligence that the Duke of Beaufort, Admiral of France, 
was preparing to make a Neſcent on Kmſale, he, with hardly cre- 
dible Application and Diſpatch, immediately encamped all the 
Militia and ſtanding Army of Munſter, and brought ſome of the 
biggeſt Guns out of his Majeſty's Ships of War, planted Batteries 
along the Shore, laid a Boomb or Chain croſs the Channel, to 
ſecure the Ships in the Harbour, and was in few Days ſo well 
provided in every Particular (being all the Time nobly entertain- 
ed and aſſiſted by Mr. Suthwell, and attended by all the Gentry 
of Sar) that Monſieur Beaufort gave over his Deſign. Ne- 
vertheleſs, being ſenſible, that, on a War with France, the King- 
dom lay very much expoſed to an Invaſion, and that as Ninſal 
was the beſt Harbour throughout his Majeſty's Dominions, yet it 
was without any Fortifications, whereby it might protect our 
Ships from foreign Enemies, he prevailed with his Majeſty to per- 
mit him to erect a Fort there, which was begun about the Year 
1670, and. almoſt finiſhed in three Years Time. And in the 
Year 1678, being reviewed by the Duke of Ormend, his Grace, 
in Honour of his then Majeſty, named it Charles- Fort, and is 
now one of the beſt Sea-ports in the Kingdom, 

In the Lear 1669, there was a Miſunderſtanding between his 
Lordſhip and the Duke of Ormond, with whom he had continu- 
ed an intimate Correſpondence from the Reſtoration, where- 
by, about the Year 1672, he was deprived of the Preſidentſbip 
of Munſter ; but, to recompenſe the Los of that Place, his Ma- 
jeſty preſented him with 8000 J. and, having reconciled him to the 
Duke of Ormond, he afterwards concerned himſelf very little in 
Publick Affairs, but ſpent the Remainder of his Life chiefly in a

Lionel, Earl of Orrery, who ſucceeded his Father, married 
— Natural Daughter of Charles Sackvil, Earl of Dorſet, and 
dying without Iſſue, on the 23d of Auguſt, 1703, was ſucceeded 
in Honour and Eſtate by Charles, his only Brother and Heir, 
late Earl of Orrery ; and his Lady was afterwards married to 
Richard Boyle, the preſent Lord Viſcount Shannon. 

Which Charks, Earl of Orrery, in Conſideration of his great 
Merits and Services, was created a Peer of Great- Britain, by her 
Majeſty Queen Anne, on the 5th of September, 1711, by the 
Stile and Title of Lord Boyle, Baron of Marſton in Somerſetſhire, 
a Lordſhip deſcended to him from his Great Grandſather, the 
Earl of Corti. The Preamble to the Patent has been thus tran -

His Lordſhip had his Academical Education in Chri/t-Churc| 
College in Ox/ord, and applied himſelf fo cloſely to his Studies, 
that he impaired his Conſtitution. * Dr. Aldrich, the Head of 
that Society of which he was a Member, obſerving his uncom- 
© mon Application and Thirſt after Learning, conceived a very 
particular Efteem for him, and drew up for his Uſe that Cim- 
« pendium of Logick, which is now read at Chri/t-Church, and in 
* which he calls him, The great Ornament of our College.” 

Whilſt he was a Student, he tranſlated the Zife of Lyſander, 
as it now ſtands in our Engliſh Plutarch's Lives. And, being a good 
Grecian, he afterwards put out a new Edition of the Epiſtles of 
Phalaris, which brought on him a Controverſy with Dr. Bentley, 
much talked of by the Criticks of that Time, and occaſioned the 
Publication of many Books and Pamphlets. And, beſides what he 
wrote in that Diſpute, he was Author of a Comedy, with this 
Title, As you find it; and of ſome particular Copies of Verſcs, 
which diſcover his Mit, good Senſe, and Poetical Genius. 

After he left Chri/t-Church, he was, in the 12th of King Ii. 
liam, choſe Member of Parliament for Huntingdem, as alſo in that 
called the Year after; and in three ſucceflive Parliaments in the 
Reign of Queen Arne. 

On his Brother Lianels Death, in 1703, he became Earl of 
Orrery, had the Command of a Regiment of Foot, and, on the 
13th of Ofeber, 1705, was elected one of the Knights of the Or- 
der of St. Andrew, or the Thiſtle. In March 1705-6, he married 
the Lady Elizabeth Cecil, Daughter to Jahn Earl of Exeter, by 
Anne, his Wife, only Siſter of William, Duke of Devonſhire. 
Which Lady died within a few Years after her Marriage, leaving 
Iſſue by him an only Son, Jobn, the preſent Earl of Orrery, born

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His Lordſhip, in the Reign of Queen Anne, was conſtituted 
Major-General of the Foot, and, among other Services, was pre- 
ſent at the Battle of Tanieres, which coſt the Engliþh more Blood, 
than any in the laſt War. He led on his Regiment with the ut- 
moſt Gallantry, where the Action was hotteſt, and where moſt of 
his Men fell on each Side of him. On the 11th of Fanuary, 
1710-11, he was declared Envoy. Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiary to the States of Brabant and Flanders, and, at the ſame 
Time, was made Colonel of her Majeſty's Britiſb Fulileers ; alſo, 
on the 9th of February following, was ſworn of her Privy-Coun- 
cal, 


The Treaty of Utrecht being near a Concluſion whilſt his Lord- 
ſhip reſided at Bruſſels, the Magiſtrates knowing they were ſoon 
to become the Emperor's Subjects, and that the Queen of England 
would have nothing to do with them, they took the Liberty to 
ſhew leſs Reſpect to her Miniſter, than they had before done. But 
the Earl of Orrery, looking on their Behaviour as an Indignity 
to the Crown of Great Britain, managed with ſo much Reſolu- 
tion and Dexterity, that he got every one of them turned out of 
their Poſts. 

On his late Majeſty's Acceſſion to the Throne, his Lordſhip 
was not only continued in his Command of the Armv, but made 
one of the Lords of the Bed-chamber to the King ; and, on the 
3d of December, 1714, conſtituted Lord Lieutenant of the Coun- 
ty of Somerſet, and Cios Rotulorum of the ſame, In 1716, he 
reſgned his Poſt of the Bed chamber, and his Regiment wag 
taken from him. In 1722, he was committed Priſoner to the 
Tauer, on Suſpicion of High-Treaſon, and, the Habeas Corpus 
Act being ſuſpended, was under Confinement fix Months, and 
then admitted to Bail, the preſent Earl of Burlingtan, and Henry 
Byle, Lord Carlton, his Relations, entering into a Recognizance 
of 20,000 J. each for his Appearance; and his Lordſhip himſelf 
in a Recognizance of 30,000 J. more. This befel his Lordſhip 
on the Account of the Plot, commonly diſtinguiſned by the Name 
of Layer's Plot; yet nothing was ever proved on him, and very 
few but what a better Opinion of his Lordſhip's Judgment, 
than to believe he would be concerned with ſo mean a Perſon. His 


Lordſhip died, after a ſhort Indiſpoſition, on the 28th of Aug, 


1730, in the 57th Year of his Age. Among other ſhining Ac- 
compliſhments, he was well verſed in the Mathematicks, and had 
a Genius for Mechanicks, whereof the Inſtrument, that bears his 
Name, is an undeniable Proof, and has met with an univerſal 
Reception, He bought and read whatever was publiſhed relatin 
to Phyſick, or Medicine, and employed ſeveral Perſons to ſend 
him an Account of Drugs and Herbs in foreign Countries; and 
preſcribed with Succeſs to many of his Friends, an ſeveral Occa- 
hons, But to enter particularly into his Character is beſide my

him Lord Viſcount Dupplin, in 1627. Alſo, as a further Mark 
of his Eſteem, advanced him to the Dignity of Earl of Kin- 
nowl, in 1633, with Limitation of thoſe Honours to Thomas 
his Brother. He enjoyed the Chancellor's Place, with univerſal 
Applauſe to his Death, 16 December, 1634, ſome Months be- 
fore he was 60 Years of Age. He lies interred at Kinnowt, 
under a ſumptuous Monument, with his Statue in full Propor- 
tion, habited in Chancellor's Robes. And by Margaret his 
Wife, Daughter of Sir James Haliburton, of Pitcur in the 
Shire of ey wad had Iflue Sir Peter Hay, who died unmarried, 
George, his Succeſſor in the Honour, and Margaret, Wife of 
Alexander Lindſay, Lord Spainzie. 

Which George, his Succeſſor, was Captain of the Yeomen 
of the Guards to King Charles I. and one of his Privy- 
Council, In the Civil Wars, he ſhewed an unſhaken Loy- 
alty to his Sovereign, was conſtant in his Service, often hazarding 
his Perſon in the Royal Cauſe, and adhering thereto, loſt the 
greateſt Part of his Eſtate. He © died at }/hiteball, Oct. the 5th, 
1644, and was buried, on the 8th of the ſame Month, at the 
Eaſt-End of Maltbam-Abbey Church in Ee; leaving Iſſue by 
Anne his Lady, eldeſt Daughter of Villiam Douglaſs, Earl of 
Morton, Lord High-Treaſurer of Scotland, William, his Succeſſor, 
and two Daughters, Mary, Wife of illiam, Earl-Marſhal, and 
Catherine, of Sir James Baird of Auchmedden. 

William, Earl of Kinnow! , had Sepulture at the upper End of 
the Chancel of the Church of Jaltham- Abbey, on the 28th of 
March, 1677.

Of theſe Sons, Sir Thomas will be hereafter mentioned : Sir

And Sir Robert Manſel was knighted by the Earl of Eſex, for his 
Valour, in the taking of the Town of Cales, Anno 1596 ; and at- 
ter, having ſignaliz'd himſelf in ſeveral Encounters, was made 
Vice-Admiral of the Fleet by King James the Firſt, in which 
Station he was continued by King Charles, and lived to a very old 
Age, much efteemed for his great Integrity, perſonal Courage, 
and Experience in Maritime Affairs.

And by Marriage with 
Bridget“, eldeſt Daughter and Coheir of Sir Francis Milluglih, 
Kt. (of I/llatm, in the County of Nottingham) another Branch 
of this antient Family of the //i/{aughbys, deſcended from Sir Rich. 
ard IL illoughby, Lord Chief Juſtice of Eugland, the greateſt Part 
of that leng and flouriſhing Reign of King Edward the Third, 
And the ſaid Sir Richard from William de Fillpughby, younger 
Brother of Sir Robert Willoughby, Lord TVilloughby of Erefby, living 
in the Reign of King Edward the Firſt, and King Edward the 
Second, as I have before obſerved, under the Title of Lord ///. 
hughby of Parham. Sir Francis Willoughly, before-mentioned *, 
was the Builder of that noble Pile at Mallatan, which, together 
with the greateſt Part of his large Inheritance, came to the {aid 
Sir Percival, who was“ elected Knight of the Shire for the Coun- 
ty of Nottingham, in the firſt Parliament called in the Reign of 
King James the Firſt, and died about the Beginning of the Ci- 
vil War, leaving the Eſtate to his eldeſt Son.

Which Francis Willmghby, Eſq; was juſtly admired both at 
Home and Abroad, for his eminent Virtues and Knowledge in all 
Degrees of Learning. He was, from his Childhood, addicted 
to Study, and, when he came to the Uſe of Reaſon, ſo great a 
Husband of his Time, that he let ſlip no Opportunities of improy- 
ing himſelf, deteſting no Vice more than Idleneſs, and addicting 
his Studies chiefly to thoſe Sciences which were moſt abſtruſe, had 
a deep Inſight in the Mathematicks and Natural Philoſophy. Ob- 
ſerving in the buſy and inquiſitive Age he liv'd in, that the Hi 
tory of Animals had in a great Meaſure been neglected, he mad 
the Study thereof his Province, applying himſelf cloſely to the i- 
luſtrating of it, And, to that End, he made a Voyage into fog 


— 
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reign Countries, to ſearch out and deſcribe the ſeveral Species of 


Nature; and tho he was not long Abroad, yet he traveled over 
"moſt Part of France, Spain, Italy, Germany, and the Low Coun- 
tries : In all which Places, he was fo diligent and ſucceſsful, that 
not many Sorts of Animals, deſcribed by others, eſcaped his Obſer- 
vation. He drew them out with a Pencil, which afterwards, 
with great Curioſity, were engraven on Copper Plates, at the 
Charge of his Relict Emma, Daughter of Sir Henry Bernard, Kt. 
and printed with this Title, Ornithologie libri tres: in quibus Aves 
Omnes huctenus cognitæ in methadim naturis ſuis convenientem redactæ 
accurate deſcribuntur, deſcriptiones iconibus clegantifſimis, & vivarum 
Avium fimillimis, æri inciſis illuſtrantur. Lond. 1676. View'd, 
corrected, and digeſted into Order, by Jab. Ray, Fellow of the 
Royal Society. Afterwards tranſlated into Englyh, with an Ap- 
pendix added to it, by the ſaid Mr. Ray, Lond. 1678. He hath 
alſo written, FHifforie piſcium libri quatuor, &c. Oxon, 1686. 
Which Work was with great Pains view'd, review'd, made fit 
for Uſe, and the two firſt Books entirely compleated by the faid 
eminent Virtuoſo, Mr. Ray, and adorned with very many Cuts 
of ſeveral Sorts of Fiſhes, never before known in England, He 
hath likewiſe publiſhed a Letter, containing ſome conſiderable 
Obſervations about that kind of Waſps called [chneumnes, Cc.

He was not only famed for his 
great Learning, but was a Gentleman of eminent Humility, So- 
briety, Temperance, exemplary Chaſtity, Juſtneſs, Conſtancy, 
Charity, and all other Virtues that could adorn a Man ; and died, 
to the great Reluctancy of all curious and inquiſitive Perſons, 
eſpecially thoſe of the Royal Society (of which he was a Member 
and Ornament) to his Friends, and all good Men that knew him, 
and the great Loſs of the Commonwealth of Learning, on the 3d 
Day of July, 1672, aged 37 Years, He left Iſſue by Emma his 
Wife, before-mentioned, two Sons, Francis, and Thomas ; allo 
a Daughter Caſſandra, late Dutcheſs of Chandos.

cis Compton, a Son of Spencer, Earl of Northampten 3 and Eli- 
zabeth, the Wife of William Mafham, Eſq; eldeſt Son of Sir Vi. 
liam Maſham, Bart, Anceſtor to the preſent Lord Moſpam. 

His eldeſt Son was Sir Jahm Trevor, knighted by K. Charles the 
Second, and conſtituted one of his Principal Secretaries of State, 
on his Return from his Ambaſſy in France, Amo 1668, and 
ſworn of the Privy-Council. He died in the Office of Secretary 
of State, at the Age of 47, and juſt a Year before his F ther, 
In the Gazette of the 4d of June, 1672, the following Account 
is given of his Death, © On Tueſday the 28th paſt, at 10 a

Jobn Trevor, of Trevallin, Eſq; his eldeſt Son (in which Eſtate 
he ſucceeded his Grandfather) by Elizabeth his Wife, Daughter 
of Clarke, Eſq; and Widow of Morley of 
Ch in Com. Suffex, had Iſſue two Sons, Jobn- Merley Trevor 
ot Ghnd-Stamerten, who died 7 April, 1719, and * 
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alſo two Daughters, Elizabeth, married to David Polhill, of Or- 
ford in the County of Kent, Eſq; and Arabella, firſt married to 
Robert Heath, of Lewes in Com. Suſſ. Eſq; and, 2dly, to Colo- 
nel Edward Mentagu, only Brother to George Earl of Halifax. 

Thomas Trevor, ſecond Son, being bred to the Study of the 
Law in the Inner-Temple, received the Honour of Knighthood in 
October, 1692, and, the ſame Year, was made Sollicitor-Gene- 
ral: alſo, in 1695, Attorney-General. On the Acceffion of 
Queen Anne, he was made Lord Chief- Juſtice of the Common- 
Pleas, and, on the 1ſt of January, 1711, was created Lord 
Trevor of Bromham, in the County of Bedford. On the 6th of 
March, 1725-6, he was appointed Lord Privy-Seal; and, on 
the 31ſt of May, 1727, was declared one of the Lords Juſtices 
of Great- Brita On the Acceſſion of our preſent Sovereign, 
he was again ſworn Lord Privy-Seal ; and, on the 8th of May 
1730, made Preſident of his Majeſty's moſt Honourable Privy- 
Council. His Lordſhip was likewiſe Fellow of the Royal Society, 
and one of the Governors of the Charter-Houſe ; and, departing 
this Life on the 19th of June, 1730, in the 72d Year of his Age, 
was buried at Bromham beſore- mentioned. He married to his firſt 
Wite, Elizabeth, Daughter and Coheir to John Searle, of Finch. 
ley in the County of Middleſex, Eſq; by whom he had two Sons, 
and three Daughters; Thomas, now Lord Trevor, and Fohn, who 
is one of the Judges for the Principality of Malis, and one of his 
Majeſty's Council at Law; who, on the 31ſt of May, 1731, 
married — Daughter to Sir Richard Steele, Kt.

He was Attorney of the Dutchy of Lancaſter ; and in the 8th 
Year of Queen Elizabeth, being Faber of the City of London, 
was appointed, with others of Note, one of the Commiſſioners to 
hear and determine all manner of Treaſons, and other Crimes, 
committed within the Verge of the Court, In the ſame Year he 
was made Sollicitor-General, and choſen Speaker of the Houſe of 
Commons, and afterwards became Attorney of the Court of 
Wards, In the Reign of Queen Mary, he was elected to Par- 
liament for Steyning in Suſer, and afterwards ſerved for Hremler. 

He married Catherine, Daughter and Heir to Richard Harding, 
of Mull, in the County of Surrey, Eſq; with whom he had that 
Eſtate, which became the Seat of his Poſterity.

I now return to Arthur Onslow, eldeſt Son of Sir Richard. He 
was, before he came of Age, elected a Member for Brember in 
Suſſex, in the laſt Parliament called by King Charles the Firſt ; 
and ſerved in the two firſt Parliaments of King Charles the Se- 
cond, for — as before- mentioned, and in the three laſt for 
the County of Surrey, He had for his firſt Wife Roſe, Daughter 
and Heir of Nicholas Stoughton, of Stoughton in Surrey, who died 
without leaving any ſurviving Iſſue by him; but taking to his 2d 
Wife Mary, 2d Daughter and Coheir of Sir Thomas Foot, Kant. 
and Bart. Tord Mayor of Londen in 1649, who died in the 96th 
Year of his Age, on the 12th of O&zer, 1687, he, on his Deceaſe, 
ſucceeded to the Dignity of a Baronet, The faid Sir M Foot 
who was Grandſon of Robert Foot, of Royſton in Cambridgghire) 
ving a ſpecial Clauſe in his Patent, with Limitation of that Title 
to his ſaĩd Son-in-Law, with the ſame Precedency, viz, Nov. 21.

This Sir Arthur Onslno, Bart, died on the 21ſt of July, 1688, 
and was buried at Cranley, and by his ſecond fore-men- 
tioned, had Iſſue four Sons, and three Daughtem& who were, 
Mary, married to Sir Robert Reeve, of Thiwayte in Com. Suff. 
Bart. and, ſecondly, to Thomas Vincent, of Fetcham in Com. 
Surr. Eſq; Elizabeth, who died unmarried ; and Catherine, wed- 
ded to Sir Wilkam Clark, of Shobington in Com. Bucks, Bart. 
His four Sons were, Richarg, his Succeſſor ; - Foot Onslow, +

Arthur, the eldeſt Son, is ſeated at Ember-Court, in the Coun- 
ty of Surrey, He was choſen a Member of Parliament for Gui. 
ford, in the Year 1719, as alſo in the ſucceeding Parliament, of 
which Town he is Recorder. In the firſt Parliament called by his 
preſent Majeſty, he was choſen again for the Town of Guilford, 25 
alſoone of the Knights of the Shire for the County of Surrey. And, 
on the Meeting of that Parliament, was unanimouſly elected 
SPEAKER of the Houſe of Commons. On the 25th of Juh, 
1728, he was ſworn one of his Majeſty's moſt Hon, Privy- Coun- 
cil ; and on May 13, 1729, appointed her Majefty's Chancellor 
and Keeper of her Great Seal. In April 1734, he was conſtitu- 
ted Treaſurer of the Navy. And is again one of the Knights 
of the Shire for the County of Surrey in the preſent Parliament, 
firſt ſummoned to meet at J/Y:/minſter, June 13, 1734.

LI. OF this Family, denominated from the Town of Mir. 

ſham in Norfelk, deſcended Thomas Marſham of the Pa. 
riſh of St. Bartholomew's in London, and Alderman of the aid 
City, who had Iſſue by Magdalen, Daughter of Richard Sproy- 
ham, Merchant of London, fix Sons and four Daughters, and wa 
buried, 12 March 1624, in Hlington Church. which Sons, 
Jobn, the ſecond, born in the ſaid Pariſh of St. Bartholomew's, 23 
Auguſt, 1602, was put to Wftmin/ter School, and from thence 
ſent to St. John's College in Oxford, where he was entered : 
Commoner in 1619. He took the Degree of Maſter of Arts An- 
no 1625, in Which Year he went into France, and ftaid the 
Winter at Paris. The two following Years, he travelled into 
moſt Parts of that Kingdom, viſited Zaly, and ſome Parts of Ger- 
many, and then returned to Landon, where he ſtudied the Com- 
mon Law in the Middle-Temple. In 1629, he went thro' Hl 
land, and Gelderland, to the Siege of Bots-le-duc 5 and, leaving 
that Place, took his Rout by Fluſhing to Bologne and Paris, to 
attend Sir Thomas Edmonds, Ambaſiudor-Extrao to the 
Court at Fontainbleau, to ſwear the French King to the Peace. 
After his Return home, he took to his former Studies, and, in 
the Beginning of the Year 1637-8, was ſworn one of the Six 
Clerks in Chancery, On the Breaking out of the Civil Wars, 
he followed his Majeſty and the Great Seal to Oxford, and there- 
fore was put out of his Place by the prevailing Party, and was 
plundered in his Eſtate, and loſt to an incredible Value, On the 
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of the Royal Cauſe, he retired to his Studies in Landon, 
and compounded for his Eſtate. In 1660, he was returned to 
the Parliament, as a Burgeſs for the City of Rachefter, reſtored to 
his former Poſt of Maſter in Chancery, and the Honour of 
of og conferred on him, being then wrote of M horn place 
in Kent ; and, three Years after, was created a Baronet, He was 
an accompliſhed Gentleman, and excellent Hiſtorian ; for which 
Reaſon Father Simon, in his Writings, called him The Great 
Marſham of England. And Mod, in his Hiſtory of the Oxford 
Writers, obſerves, That Monſieur Carcary, the King of France's 
© Library-keeper, and all the Great and Learned Men of Europe, 
© his Contemporaries, acknowledged him to be one of the greateſt 
* Antiquaries, and moſt accurate and learned Writer of his 
© Time ; as appears by their Teſtimonies under their Hands and 
« Seals, in their Letters to him, which would make a Volume in 
Folio. f 

He hath written, Diatrila Chronologica, Lond. 1649, Chroni- 
cus Canon Aigyptiacus, Ebraicus, Grecus, & Diſquiſitiones, Lond. 
1672, The Preface to the ad Volume of the Manaſticum Anglican. 
which he called nPONTAAION FJohannis Marſham. And at his 
Death he left other Works unfiniſhed ; 1. Imperium Perſicum. 
2, De Provinciis & Legionibus Romanis., 3. De Re Nummaria; 
and others, 

He died at Buſby- Hall in Hertfordſhire, on the 25th of May, 
1685 ; and his Body was buried at Caxton, near Rechefter in Kent. 
He Iſſue, by Elizabeth his Wife, Daughter of Sir J/illiam 
Hammond, of St. Albans in Eaft- Kent, two Sons, Sir John Mar- 
ſham of Caxton, Bart. and Sir Robert Marſham of Buſby- Hall. 

The eldeſt Son, Sir Fohn Marſbum, Bart. was a ſtudious and

in Dignity and Eſtate by his only Son, who dying unmarried, the 
Eftate and Title of Baronet devolved on Sir Robert Marſham, of

Which Sir Robert, by the Gift of his Father, had his Cabinet 
of Greek Medals, more curious than any other private Collection 
and was alſo a ſtudious and learned Gentleman. He ſucceeded his 
Father, as one of the Six Clerks in Chancery; and, in 
1681, received the Honour of Knighthood. He ſerved in 
ſeveral Parliaments in the Reign of King William, and in the firſt 
of Queen Arne ; and, dying on the 15th of Ju 1703, was ſuc- 
ceded in Honour and Eſtate by Robert, his Son and Heir, 
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Which Sir Robert Marſbam, Bart. ſerved in ſeveral Parlia- 
ments in the Reign of Queen Anne, as alſo in the firſt Year of the 
late King, for the Borough of Maid/tone in Kent ; and having, 
on all Occaſions, manifeſted a ſincere Regard to his Country, and 
the Houſe of Commons diſtinguiſhing his known Zeal and Inte- 

rity, by chuſing him one of their Managers for looking into the 
nduct of the Miniſtry, in the four laſt Years of the Reign of 
Queen Anne, he was, by our late Sovereign, created a Peer of this 
Realm, by the Title of Lord Romney in Kent, by Letters Patent, 
bearing Date 25 June 1716 ; and, the Year after, was conſti- 
tuted Governor of Dover-Caftle. His Lordſhip married Eliza 
beth, Daughter and Coheir to Sir Cloudeſley Shovel, Kt, Rear- 
Admiral of Great-Britain, and Admiral and Commander in chief 
of the Fleet, who was drowned on the 22d of Octaler 1707; and, 
dying on the 28th of November, 1724, left Iſſue by her Roler: 
his Heir, now Lord Romney, and two Daughters, Marſham, and 
Harriat. His Lady, ſurviving, was ſecondly married to Jen 
Lord Carmichael, Son and Heir of James Earl of Hyndford, and, 
ſucceeding his Father, is now Earl of Fiyndford, and one of the 
16 Peers of Scotland in the Britiſb Parliament.

Prince of Ferley, whoſe Grandſon Kydwgan, Lord of Rader, 
with his three Sons, defended his Territories againſt King Henry 


the Firſt, From whom, in lineal Deſcent, was William Caduy- 


gan of Croſtney, who by Anne his Wife, Daughter of George Ar- 

rault, had Iſſue two Sons, M illiam of Croftney, and Henry. 
Which Henry, was ſeated at Llanbeder, in the County of 
Pembrote, and having married Catherine, Daughter of Themas 
Stradling, a younger Son of the Stradlings, of St. Donat's _ in 
ama“ 
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Clanorgunſbire, had Iſſue I illiam Cadgan, born at Cardiff, on 
the 5th of February, 1601, 

Which William went over to Ireland with the Earl of Strafferd, 
and, taking to a Military Life, was, in 1641, a Captain of Horſe ; 
and in 1648, being a Major, was (s Sir Richard Car obſerves, 
in his Hiſtory of Ireland) ſent from Dublin with a Party to diſco- 
ver the Enemy, and to ſlacken their March; and did excellent 
Service, not only in deſtroying the Country about Teeraghan, but 
in cutting off a great many of the Enemy. He likewife engaged 
thoſe wicked T raitors Phelim Oneile and Owen O Note; and, be- 
ing very ſerviceable in the Reduction of Ireland, was conſtituted 
Governor of the Borough and Caſtle of Trim, in that Kingdom, 
in which Poſt he died on the 14th of March, 1660-1, and was 
buried at Trim. | 

Henry, his Son, who was a Counſellor at Law, died on the 
13th of January, 1713-14, and was buried at Chrift-Church in 
Hullin. He married Bridget, Daughter to Sir Hardreſs Waller, 
Kt, by whom he had two Sons, I illiam, late Earl of Cadogan. 
and Charles, now Lord Cadogan ; alſo a Daughter Penelope, mar- 
ried to Sir Thomas Prendergaſt, Bart. Colonel of a Regiment of 
Foot, who was killed at the Battle of Tanniers near Mom, Anne 
1709," leaving Iſſue the preſent Sir Thomas Prendergaſt. 

William, the elder Son, late Earl of Cadegan, took to a Mili- 
tary Life from his Youth, and by his Merit gradually roſe to be 
General of his Majeſty's Forces. He eminently diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf in the Wars under King W:lkam, both in Ireland at the 
Battle of the „and in Flanders. | 

In 1701, he was made Quarter-Maſter-General of the Army, 
when, on the King of Spain's Death, a new War threatened Eu- 
rope, and King illiam, ſenſible of his own declining Health, 
declared the Earl of Mariborough General of the Foot, and Com- 
mander in Chief of the Forces in Holland. N 

In 1703, he was conſtituted Colonel of a Regiment of Horſe 
and a Brigadier-General on the 25th of Aug, 170q, having 
that Year gallantly behaved both at Schellemberg, and at the Bat- 
tle of Foch/tet, He was in the Heat of the Action at the Attack 
of Schellemberg, wherein he had ſeveral Shots in his Cloaths, and 
was ſlightly wounded in the Thigh. The next Year, at the 
forcing of the French Lines near Tirlemont, he alſo behaved with 
remarkable Bravery at the Head of his Regiment, which firſt 
attacking the Enemy had ſuch Succeſs, that they defeated four 
Squadrons of Bavarian Guards, drove them through two Batall#-/ 
ons of their Foot, and took four Standards, 

On Mr. Srepney's Deceaſe in 1706, he ſucceeded him as Pleni- 
potentiary in the Government of the Spaniſh Netherlands; was 

advanced to the Degree of a Major-General on the 1|t of Janus 
„ 1706-7 ; and, having ſhared in the - moſt difficult Enterprizes 
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302 CADOGAN,' Lord Cadogan, 
throughout the War, was conſtituted a Licutenant-General on the 
roth of January, 1708-9. | 

In 1709, the Day before the Battle of Tanniers near Mon, 
when the two Armies were in Sight of each other, and an Officer 
from the French having made a Signal for a Truce, ſeveral of 
both Sides met in a friendly Manner, and the French, inquiring for 
an Officer of Diſtinction, deſired him to acquaint the Duke of 
Marlboruugh, that the Marſhal de Villars had ſome Affair of In. 
portance to propoſe to his Grace, and that he would be pleaſed to 
ſend a truſty Perſon, to whom he might communicate the ſame, 
Whereupon his Grace ſent General Cadogan, to know what Mar. 
ſhal Villars had to offer, whereby being nearer the French Army, 
than otherways he could have been, he improved the Opportunity 
ſo effectually, that, by viewing their Intrenchments in the Corner 
of the Wood at Tanmers, he directed the Colonel of the Artillery, 
whom he took with him, to obſerve where he dropped his Glove, 
and there, in the Night, to plant his Cannon; which, by enfi- 
lading their Lines the next Morning, greatly contributed to the 
forcing them, and was the principal Means of obtaining that Vic. 
tory. And on the Siege of Mons, which enſued, being (as he 
ever had been) indefatigable in ſerving the Common Cauſe, and 
going voluntarily into the Trenches, to animate the Troops that 
were in the Attack of a Ravelin, he received a dangerous Wound 
in his Neck, his Aid de Camp being alſo wounded by his Side, of 
which he ſoon expired. 

When the Duke of Marlborough was diſgraced, and went 2. 
broad, he reſigned all his Employments, chuſing, as he had a 
Share in his Grace's Proſperity, to be a Partaker in his Adverſity. 

On the Acceſſion of our late Soveraign, he was made Maſter of 
the Robes, and Colonel of the ſecond Regiment of Foot Guards ; 
alſo Enyoy Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to, the States-Ge- 
neral, In the Year 1715, he was appointed Governor of the 

of Wight. And, having extinguiſhed the Remains of the Re- 
lion in Scotland, he was elected a Knight of the moſt Antient 
Order of St. Andrew, and the next Day, the 21ſt of June, 1716 
was created a Peer of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Cadagan, 
Baron of Reading, the Preamble to the Patent reciting his great 
Merits, and ſhining Character, as follows:

LIII. HE Noble Lord, of whom I am now to treat, is pa- 

| ternally deſcended from the Mortons, of Morton in 
Staffordſhire, denominated of that Place in the Reign of King Ed. 
ward the Firſt, the faid Lordſhip and other Manors being granted 
by that King to his Anceſtor, for his good Services in Scotland; 
and devolved on the preſent Lord Ducie. 

The Ducies were deſcended from a- Family in Normandy, as Sir 
Robert Atkins, in his Hiſtory of Glauceflerſhire atteſts ; one of 
which Family, having raifed there a Regiment, brought it over to 
England, to the Aſſiſtance of Queen Jabel (Conſort to King a- 
ward the Second) againſt the Spencers. And for his Services had 
a Grant of Lands in Staffordſhire, which his Deſcendants en- 
joyed for many Ages, till about the latter End of the Reign of 
King Henry the Eighth, when the greateſt Part was ſold by 
James Ducie, Eſq; who had to Wife, iſt, Eleanor, Siſter to 
Edmund, Lord Sheffeild; and, 2dly, Alice, Siſter to Sir Richard 
Pipe, of Beſſton in Derbyſhire, Kt. by whom he had Iſſue Rich. 
ard, his Son and Heir; and Henry, ſecond Son, who married 
Mary, Daughter, and at length Heir of Robert Hardy, by whom 
he lad, amongſt other Children, Sir Robert Ducie, Kt. and 
Bart. who married Elizabeth, Daughter of Richard Pyat, Alder- 
man of London. 

Which Sir Robert was free of the Company of Merchants in 
Landon (commonly called Merchant- Taylors) and in 1628, 18 
2 I. was © one of the Sheriffs of that City, whereupon he was 

nighted; and, being one of the Aldermen of the City of London“, 
was, in the 5th Year of King Charles the Firſt, advanced to the 
Dignity of a Baronet, by Letters Patent, bearing Date Nov. 28, 
1629, He was Lord Mayor of the City of London, in 1631, 7 
Car. I. and, being immenſely rich, King Charles made Choice of 
him for his Banker; and on the breaking out of the Rebellion, 
owing him 80,000 l. he loſt all the Money. Nevertheleſs, he is 
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hid to leave at the Time of his Death, to the Value of 400,000 /. 
in Land, Money, Cc. to his four Sons, who were Sir Rich- 
ard Dua, Bart. Sir William Dutie, Henry, and Ribert Dacie,

ir Richard Ducie, the eldeſt Son, was a great Sufferer in the 
Time of the Rebellion againſt King Charles the Firſt ; and, being 
taken Priſoner by Walkr, remained for ſome Time under Con- 
finement ; and, dying unmarried, was ſucceeded in Dignity and 
Eſtate by his Brother Sir William Ducie, Bart. 
Which Sir William Ducie, Bart. was made one of the Knights 
of the Bath, at the Coronation of King Charles the Second; He 
had his principal Reſidence at Tortworth, in the County of Glous 
celler, where he lies buried, but died at Charlton in Kent, in the 
65th Year of his Age, on the 9th of September, 1697, having 
been created, by King Charles the Second, Lord Viſcount Down, 
of the Kingdom of /reland. He married Frances, Daughter of 
Francis, Lord Seymour of Troubridge, Grandfather of the preſent 
Duke of Somerſet ; but, leaving no Iſſue, his Eſtate deſcended to 
Elizabeth, Daughter and ſole Heir of Robert Ducie, Eſq; his Bro-

Which Elizabeth, was married to Edward Morton, of Morton 
and Engleton, in the County of Stafford, Eſq; and left Iſſue Mat- 
thew Ducie Morton, her Son and Heir, created Lord Duxie. 

This noble Lord ſerved under King William during the War 
in Flanders, till the Concluſion of the Peace of Reſwick, And, 
in the Reign of Queen Anne, was twice choſen one of the Knights 
of the Shire for the County of Gloucefter ; as alſo in the iſt Par- 
lament called by our late Sovereign, who, in 1717, conſtitu - 
ted him Vice-Treaſurer, and Pay-maſter of Ireland, whereupon 
he was re-choſen for the ſaid County ; alſo, on the 13th of Zune, 
1720, advanced to the Dignity of a Peer of this Realm, by the 
Stile and Title of Lord Ducie, Baron of Morten in Staffordſhire, 

His Lordſhip married Arabella, Daughter and Coheir of Sir

Father of Richard de I alpol, in a Deed without Date, of Malter, 
Son of William de Navelton, wherein he gave to the ſaid Richard 
d Walpol, in Marriage with Emma his Daughter, all his Lands, 
with all Appurtenances, c. in Reiden, a Pariſh in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Houghton, where the Family has reſided from the 
Reign of King Henry the Third. 

5 probable, that the faid Richard was Father of Henry de 
IWalpel, * who is recorded to hold one Knight's Fee in Houghton, 
in the Reign of King Henry the Second, of the Fee of Blaumiſter, 
and a 4th Part of a Knight's Fee, of the Honour of J/rmpey. 
This Henry de Walpol is mentioned to be a Knight, in a Releaſe 
without Date (as was cuſtomary in thoſe Times) of Alexander de 
Cikefeld and Richard his Son, * whereby they quitted to the ſaid 
Sir Hezry, and J/@be! his Wife, all their Right in 22 Acres of 
Land in the Fields of Valpol, whereunto was a Witneſs Stephen 
de Malpel, and others, He is alſo mentioned as a Knight in a 
Deed without Date, of Nicholas, Son of Roger Heved.of Hows 
ten, being a Witneſs to his Grant of Lands in the Fields of Hu- 
ton. 

Another Henry de Il alpole (probably Son of the former) was a. 
Perſon of ſuch Eminency, that, adhering to the Barons in their 
Wars in the Reign of King Fohn, and being taken Priſoner, he 
was obliged to pay a Fine of an hundred Pounds, before he could 
obtain his Deliverance (a great Sum in thoſe Days) as appears from 
the King's Mandate to Peter de Maule, * dated at Lincoin, 18 Sept: 
(18 Job.) wherein he ſignifies, that he had received Satisfaction 
for the ſaid Fine; and commands him to releaſe the ſaid Henry 
from Priſon, he giving Security, by Oath and by his Charter, ſaith- 
fully to adhere to the King, on Forfeiture of all his Lands, if he 
ſhould again revolt, And K Henry III. in the iſt Year af his Reign, 
* commands the Sheriff of Lincoln to deliver to him all thoſe Lands 
in that County, whereof he was poſſeſſed when he fell from his 
Allegiance to King John his Father. "This Letter was dated at 
Oxford, 29 June, and, it is obſervable, was ſealed with the Seal of 
William Earl-Marſhal, tiled the King's Juſtice, becauſe (as the 
Record ſays) the King had yet no Seal. P , 

He was ſucceeded by John de Malpol, who was alſa engaged in 
the fame Cauſe ; and, returning to his Allegiance, King Henry

Aſſigns for ever. Which Grant of the Queen was confirmed by

Abbot of the Abbey of St. Edmund in Suffelt, * was confirmed by 
Hugh, Biſhop of Ely; and, governing that Abbey nine Years, 
died 2 Kalend, Januarii, A. D. 1256.

from the Regiſter of M alpol St. Peter's, which gives an Account, 
that he was born there. He obtained the ? Dignity of Archdea- 
con of Ely, A. D. 1271, 55 H. III. and was elected Biſhop of 
Norwich on the 11th of November, 1288. When he was con- 
firmed by Jobn Peckham, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, he addreſſed 
him in this Manuer.

both Partics, without any Determination, an Appeal was made to 
the Pope at Rome, where both Parties appearing, his Holineſs, be- 
ing unwilling to put by Salmon, gave the Monks Liberty to pro- 
czed to a new Election; but, this not being ſatisfactory to the 
Monks, the Pope, to make an End of the Diſpute, tranſlated 
Malpol to Ely, by his Bull, bearing Date, 15 Juli, 1299, and 
made Salmon Biſhop of Norwich, | 
This Controverſy is ſomewhat differently related by Biſhop 
Gedwtn, in his Account of the Biſhops ; but in this he agrees, 
that the Pope, by his own abſolute Authority, removed Rab 
Walpole from Norwich to Ely, who continued in that See, ſcarce 
three Years, departing this Life on the 20th of March, 1301-2,

Peter of Walpal, the Wedneſday after the Feaſt of St. Benedid 
the Abbot, in 33 Edward I. In 35 Edward I. it was found by 
Inquiſition, before Jabn le Harſike, Coroner of the County of 
Norfolk, that the ſaid Henry de Walpol was Lord of the Manor 
and Villages of Houten, and that Reger Ketle/lon, who was out- 
lawed for Felony, held of him one Meſſuage, and 52 Acres of 
Land, by Service, and 5 s. a Year Rent, as alſo other Lands, at 


the Rent of 19 d. He was knighted either before, or in the firſt 


Year of King Edward the Second; for at a Seſſions of Sewers 
held that Year at de er (within the Liberties of Tilney) on the 
Monday after the Feaſt of the Apoſtles Peter and Paul *, Sir Hen- 
ry de Walpol, Kt. and the Prior of Meremond, appeared for the 
Prior of Ixworth, and took Exceptions againſt a Verdict found 
by the Jurars, That the Sea-Bank, from Stane-Croſs to Cnu- 
* flowe, was then in good Repair, vis. in Breadth 12 Feet, and 
< as high as was neceſſary, when they alledged, That, from Lakes 
brigge to Cowſtowe, there was not any Sca- Bank or Marſh-Wall, 
but a Canſey for driving of Cattle belonging to the Towns of Upwell 
and Utwell, which was no Safeguard to any Man's Land, yet was 
Sufficient for the Paſſage of Cattle, with ſome Repair of a few Defe#?: 
therein. And requiring Judgment from the Commiſſioners of 
Sewers (Richard de Hal/tede, and others) that the Perſons, who 
had Benefit by ſuch Driving of their Cattle, ſhould contribute to 
the Making and Repair thereof, as it was the Cuſtom of the 
Country, and as the King's Commiſſion did direct. It was pub- 
liſhed accordingly, and the Jurors were amerc'd for their errone- 
ous Preſentment of it, as a Sea- Bank. In the 4th Year of King 
Edward the Second, Robert de Saham, and Adam de Chamberleyn *, 
grants to Sir Henry de Walpol, Kt. Son of Sir Henry de Walpn,

which Sir Henry de Walpol, Kt. Father of the aforeſaid Sir Henry, 
uired of Aſceline, Daughter of High de Loverd, of Houton, in 
the aforeſaid Village, of the Fee of Myrmgqe. And grants, be- 
ſides, to the ſaid Henry and Alice, the third Part of the ſaid 
Manor, which the Lady Jabel Gernegayn, late Wife of the faid 
Sir Heury Walpel, Kt. Father of the faid Sir Henry, held in 
Dower ; as alſo 60 Acres of Land in Walpol, and Walton, which 
Sir Henry de Walpol, Father of the ſaid Sir Henry, had of the 
Inheritance of his Father, and purchaſed of Adam Muftrel. 
Which Charter is dated at J/alpol, on Monday, the Feaſt of St. 
Andrew the Apoſtle, in 4 Edward II. Alſo, the fame Year, he 
obtained a Writ * to the Sheriff of Norfolk, to apprehend Reginald 
Atte Greene, of Houton, who being his Bailiff in Hhouton, and ha- 
ving the Care and Adminiſtration of all his Affairs and Goods, 
had withdrawn himſelf, without rendering any Account. 

In 5 Edward II. the Sheriff of Norfolk was ordered by the 
King's Writ, to impannel a Jury of 24, as well Knights as o- 
thers, of the Neighbourhood of Houten, to decide upon Oath, 
whether Thomas Canne, of Houton, did not, on the Nativity of 
the bleſſed Virgin Mary, 2 Edward IT. throw down the Fold of 
the ſaid Ferry de Nalpol, on his Ground at Houton, and had not 
chaced an hundred Sheep, of the Value of ten Pounds, a great 
Part of which were thereby deſtroyed. Alſo, the ſame Year, the 
Sheriff was ordered to impannel a Jury, in a Cauſe depending 
between this Henry de Malpol, and the Prior of St. Jahn of Feru- 

„who accuſed him of throwing down, on the Feaſt of St. 
Andrew the Apoſtle, 34 Edward I. certain Croſſes erected at 
Huton, on the Houſes of Jahn, Son of Roger de Kritelſton, Tenant 
of the ſaid Prior. 

The Year following, the ſaid Henry had a Cauſe depending for. 
a Meſſuage and 52 Acres of Land in Houten, againſt John, Son 
of Roger de Ketil/ton, and Roger de Ketilflon, and Sibill his Wite : 
Whereupon the Sheriff of Norfolk was ordered to ſummon a Jury 
of 15 Perſons, as well Knights as others, of the Neighbourhood 
of Houten, who had each an Eftate of 100 Shillings per Annum, 
at the leaſt, to decide the fame. 

This Sir Henry de WWalpol, and Robert Baynard 5, were choſen 
Knights of the Shire for the County of Norfolk, in the Parliament 
that met at Lincoln, in 9 Edward II. wherein it was ordered, 
that none ſhould depart without the King's ſpecial Licenſe. This 
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Parliament, as appears by a Writ, and * other Authorities, was 
principally ſummon'd to ſettle the Preambulation of Foreſts, 
made in the Reign of King Edward the Firſt, but were not well 
obſerv'd. In 16 Edward II. he was one | of the Commiſſioner; 
for the County of Norfolk, who were appointed to aſſeſs and col. 
lect a Subſidy of a Sixth, granted to the King in Parliament, and, 
in the Roll of Aſſeſſment, Adam de IFalpol, and William de Wal. 
pol, are charged, Alſo, in the Year following, he was return'd 
into Chancery ®, among the Knights, who (with other Perſons 
of Note) were certified to bear antient Arms from their Anceſttr;, 
He purchaſed divers Lands in Halpol, and on, as is evident 
from ſeveral Deeds, bearing Date from the 2d Year of King 
Ldtuard the Second, to the 7th Year of King Edward the Third, 
and was living in 9 Edward III. when, with Alice his Wife, 
he conſtituted Henry, Vicar of the Church of Houten, to deliver 
Seiſin to John de Ketilſtan, and others, of two Pieces of Ground 
at Hilligreen, in the Fields of Houten ; and, departing this Life 
ſoon after, left Iſſue Henry, bis Son and Heir. Contemporary 
with whom was Richard de Halpel, and Adam de Walpol *, who 
in 20 Edward III. had a Grant of the Office of Coiners of the 
King's Money of Gold and Silver, in as ample Manner as Simon 
de Berkyng held it. 

The laſt mentioned Henry de Ii alpol, was returned one of the 
Knights ? for the County of Norfolk, to the Parliament ſummon- 
ed to meet at York, on Friday before the Feaſt of St. Nicholas, 
in 7 Edward III. and with Robert de Walkfare, the other Knight, 
had a Writ (directed to the Sheriff of Norfolk, as was cuſtomary 
in that Age) for their Expences in attending 19 Days, at 4 5. fer 
Diem. He was the firſt * Witneſs to a Charter of Wilkam Coria, 
dated at Houten, in 10 Edward III. 1335, as alſo to divers other 
Charters, in the Reigns of King Edward the Third, and King 
Richard the Second, relating to his Manors of Hauton, Harpeley, 
Sc. in one of which, bearing Date in 6 Richard II. Edmund, 
his Son, is Witneſs with him, Alſo in 12 Richard II. he was“ 
appointed to levy the 10th and 15th in the County of Norfolt, 
And lived to be very aged; for in 9 Henry IV. 1407, being 
wrote * Henry de Malpal, ſenior, he ſettles in Truſt, on Sir Wil. 
liam Calthorp, Sir John de Colvyle, Knights, and others, all his 
Lands and Tenements in Houton, Weftrudbam, Harpeley, &c, 
with all Rents, Services, Freemen, Natives, Villains, &c. Ho- 
mage, Wards, Marriages, &c, Woods, Waters, Fiſheries, and 
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all other Commodities thereto appertaining, paying to Catherine, 
his Daughter, an annual Rent of 4 Marks of Silver during het 
Life ; to which Charter, a fair Seal is appendant, of a Fes with 
three — — roflets, between two Cheverons, circumſcribed, S. H. 
WALFPOL. 
He was ſucceeded © by a Son of his own Name, Henry Ii alpool, 
Eſq; “ who, in 6 Henry VI. grants the Manor of C 
(which he had of Henry Talbothe) to Sir Simon Felbrigge, Kt. Sit 
John Howard, Kt. and others. He is alſo mentioned in ſeveral 
Charters relating to his Manors of Thu,, &c. in the Reign of 
King Henry the Sixth; and in the 12th Year of that Monarch, 
when the Title of the Houſe of Vert began to be ſet on Foot, and 
Commiſhoners thereupon appointed in every Shire, to ſummons 
all Perſons of the beſt Note, and tender them an Oath for the Ob- 
ſervation of Articles concluded on in the Parliament then held ; 
this Henry WWalpool, Eſq; and John Walpool (as the Name was 
then wrote) were returned among thoſe of the firſt Quality in the 
County of Norfolk, who were ſworn to the Obſervance” of the 
faid Articles, and to keep the Peace for themſelves and Retainers. 
The ſaid John M alpool writes himſelf of Bychamwell, in his Laſt 
Will , which bears Date on the 13th of January, 1433, where- 
in he conſtitutes his Brother, Thomas Mally, Executor, and leaves 
him Guardian to his two Daughters, 1/abel, and Cecilie. | 
But Henry I alpool, before-mentioned, ſurvived till the 20th 
Year of King Henry the Sixth, as appears by his Laſt Will, and 
the Probate thereof. By which Teſtament, bearing Date at 
Hnwton, on Friday, the Feaſt of St. Cruſe, 1442, 20 Henry VI. * 
and proved at Norwich, the 27th of June, the ſame Year, * He 
* bequeaths his Body to be buried in the Church of St. Martin of 
Hetoton, near his Wife, and that his Executors beſtow XX 
© Marks on the Fabrick of the ſaid Church, and XX Marks in 
© Maſſes, and other Works of Piety, for his Soul, and the Souls 
© of his Parents, Friends, and Benefactors, and all the Faithful 
* deceaſed. He bequeaths to Martin, his Son, an Annuity during

I now return to Edward N alpole, Eſq; eldeſt Son and Heir to 
Thomas Walpole, Eſq; which Edward was 30 Years old at the 
Death of his Father, and, making Proof of his Age, had Livery 
of his Lands, as appears by Inquiſition taken at Nqrwich the 26th 
of Sept. in the 6th Year of King Henry the Eighth, In 27 H. 
VIII. Thomas Headham, and others, grant to Edward Walpole, 
Eſq; and Lacy his Wife, and to John Jalpale, their Son and 
Heir apparent, one Meſſuage in Houghton, &c. This Lucy was 
Daughter of Sir Terrey Rebjart, by his Wife, the Daughter and 
Heir of Sir Thomas Siderſton, of Sidenſtan in Com. Nerf. Kt. 
and (by the Death of her Brother, Sir John RebJart, and his 
Daughter, Amie, without Iflue) * was at length ſole Heir to her 
Great-Grandfather, Sir Jahn Robjart, Knight Banneret, and 
Knight of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, who was famed for 
his Valour and Conduct in feveral Actions in France in the Reigns 
of Henry the Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth ; on which Account, a brief 
Memorial of ſo eminent a Perfon will not, I hope, be thought 
improper, as tis a generous Part to tranſmit to Poſterity the 
Acts of ſuch, who have deſerved well of their Country. His Fa- 
ther was Robert, Baron of Cannon, in Heinalt, on which Account 
he is mentioned in our Hiſtorians by the Name of Cannon Robjart, 
and was the Son of Jahn Rabjart, who, in 14 E. III. was one 
of thoſe expert Captains, © that (with Richard Verchin, Lord High 
Seneſchal of FHeinalt) ſurprized Fobs Duke of Normandy, eldeſt 
Son of King Philip of France, in his Quarters at Montais on the 
River Selle, The Lord Robert Robſart was likewiſe very ſervice» 
able to the Engliſh Nation; and, when King Edward lay at the 
Siege of Rheims, A. D. 1359, fignalized himſelf, “ in taking the 
Caſtle of Commercy, and the Defeat of the Lord Gomeignes, being 
then Governor of the young Earl of Caucy, and Manager of his 
Lands, He alſo behaved himſelf with great Bravery and Conduct 
in ſeveral other Actions in that Reign, and, accompanying the 
Duke of Lancaſter, and divers of the Eng//þ Nobility into 


* 
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France ©, in 47 Edward III. landed with them at Calais; and, 
continuing in our Service, took * divers Caſtles in Spain, in 5 
Richard II. He left Iſſue three Sons, Fohn, * Lewes, and“ Theo- 
dorick (or Terrey, as we write the Name) who all engaged in 
the Engliſb Service, and were Commanders of the greateſt Note 
in their Time; but I ſhall confine myſelf to the Actions of Fohn, 
tie eldeſt Son, the preſent Moſt Noble and Right Honourable Si: 
Kobert Walpole being his Heir. . 

The ſaid John Robjart ' diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the Wars with 
the Saracens, in the Reign of King Richard the Second, and was 
knighted before the Reign of King Henry the Fourth, Which 
King *, out of his eſpecial Grace, and for the goed Services of his 
beloved and faithful Knight, Sir John Roberſart, grants to him, 
for Term of his Life, 100 J. per Ann. out of his Exchequer, by 
Letters Patent, bearing Date the 17th of November, in the firſt 
Year of his Reign: And King Hen the Fifth, in Conſideration 
of his good Services , confirms to him the ſaid Annuity, by Let- 
ters Patent, dated at I guminſter, 12 Juni, in the firſt Year of 
his Reign. He attended on King Henry the Fifth, at his firſt 
Landing in France, and after being at the Siege of Caen in Nor- 
mandy (as ® was alſo his Brother, Sir Lewes Rebjart) he became 
one of the principal Commanders under the Duke of Glouce/ter, 
the King's Brother, who, in 5 Henry V. ſpecially appointed 
him , to treat with the Governors of the Caſtles of Vire, Ham- 
bye, St. Lo, and Carenton, for the Surrender thereof, which in 
that Year were at ſeveral Times delivered to him, In 6 H. V. 
he was alſo ſpecially appointed by the ſaid Duke, to treat with 
the Governor of Pont- Dawn, as alſo with the Governor, 
Knights, Eſquires, Burgeſſes, and Inhabitants of Chierburgh, 
and with Monſ. Nobert de Frevile, Kt. Governor of the Caſtle 
of St. Saviour le Viſconte ; all which Places being ſurrendered by 
Agreement made with him, he was conſtituted Governor of 
the Caſtle of St. Saviour le Liſconte; and, on the Deceaſe of the 
Duke of Holland, was elected a Knight Companion of the 
Moſt Noble Order of the Garter ; but, continuing Abroad, was 
inſtalled at Windſor by his Proxy, Sir Thomas Bar, 17 Feb, 
6 Henry V. At the Siege of Rohan, he * was one of the Com- 
miſſioners aſhgned by the King, to confer with the French Com- 
miſſioners about the Surrender of that City; and when eight 
Days had been ſpent, without concluding on one Article, which

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induced the Eng/iþ Commiſſioners to break off the Treaty, and 
thereupon the Townſmen, mutinying, had forced the Magiſtrates 
to alter their Opinions; they came to the Tent of Sir Jahn Ra- 
fart, deſiring him to move the King, that the Truce might be 
prolong'd for four Days, which being afiented to, they ſurren- 
dered that City on Articles agreed on by the ſaid Sir Fohn Rabſart, 
the Earls of J/arwick, Saliſbury, and others. In 7 Henry V. 
he had, in Recompence of his Services, a Grant of the Caſtle and 
Lordſhips of St. Saviour le Viſcaunt, Neahou, and Danvers, In 8 
Il. V. he was appointed, with the Duke of Exeter, the Earl of Sa- 
hſbury, and others of the greateſt Note, to confer with the French 
King at Troys, concerning the Title of King Henry to the Crown of 
France, and his Marriage with the Lady Catharine, Daughter to 
the ſaid King. And when it was concluded on, that King 
Henry ſhould come to Troys, and marry the ſaid Lady Catharine, 
and the French King ſhould make him Heir of his Realm, Crown, 
and Dignity, after his Deceaſe, Sir Jahn Rebjart * was left to 
give his Attendance on the ſaid Princeſs, till the King of England 
could come to Troys, to celebrate his Nuptials. In 9 Henry V. 
he returned with the King and his Queen to England *, and was 
preſent with his Majeſty in a Chapter of the Garter, held at 
Il ind/or, the 23d of May but, being abſent in a Chapter held in 
the next enſuing Year, his) Excuſe was allowed, by being A- 
broad in the Wars. On the Death of his Royal Maſter, he 
tended on his Corps into England, and, being Keeper of the Seal 
of the Order of the Garter, was preſent at the Feaſt of St. 
George, held at Windſor, in 1 Henry VI. but returned to France 
the ſame Year ; and being a Knight Banneret *, as well as a 
Knight of the Garter, was retained, with his Brother, Sir Tyrrey 
Ribjart, Capt. of Hamby, to ſerve the Regent, Jahn, Duke of 
Bedford, in that Kingdom, who made him * Captain of Cande- 
beck ; and after the Death of his Brother Sir Terrey, of St. Saviour 
de Foe in Normandy, In © 7 Henry VI. he was with the King in 
Normandy, In the 8th Year of King Henry the Sixth, the Duke 
of Bedford ſent the Earl of Huntington, and this Sir John Robſart, 
to the Aſſiſtance of the Duke of Burgundy, then belieging Com- 
frigne, who (as my Author © obſerves) were two, as expert in 
all warlike Affairs, as waliant in all bold Attempts ; and they 
were ſo active in carrying on the Siege, that the Gaining of the 
Town in a ſhort Time was not doubted of ; but the Death of 
4. 5 Duke of Brabant, happening in the Interval, occaſioned 
the Duke of Burgundy to leave the Siege and the Command, to

This Sir Jahn Ralſart, being born in Heinalt, was naturalized 
in the 2d Year of King Henry the Sixth *, and in the Preamble 
to the Patent, *tis recited, © That the King, in Conſideration 
© of the Jong and faithful Services of his beloved and faithful 
© Sir Jahn Robeſſart, Kt. to his dear Father and Grandfather ; 
© and alſo, becauſe he did Homage to his ſaid Father, With 
© the Advice and Aſſent of the Lords Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral, and the Commons of England in Parliament, grants to 
© the ſaid 7chn, that he ſhould be made a Native of this Kingdom, 
Ec.“ On the Death of Sir Lewes Rahſart, Knight of the Gar- 
ter, and Lord Bourchier fi who departed this Life on Monday 
before the Feaſt of St. Andrew, in 9 Henry VI. he was found his 
Brother and Heir, and of the Age of 48 Years ; but Sir Lewes 
enjoying that Bareny only in Right of his Wife, Elizabeth, 
Daughter and Heir to Bartholomew, Lord Bourchier, this Sir John 
Rojart had not Summons to Parliament among the Barons, as 
his Brother had; but in“ 7 Henry V. he had the Baronies of St. 
Saviour le Viſconte, and Neahau in Normandy. In 17 Henry VI. he 
had a Renewal * of the Grant of 100 J. per Ann. made to him 
by King Henry the Fourth, as alſo of 50 J. per Ann. out of the 
Caſtle, Foreſt, and Lordſhip of Rockingham, granted him by King 
Henry the Fifth, with Remainder to John his Son, for Lite, 
And deceaſing in 29 Henry VI ®, was buried in St. Frances's Cha- 
pel in the Grey- Fryars, London, now called Chrift- Church, where 
a raifed Tomb was erected to his Memory, with his Effigies in 
the Livery of the Garter, and this Inſcription :

I now return to Eduard Walpole, Eſq and Lucy his Wife, 
Great Grand daughter and Heir to the ſaid Sir Fohn Rebſart, as 
before is mentioned, Which Edward died in the firſt Year of 
Queen #1/:zabeth, and was buried with his Anceſtors at Houghton, 
on the 2d of January, 1558 ', and the ſaid Lucy had Sepulture 
with him on the iſt of February, 1559. They had Ifſue x 
Daughter Elizabeth, married to Martin Cobb, of Snetiſham in 
Com. Nerf. Eſq; and three Sons, Jahn, Richard, and Tirrey, 
whereof Richard Walpole, 2d Son, writing himſelf of Brakena/ſh, 
in the County of Nerf. Gent, makes his Will the 26th of 
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March, 1568, in 10 Eliz. and leaves his whole Eſtate to his 
younger Brother, Tirrey Walpele : * And if his Laſt Will be not 
* ſufficient, without further Act in the Law, to give Allurance 
and convey over, to his ſaid Brother Tirrey, all his Right and 
© Intereſt in his Lands, but that his eldeſt Brother, as next Heir 
© to him by the Common Law, may challenge the fame. His 
© laſt Requeſt to him is, that he will relinquiſh his Title therein, 
and ſufter his Laſt Will to ſtand in Force, which he hopes he 
« will, having great Truft in the Goodneſs of his Nature, and the 
Uprightneſs of his Conſcience ; and wills to him his great Seal 
with the red Stone, and his Tablet of Gold. He alſo bequeaths 
Legacies to Elizabeth, Bona, and Catharine IValpole, Daughters 
of his ſaid elder Brother, Jahn Malpale, and to Calibot N alpole his 
Son; as alſo to his Nephews, Gehn, and Thomas Cobb, and his 
Nieces Robſart, and Elizabeth Cobb, appointing his Brother Tirrey 
IValpole, Executor.

Ages been reputed honourable, and that many have 
teen raiſed thereby to the higheſt Employments in the State, is 
evident from many Examples, both Antient and Modern, among 
which I am now to treat of Peter Lord.

Tais'd him to the Degree of an Admiral, by Commiſſion from 
Queen Elizabeth. In the Expedition under the Earl of Eſſex, on 
the Spaniſh Coaſt, in 1536, when Cadiz was fack'd and taken, 
he, with many more, for their Valour ©, were knighted. The 
next Year, being likewiſe in Commiſſion under the faid Earl, in 
order to intercept the Saniſb Plate-Fleet, this Sir William, and 
the Earl of Southampton, had their Station on the Weſt - Side of 
Gratizra, and were the firſt Diſcoverers J of that Fleet; but the 
Earl ct E ex, and moſt of the Ships, being at ſome Diſtance, the 
Spaniards eſcaped into Tercera, all but three Ships, that were ta- 
ken. He was afterwards employed in ſeveral Stations ; and, in 
the Year 1602, had, with Sir Richard Leviſan, the s 
Command of a Royal Fleet, to annoy the C of Spain, This 
Service they performed ſo effectually, that, for many Days toge- 
ther, no Veſſels dared to go in or out of their Harbours : But 
their chiefeſt Glory, was the taking a vaſt Carract of 1600 Tons, 
juſt arrived from the Indies at Sgſimbra, a ſmall City of Portugal, 
fortify'd with a Caſtle of 12 great Guns, under which the Car- 
ract lay; and on the Weſt-Side had 11 Gallies, each of them 
with five Guns mounted, and their Stems foremoſt, Theſe Ad- 
vantages of the Enemy did not deter the Admirals from ventu- 
ring on her; and, after ſeven Hours Diſpute, the Marquis of 
Sanfta Crus (who was on Board, with 300 Spaniſh Gentlemen) 
capitulated, delivering the Carra& and „ worth a Million 
of Ducats *. 

Theſe Services recommended Admiral Monſon to the Favour of 
King James, and King Charles the Firſt ; for he lived till the 
Civil Wars, with an untainted Reputation, for Conduct and 
Bravery, dying in February 1642, and, having ſettled at Ninnerſ- 
ley in Surrey, left Poſterity.

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He compil'd large Tracts of naval Affairs, in ſix Books, pub- 
liſhed in a Collection of Voyages, printed Anno 1703, wherein 
his Capacity in Maritime Buſineſs, and the Excellency of his na- 
tural Parts, ſufficiently appear ; the whole being written with a 
true Zeal for the Publick, and without Prejudice or Affectation. 

The excellent Advice, he gives to his eldeſt Son, is likewiſe a 
good Inſtance of his virtuous Inclination ; and the ſmall Eftate he 
declares he leaves him, after ſo many Toils and Dangers, plainly 
ſhews the Honeſty of his Life. The firſt Book of his Tracts is 
* chiefly a Collection of every Year's Actions in the Wars againſt 
* Spain, on our own and the Spaniſh Coaſts, and in the i- Indies, 
A brief Narrative; for no more is ſaid, but the Force they were 
© undertaken with, and the Succeſs of the Enterprize; yet the 
© Deſign is to ſhew the Reaſons, either why they miſcarry'd, oz 
* why ſo little Advantage was made where they ſucceeded, In 
* ſome he is more particular than in others, and what perhaps 
© may be ſtill of Uſe, he at laſt ſets down the Abuſes in the Fleet, 
and the Methods for redreſſing them. His 2d Book continues 
* ſomewhat of the Method of the Firſt, beginning with Fa- 
© therly Inſtructions to his Son; whence he proceeds to the Peace 
* with Spam, which puts an End to the warlike naval Actions, 
yet not to his Command, being employ'd againſt Pirates: He 
* inveighs againſt the Dutch, ſhews the ill Management of a De- 
© ſign againſt Aſier, and makes very notable Remarks on the 
* Attempt upon Cadiz, by King Charles the Firſt ; propoſing 
© Methods how Spain might have been much more endangered, 
* with other Particulars about the Shipping of England, and So- 
* yereignty of the Seas. The 3d Book only treats of the Ad- 
* miralty ; that is, of all Things relating to the Royal Navy, 
from the Lord High Admiral, to the meaneſt Perſon employ- 
* ed Aſhore, and to the Cabin-Boys at Sea; and from a com- 
* pleat Fleet to the ſmalleſt Veſſel ; and Part of it; with Inſtruc- 
tions for all Officers; the Size of all Sorts of Guns, all Sorts 
© of Allowances on Board the King's Ships, and excellent Direc- 
tions for fighting at Sea; an Account of all the Harbours in 
* theſe three Kingdoms, with many more curious Matters, ac- 
* curately handled. The 4th Book is of another Nature from 
* any of the reſt, being a brief Collection of Spaniſh and Portu- 
* gueze Diſcoveries, and Conqueſts in Africk, Aſia, and America, 
* with ſome Voyages round the World, and ſomewhat of Engl 
and French Plantations. The 5th Book is full of Projects and 
* Schemes, for managing Affairs at Sea, to the beſt Advantage 
* for the Nation. The th and laſt treats of Fiſhing, to ſhew 
the infinite Addition of Wealth and Strength it would bring to 
England, with all Inſtructions neceſſary for putting ſuch a De- 
© ſign in Execution.

Anthony Monjon, Eſq; the youngeſt Son, was ſeated at North 
in Lincolnſhire, and by Faith, his firſt Wife, Daughter to Robert 
Smith, of the City of Lincoln, who was buried at South-Carltm, 
on the 5th of December, 1619, had Ifſue five Sons; Fobn, Anthe 
ny, baptized 16 Fan. 1607; Thomas ; Chri/t » baptized 5 
November, 1615 ; and Stephen, who died young: Alſo ſeveral 
Daughters; whereof Jane, born 22 November, 1602, was mar-

John, the eldeſt Son of the ſaid Anthony, left Iſſue Anthny, 
his Son and Heir, who by Faith his Wife, Daughter to Sir Philo 
Tirwhit, left Poſterity. 

Themas Monſon (eldeſt ſurviving Son and Heir of Sir Jahn) had 
his Education in Magdalen College in Oxford ; and ferved in Par- 
liament for Great Grimſby in Lincolnſhire, in 27 Elizabeth. He 
was knighted, and, in the 39th of that Reign, ſerved in Parlia- 
ment for the City of Lincoln . About the Year 1605, when he 
took the Degree of Maſter of Arts at 3 he was Maſter of 
the Armory, and Maſter Falconer to his Majeſty King James the 
Firſt; and, in Truth (ſays A. Med, my Author) ſuch a one, 
as no Prince in Chriſtendom had the like. He had the Dignity of 
a Baronet conferred on him, 29 June, 1611; and was afterwards 
twice brought to his Trial, on Suſpicion of being concerned in 
the poiſoning of Sir Thomas Overbury ; but, his Innocency clearly 
appearing, he was diſcharged. He was a Perſon of fine Breed- 
ing, and a great Lover of Muſick, which he much delighted in, 
being himſelf an excellent Maſter in the Profeſſion. He lived to 
a very advanced Age, even to the Time of the Civil Wars, the (ad 
Effects whereof he very much lamented ; and, during thoſe 
Troubles, wrote a Book, by Way of Advice to his Grandſon“, 
entitled, An Hay on Affiiftions, which was printed in 1661-2, 
with another (he had alſo written) concerning Adoration, Alm, 
Faſting, and Prayer. He was buried at Sauth-Carlton, 29 May, 
1641, having married Margaret, Daughter to Sir Edmund An- 
derſon,' Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common-Pleas, and by her, 


— 
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who was buried at Saut h- Carlton, Augu/t 3, 1630, had Iſſue three 
Daughters; Bridget, married to Sir Jahn Read; Elizabeth, to 
Sapcot, Lord Viſcount Beaumont; and Magdalen, to Thomas Cot- 
ten, of Gray's- Inn, Eſq;. Alſo four Sons; two of which lived 
to Maturity, Sir John, and Sir William; the latter was created, 
by King Charles the Firſt, Viſcount Caftlemain, in the Kingdom 
of Ireland; but unmindful of the Favours of his Sovereign, and his 
own Allegiance, ſided with the Rebels; for which he was de- 
raded of his Honours ſoon after the Reſtoration, 

Sir John Monſon, Bart. (eldeſt Son and Heir of Sir Thomas) was 
born in the Pariſh of St. Sepulchre's, London, and, ſpending ſome 
Time in one of the Inns of Court, made ſuch Proficiency in the 
Study of the Law, that his Opinions therein were much eſteemed ; 
and, had he thought fit to have been'of the Long Robe, would 
have been much followed, He was inveſted Knight of the Bath, 
at the Coronation of King Charles the Firſt, and ſerved in the 
two firſt Parliaments called by that King * ; in the latter, as one 
of the Knights of the Shire for the County of Lincoln ; and in 
the other, for the City of Lincaln. On the breaking out of the 
Civil Wars, he retired to Oxford, and was there created Doctor of 
the Civil Laws, in the Year 1642, being at that Time univerſally 
eſteemed ; and Mr, Mead, in his Athena Oxonienſes, ſays of him, 
That he twwas as wiſe a Man as any of his Contemporaries in Oxon, 
and afſifted in all Councils, and was at all Treaties, particularly in 
that concerning the Surrender of the Gariſon of Oxford to the Parlia- 
ment, A, D. 1646, and afterwards ſuffered much for his Loyalty ; 
but at was permitted a quiet Retirement. Having married 
Urſula, Daughter and Heir of Sir Robert Oxenbridge, Kt. (by his 

ife Elizabeth, Daughter and Coheir of Sir Henry Cock, of Brox- 
burn in Com. Hert. Kt.) he came poſſeſſed ( Anno 1645) of the 
Manor of Broxburn, &c. at which Seat he afterwards reſided, for 
the moſt Part of his Life, having made a fair Park about the Ma- 
nor Houſe, keeping a free and bountiful Table, very hoſpitable to 
his Neighbours, and very charitable to the Poor. Sir Henry 
Chauncey, in his Antiquities of Hertfordſhire, ſays of him, That 
he was qualified with excellent Parts, both natural and acquired, 
which rendered him a great Patriot to his Country, being en- 
dowed with a rare Spirit, a wife Underſtanding, and a fingular 
Judgment, which naturally led him to a ſtrict Obſervance of all 
moral Duties, and made him ſomewhat ſevere in Acts of Juſtice. 
He was exemplary in his Devotions, firm to his Church, and 
loyal to his Prince ; and, having lived to the Age of 84 Years, 
was buried with his Anceſtors in South-Cariton, on the 29th of 
December, 1683. So his Wife (by whom he had Iſſue an 
only Son, Sir John Monſon, who died in his Life time) ſurviving 
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him, and, having lived to an advanced Age, was buried by her 
Huſband, on the 10th of December, 169 2. 
Which Sir Jahn ſerved * for the City of Lincoln in the Parlia- 
ment that reſtored King Charles the Second, was made Knight of 
the Bath at his Coronation, and was a Juſtice of Peace, and one 


of the Deputy-Lieutenants for Hertfordſhire, He was admi. 


red by all that knew ' him, being a Gentleman of a chearful Tem- 

r, ready Wit, quick Apprehenſion, good Elocution, free from 
Partiality, of great Prudence and Moderation, and, in all Things, 
well accompliſhed for Buſineſs, which made him acceptable in all 
Companies, and his Death generally lamented. He deceaſed the 
14th of October, 1674, aged about 46 Years, in the Life-time of 
his Father (as before was ſaid) and was buried at Sauth-Carltm, 
on the 24th of the ſame Month; having had, by Judith his Wife, 
Daughter of Sir Thomas Pelham, Kt. and Bart. (Great-Grandfa- 
ther to Thomas, the preſent Duke of Newcaft+) a numerous Iſſue, 
10 Sons; whereof five lived to Men's Eſtate; and a Daughter, 
Bridget, married to Sir Charles Borrington, Bart. Of which Sons, 
George, the youngeſt ſurviving, was Father to the preſent Lord 


ames, 9th Son, died in the 28th Year of his Ape, A. D. 
1663 3 and Philip, toth Son, died the Year after, at the Age of 


22. 

The eldeſt, Sir Henry Monſon, Bart, (Succeſſor to his Grand- 
father) was elected for the City of Lincoln in the two laſt Parlia- 
ments called by King Charles the Second, and in that Parliament 
called by King James the Second. He was a Gentleman much 
eſteemed, all the good Qualities of a Chriſtian, Friend, and Bene- 
factor, being inherent in him, He married Eliaabetb, Daughter of 
Charles Lord Cheyney, Viſcount Newhaven, and, dying without 
Iſſue, on the 6th of April, 1718, was buried at Sauth-Carlton, 
leaving his Lady ſurviving, who was buried by him, on the 29th 
of April, 1725. 

Hilliam, his next Brother, ſucceeded him in Title and Eftate, 
and ſerved in Parliament for the City of Lincoln, in the Reign of 
King William ; alſo was elected for the Borough of Aldborough in 
Yorkſhire, in the firſt Parliament called by our late Sovereign. He 
married Leticia, Siſter to the preſent Earl Pawlet; and, dying 
on the 7th of March, 1726-7, without Iſſue, was ſucceeded in 
the Title of Baronet by Sir Jahn Monſon, Knight of the Bath, 
his Nephew, Son and Heir of George, his youngeſt Brother, And 
his Lady, who ſurvived him, died on the 25th of April, 17 34. 

Which George Monſon, Eſq; married Arne, Daughter to 
Gharles Wren, of the Iſle of EH, Eſq; and by her (who, ſurvi- 
ving him, died in the 6oth Year of her Age, on the 20th of 
June, 1732) had Iſſue five Sons; Febn, the preſent Lord Aa-

On 
the 27th of May, 1725, he was elected one of the Knights Com- 
panions of the moſt Honourable Order of the Bath : And, by his 

ſent Majeſty, on the 28th of , 1728, was advanced to the 

ignity of a Peer of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Monſon, 
of Burton in Lincolnſhire. On the 25th of June, 1737, he was 
appointed Firſt Commiſſioner of Trade and the Plantations, and 
was ſworn of the Privy-Council at ZHampton-Court, 21 Tuly fol- 
lowing.

Edward Coke, his Son, was born at Mileham in Norfolk, and, 
at ten Years old, was ſent to the Grammar-School at Norwich, 
tom whence he removed to Trinity-College in Cambridge, where 
te ſtudied four Years, and afterwards, in Honour to him, he was 
choſen High-Steward of that Univerſity. From Cambridge he 
removed to Clifford's-Imm, and, the Year after, he was enter'd a 
Student in the Imer- Temple, where he improved ſo much in the 
Ytudy of the Law, that, in fix Years after (exceeding early in 
that Age) he was called to the Bar; and ſoon after, for three ſuc+ 
ceſſive Years, choſe Reader in Lyon's-Inn, where his learned Lec- 
tures ſo ſpread his Fame, that Clients inceſſantly came to him for 
Counſel ; and the Report of his more than ordinary Gains, in his 
Practice, gave him Opportunity of making his Addreſſes to that 
incomparable Lady, Bridget, e. and Coheir r Paſ- 
tu, of Hunting field-hall in L 1 Eſq; third Son of Sir /Pilltam 
Paton, of Paſlan, Kt. whoſe Portion amounted to Thirty Thou- 
and Pounds, She was related to many Noble Families, her Aunt 
Eleanor, Siſter to her Father, being married to Thomas Earl of 
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Rutland ; by whom ſhe had Henry Earl of Rutland ; Gerirud,, 
married to George Talbot, Earl of Shrewsbury; Anne, to Henry 
Nevil, Earl of W:fimorland ; and Frances, Wife of Henry Nei], 
Lord Abergavenny. On his Marriage with her, Preferments 
flowed in upon him, the Cities of Coventry, and Norwich, chuſing 
him for their Recorder, the County of Norfolk one of their 
Knights in Parliament, the Houfe of Commons their Speaker ., in 
35 Eliz, 5 Sollicitor, An. 1592, and Attorney-General the 
Year after. King James knighted him, Amo 1603, at Gren- 
wich; and made him Chief Juſtice of the Common-Pleas, 4», 
1606, and * Lord Chief Juſtice of England, An, 1613, and 
ſwore him of the Privy-Council, Thus, inning on a good 
Foundation laid by his Father, and being a conſiderable and pain- 
ful Practitioner, and marrying a rich Wife, as alſo Poſſeſſor of 
ſeveral good and profitable Offices, a skilful and provident Pur- 
chaſer, a thrifty, and long Liver in flouriſhing and peaceable 
Times (born as long after the Perſecution under Queen Mary, 2 
dying before the Civil Wars) no Wonder that he acquired a fair 
Eſtate; and ſo great it was, that each of his Sons, by his large 
Portion of it, ſeemed to be an elder Brother. He was a conſide-

Thoſe Benefices in his own Patronage he gave freely to the 
moſt Worthy, ſaying, they ought to' paſs — and Seifin, 
not Bargain and Sale. In three Things he did much applaud his 

own Succeſs ; in his fair Fortune with his Wife, in his happy Study 
of the Laws, and in his free coming by all his Offices, nec prece 
nec pretio, neither begging nor bribing for Preferment. He was a 
Perſon, in whom his Enemies could juſtly find few Faults, and 
whom his Friends could not wiſh better accompliſhed. He always 
lived in a State of Plenty, having a good paternal Eſtate, and a 
fair Addition to it by his Marriage, by which he had a numerous 
Iſſue of both Sexes, in whom he delighted, and took Comfort. He

He fell under the Diſpleaſure of his Sovereign (the Cauſe where- 
of may be found in our Engliſh Chronicles) and, in his Retire- 
ment, improved his Loſs to his own Advantage, triumphing in 
his Innocence, that he had done nothing illegally, calling to Mind 
the Motto on his Rings when made Serjeant, Lex oft tutifſima Caſe 
fs 3; The Law is the beſt Helmet. He was the laſt who had the 
Title of Lord Chief Juſtice of England, and was one of + the firſt 
Governors of the Charter-houſe, and a chief Director of the Foun- 
dation ; the firſt Aſſembly of the Governors was on the goth of 
July, 1613. He was ſo induſtrious an Author, that he wrote 
thirty Books himſelf, which area laſting Monument of his great 
Learning and Abilities. He had daily Prayers in his own Houſe, 
and conſtantly relieved the Poor. The Foundation of Sutton's 
Hoſpital (now called the Charter-houſe) being cruſhed by ſome 
Courtiers, had been ruined before it was raiſed, had not his great 
Care preſerved the ſame. The Free-School of Thetford was ſup- 
ported by his Aſſiſtance; and he founded, at his own Coſt, Gad- 
wick-School in the County of Norfolk. 

When he was in Diſgrace, a certain Peer would have 
ſome of the Lands belonging to the Church of Norwich, that he 
had formerly recovered, and ſettled thereon ; which gave him ſo 
much Uneaſineſo, that he deſited him to deſiſt, ſaying, That 
otherwiſe he -would put on his Gown and Cap, and come into 
Weſtminſter» hall once again, and plead that Church's Cauſe, in 
Juſtification of what he had done, He would never privately re- 
tract, what he had publickly adjudged ; profeſſing that he was a 
Judge in a Court, and nit in a Chamber. If an adverſe Party 
croſſed him, he would patiently reply, F another pumiſb me, I will 
wt puniſh myſelf. He was wont to ſay, That no wiſe Man would do 
that in Proſperity, whereof he ſhould repent in Adver/ity. He gave 
for his Motto, Prudens qui Patiens, and his Practice was accord- 
ingly, The celebrated Camden, in his Britannia, gives this Ac- 
count of him: © That he was a Perſon of admirable Parts, than 
whom, as none ever applied himſelf cloſer to the Study of the 
Common Law, ſo never did any one underſtand it better. Of 
* which he fully convinc'd England, by his excellent Adminiſtration 
* for many Years together, whilſt Attorney-General, and by execu- 
ting the Office of Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common-Pleas with 
© the greateſt Wiſdom and Prudence; nor did he give leſs Proof 
* of his Abilities, in his excellent Reports, and Commentaries upon 

"our Laws, whereby he has highly obliged both his own Age 
and Poſterity,”

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King James put ſuch Truſt in him, that he employed him in 
ſeveral weighty Affairs. He was commiſſioned, 23 June, 1618, 
16 James I. with other Privy-Counſellors, to put in Force the 
Acts of Parliament, made in Queen Elzzabeth's Reign, againſt 
Jeſuits, Seminary Prieſts, and others, and to baniſh them out of 
England, and Ireland, and all other the King's Dominions, The 
ſame Year, he was alſo ® commiſſioned, with others (in Confi- 
dence of their approved Wiſdoms, Fidelities, and Circumſpec- 
tions) from Time to Time to call before them all Officers, or Mi- 
niſters, Clerks, and other Perſons, that ſince the firſt of My, 
in the tenth Vear of the Reign of the King, had any Charge, di- 
realy or indireRly, in or about the Receipt or Disburſement of any 
of his Treaſure, or had any Office in or about the Receipt or Diſ- 
burſement of his Treaſure ; as alſo to view Privy-Seals, and other 
Warrants, Orders, Tallies, Books, Cc. to the ſame belonging, 
in order to diſcover Frauds committed by the Miniſtry in diſpo- 
ſing of the publick Money. 

The Year after, the King“ ſignifies to Sir Edward Cole, Kt. 
one of his Privy-Council, and others, 2 Juh, 1619, That 
whereas, by a late Commiſſion, dated the 19th of April laſt paſt, 
he empowered them, or ſome of them, to make Inventories, and 
Schedules, of all ſuch Jewels, precious Stones, Ornaments, 
Houſhold-Stuff, and Implements, &c.. as did belong to his late 
dear Conſort, Queen Anne, in her Life-time, with their Names, 
Faſhions, Qualities, and Values, and the ſame to ſign; which 
they had performed. And, foraſmuch as he appointed the choiceſt 
of them to be ſent to the ſecret Jewel-houſe in the Tower of Len- 
don, there to be preſerved for the Honour of the Crown ; others 
to be preſerved for Preſents for Ambaſſadors ; and others to the 
Cuſtody of Sir Henry Knight, Maſter and Treaſurer of his Jewels 
and Plate; and others to be kept at Dermark-houſe, for Orna- 
ments there, or otherwiſe to be diſpoſed of at Pleaſure ; and the 
reſt, being of ſmall Value, to be diſpoſed of to the beſt Advan- 
tage; and a Book, or Inventory, being made of the ſame, with 
their Names, Faſhions, and Quantities, amounting to the Sum 
of 20, ooo J. or thereabouts. Therefore, confiding in their ap- 
proved Fidelities, Wiſdoms, and Circumſpections, he commiſ- 
ſions them to ſell and diſpoſe of the ſame, at ſuch Rates and 
Prices, as the ſame ſtand therein valued, or to the moſt Benefit 
and Advantage; and the Monies, ariſing thereby to deliver into 
the Receipt of Exchequer, &c. 

He was alſo ® commiſſioned, 16 Fuli, 1619, 17 Fac. I. to 

, confer with the Deputies of the States-General, touching the 
Differences between the Dutch Ea/t- India Company, and the En- 
g Merchants trading to the Ea/t-Indies. And, by another?

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Commiſſion, dated at Y/efminſter the 29th of April, 1620, 18 
Fac. I. he was empowered to put in Force certain Laws relating 
to Matters Eccleſiaſticx. Alſo, by Commiſſion, dated at M- 
ter 22 June, 1620, 18 Fac. I. he, and others, were to 4 in- 
quire into the Abuſes touching Fines payable to his Majeſty, as 
well by Copyholders, as Freeholders, on Surrenders, Alienations, 
and the Herriots, Reliefs, Eſchaets, Perquiſits, and Profits of 
Courts, Waifs, Eftrays, Goods and Chattels of Felons, growing 
due to his faid Majeſty, and being within the Survey of the Court 
of Exchequer. And in another Commiſſion, dated at F:fmirfter 15 
uly, 1620, 18 Fac, I. he was empowered, with others of the 
rivy-Council, to demiſe the Royalties of the Crown, Caſualties, 
and caſual Profits; and to ſuppreſs the ſuperfluous Number of Offi- 
cers, and for reducing the unneceſſary Charge of them.

King Charles the Firſt ; and ſerved for the © Town of Leicefter, in 
the za Year of that Reign,” Alſo, in the 5th Year of that King, 
was Sheriff of Derbyſhire ; and departed this Life on the 29th of 
May, 1638, The Inſcription on a Marble Monument in the 
Church at Elvaſlon (where his Figure lies in full Proportion)

(ſecond Son of Philip, Earl of Cheſler field) who took the Sirname 
of Wotton. He was choſen for the Town of Derby, in the fir} 
Parliament called by Queen Anne; and dying without Iſſue, on 
the 1oth of April, 1732, was ſucceeded in his Eſtate by Charl:s 
Stanhope, Eſq; his Brother and Heir. 

Which Charles Stanhepe of Elvaſion, Eſq; was Secretary to the 
Treaſury; and afterwards Treaſurer of the Chamber, till the 
Death of his late Majeſty ; and has ſerved in all Parliaments, 
from his Acceſſion to the Throne, to the preſent Time; and is 
yet unmarried, 

William, youngeſt Son, for his great Services to the Nation, 
was advanced, by our preſent Sovereign, to the Dignity of a 
Peer of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Harrington. Which 
Barony of Harrington, was in a  Jourlger Branch of this Family, 
in the Reign of King James the Firſt, as before is mentioned, in 
my Account of the Earl of Cheſterfield. His Lordſhip, after a 
learned and polite Education, ſerved in the Reign of Queen Arne, 
in Spain, where he was Colonelof a Campany, in the 3d Regiment 
of Foot Guards; and at the latter End of the Year 1710, was 
conſtituted Colonel of a Regiment of Foot. 

In the Beginning of the Reign of his late Majeſty King 
George, he was conſtituted Colonel of a Regiment of Dragoons, 
and returned to Parliament for the Town of Derby; and in 1715, 
was made Colonel of a Regiment of Horſe : On 19 Auguft, 1717, 
he was appointed Envoy Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to the 
King of Spain; and, in 1718, ſeeing our Affairs at the Court of 
Madrid tending to a Rupture, he ſhewed his Care and Concern 
for his Country f, in giving private and early Notice of his Ap- 
prehenſions to the Engliſh Conſuls and Merchants, ſettled in the 
Spaniſh Sea-Ports, adviſing them to ſecure their Effects. 

- Likewiſe, after Admiral Bing had deſtroy'd the greateſt Part of 
the Spaniſh Fleet, he concerted Meaſures, and procured an Eng- 
4% Squadron to fall on the Port of Biſcay, in which were one 
Man of War of 70 Guns, and two of 60, newly built, with an 
incredible Quantity of Timber, Pitch, and Tar, and other Na- 
val Stores, for building more ; all which were deſtroyed by the 
Engliſh Squadron, affiſted (as my Author s relates) by a Detach- 
ment which the Duke of Berwick ſpared from his Army, at the Sollici- 
zation of Colonel Stanhope, the Engliſh Miniſter, who contrived the 
Deſign, and * as a Voluntier in the Enterprize, principally con- 
tributed to the Execution it. 

On the End of the War, he was declared a Brigadier-General, 
and returned with the ſame Character to Spain, where he conti- 
nued till 1727, when, on his Arrival in England, his late Ma- 
zeſty was pleaſed, May 19, the fame Year, toappoint him Vice-

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Chamberlain of his Houſhold; and was alſo ſworn of his moſt 
Honourable Privy-Council. 

Soon after our preſent Sovereign's Acceſſion to the Throne, he 
was nominated firſt Ambaſſador and Plenipotentiary to the Con- 

ſs at So:ſſons, where he arrived on the 12th of following. 
On the 9th of September, 1729, he was declared Ambaſſador and 
Plenipotentiary to the King of Spain, and by his Negotiations and 
Credit at that Court, the Treaty of Peace which begun at Sei 
ſons, being concluded at Sevile, on the 9th of November (N. S.) 
1729, his Majeſty, in Conſideration of his great Services, on 
the 20th of the ſame Month (O. S.) advanced him to the Degree 
of a Peer of Great-Britain, by the Name, Stile and Title of 
Lord Harrington, in the . of Nertbumpton. His Lordſhip 
returned to Londen on the 12th of June, 1730, and the next Day, 
waiting on his Majeſty at Vindſar, was then made Principal Se- 
cretary of State, in the Room of Charles, Lord Viſcount Ton- 
end, who, by Reaſon of his ill State of Health, had refign'd ;

In the two laſt Parliaments of Queen Anne, he was a Member 
for Biſbops- Caſtle in Shropſhire; and was by her Majeſty appointed 
Sollicitor- General, on the 13th of May, 1710. In the late Reign 
he ſerved in Parliament for the Borough of Ladlow,, and for the 
Town of Him in C:rmual, and on the'gth of May, 1720, was 
declared Attorney-General. 

On the 27th of January, 17 23:4, he was called to the Degree 
of a Serjeant at Law, and made one of the Juſtices of the King's- 
Bench, on the 31ſt of the ſame Month.

FpPerſons; and our preſent maſt gracious Sovereign, 
taking into Conſideration the great Abilities and Merit of Sir 
Philip Yorke, Kt. Lord Chief Juſtice of England, and the faithful 
Services performed by him to his Royal Father, and Himſclf; 
was pleaſed to create him a Baron of Great- Britain, by the Stile 
and Title of Lord Hardivick, Baron of Hardwick in the County 
of Ghuciſter, to him and the Heirs Male of his Body. 

His Lordſhip was educated in the Study of the Law at the 
Aiddle-Temple, and very early acquired great Reputation in the 
Knowledge and Practice thereof.

Chancellor of Great Britain, of whom I am now to 
treat *, deſcended from Sir Gilbert Talbot, of Graften, Knight, 
Banneret, and Knight of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, 
third Son of John, the ſecond Earl of Shrewsbury, as I have al- 
ready ſet forth in the Second Volume of my Work, Page 63 ; 
where having obſerved, that Sherington Talbot, of 3 in 
County of Morceſler, was Grandfather to William Talbot, late 
Lord Biſhop of Durham, I ſhall firſt treat of John, the Father of 
the ſaid Sherington Talbot. 

Which John Talbot, was Son and Heir of Sir Jahn Talbet, of 
Grafton (who died in 4 Edward VI.) by Elizabeth his ſecond 
Wife, Daughter of Wreteſley, of Wyoteſfley in Com. Staff 
Eſq; and had the Seat and Eſtate of Sakvarp in Worceſterſhire, He 
married Olive, Daughter and Coheir of Sir Henry Sherington of 
Laceck in Wikſhire, Kt. * of an antient Family and large Poſſeſſi- 
ons in that County, by whom he came poſſeſſed of that Seat and 
Eftate, and died in 14 Eliz. leaving Iflue three Sons, 

I. Sherington Talbot, of Lacock. 

2. John Talbot, of Badgworth in Glouceſterſhire, who married 
Mary, Daughter and Heir of Thomas Trimnel, of Okely in Ner- 
cefterſhire, and by her was Father of John Talbot, of Okely, who 
married Margaret, Daughter of Thomas Gower, of Droitwich, in 
the ſaid County. 

3. Thomas Talbot, of Worvill in Com. Salep. who married 
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Magdalen, Daughter of Sir Marmaduke Myvill, and had Iſſue 
Robert Talbot, of Morvill, who had to Wiſe Anne, Daughter of 
William Sheldon, of Broadway in Com. Wigorn. by whom he was 
the Father of three Sons, Thomas Talbot, of Morvill, Gilbert, and 
George. 

Sherington Talbot, before-mentioned, of Salwarp and Lacoct, 
died about the Year 1640, and by his firſt Wife Elixaleth, Daugh- 
ter of Sir Thomas Leighton, of Feckingham in Com. Wigorn, Kt. 
Governor of Guernſey, had Iſſue ſix Sons, whereof no Iſſue Male 
is remaining. Sir Gillert Talbot, Kt. one of the younger Sons, 
was Maſter of the Jewel-Office in the Reign of King Charles 
the Second, but had no Iſſue. And Sherington Talbot, the eldeſt, 
left only Sir John Talbat, of Lacock, who left no ſurviving Iſſue 
Male, . but had three. Daughters; of whom Anne, the eldeit, 
was married to Sir John Fuery, and had Iſſue John Foery Talbot, of 
Lacack in Wiltſhire, Eſq; who has repreſented that County in 
the laſt Parliament, and is again choſen in the preſent ; and other 
Children, Barbara, the ſecond, was married to Henry, Lord 
Viſcount Longuile, Father by her of Talbot, late Earl of Suſſex, 
And Gillerta, the youngeſt, is unmarried, 

Having deduced the Lineage of the ſaid Sherington Talbot by his 
firſt Wife, I ſhall now treat of his Deſcendants by his ſecond 
Wife, Mary, Daughter of Fobn Waſhborn, of WWichingford, in 
the County of Morceſter, by whom he had Iſſue four Sons, George 
Talbet, of Rudge in Com, Salip ; whoſe only Daughter and Heir, 
Catherine, was married to Sir Clement Clarke, of Lawne- Abbey in 
Com. Leice/?t. Bart. Edward, ſecond Son, lain in the Civil 
Wars, on behalf of King Charles the Firſt ; William, third Son, 
Grandfather of the late Lord Talbot, and Francis, fourth Son, 
who died unmarried. 

The faid William Talbot reſided at Stourton-Caftle in Stafford- 
ſhire, and married Mary, Daughter of Themas Doughty, of Il hit. 

Eſq; by whom he had Iſſue William Tal- 
bot, late Lord Biſhop of Durham, and two Daughters, Catharine, 
who had to her firſt Huſband Walter Littelton, of Litchfield in 
Com, Staff, Eſq; and to her ſecond, Lancelot Blackburn, Lord 
Archbiſhop of York, Lord Almoner to his Majeſty, and of his 
Privy-Council, Frances, the other Daughter, was marricd to 
Samuel Fewkes, of Waverley in Com. Migorn. Eſqʒ. 

His only Son William, late Lord Biſhop of Durham, born at 
Stourton- Caſtle, having his Education © in Oriel College in Oxfors, 
took his Degree of Maſter of Arts, June the 23d (1689) 32 Car. 
II. He was nominated “ by King William to the Deanery of 
Morceſter, April the 23d, 1691, and on the 24th of September, 
1699, was *© conſecrated Biſhop of Oxon, with Leave to hold his 
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Deanery in Commendam, in which See he continued till the Year 
1715, when he was made Biſhop of Salizhury, He was alſo, 
on the 23d of September, 1722, tranſlated from thence to the 
Biſboprick of Durham, of which County be was Lord Lieutenant, 
and Cuſtos Rotulorum. His Lordſhip departed this Life on the 
10th of Ototer, 1730, and by Catharize his Wife, Daughter of 
King, Eſq; one of the Aldermen of the City of London, 
had Iſſue eight Sons, and ſeveral Daughters, of which thoſe, who 
lived to Maturity, were, 

1. Charles, created by his preſent Majeſty, Lord Talbot, Baron 
of Henſal.

Thomas and John, Elizabeth, and Mary, 2 
and Muriel; of which Children, the ſaid Thomas, Jahn, Mary, 
and Muriell, died unmarried ; and the faid Elualeth married Tho- 
mas Glembam, Eſq; who is dead without Iſſue ; and the ſaid Fane 
married Oliver Le Neve, Eſq; and died without Iſſue, whereby 
the Petitioner became the ſole Heir of Sir Jahn Baurchier, Kt. 
firſt Lord Berners, and is lineally deſcended from him, 

Whereupon, their Lordſhips having conſider'd, as well of what 
was offered by the Petitioner's Council, as by the Council on his 
Majeſty's Behalf, and the ſeveral Proofs in this Caſe, their Lord- 
ſhips are of Opinion, That the Petitioner hath fully proved her 
Claim to the ſaid Barony of Berners in Fee, and hath a Right to 
the ſaid Barony in Fee. 

Which Report, being read by the Clerk, was agreed to by 
the Houſe ; and the following Reſolution and Judgment was 
made, viz. 

It is reſolved and adjudged, by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 
in Parliament aſſembled, That the ſaid Catherine, Wife of Ri- 
chard Batemum, Eſq; hath a Right to the ſaid Barony of Ber- 
mers, 

Ordered, That the Lords with white Staves do attend his Ma- 
jeſty, with the ſaid Reſolution and Judgment.
